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Preserve for profit

NEWTON UPPER FALLS — The would-be 
developers of a Chestnut Street site may be using a 
historic home located there as a pawn to maximize 
their profits, two Upper Falls Community leaders 
have said. 

The developers — Morris Tarkinow and Harold 
Ellison of M.E.T. Realty in Newton — have 
presented three housing proposals for what is now 
the old Marcy Estate. 

The home was built by Willard Marcy in 1869 and 
has been nominated for the National Historic 
Registry. 

The developers would be able to preserve the 
home only if the city allows them to take the option 
for the greatest number of dwellings, according to 
Howard Levine, their attorney. 

But that option would pour the most cars onto a 
dangerous spot on Chestnut Street and into a village 
that already has more traffic that it can bear, said 
Brian Yates, president of the Upper Falls Com- 
munity Development Corp. 

He said this amounts to a series of unacceptable 
options. Worse, he said, is the developers’ plans for

bathhouse. And if you don’t do that we'll tear down 
the house and put in 34 units,’”’ Yates said. 

Levine said this is neither an accurate nor a fair 
description of what they want to do. 

“Yes, the third (option) is the best for the 
developer,” Levine said. ‘‘But it's also the most 
sensitive to the neighborhood by producing the 
most open space, the means to protect the house, 
and the most screening.”’ 

And if they can preserve the Marcy home, it will 
be used as an “amenity” for the condominium

Sailor's legacy lives on 
with family and friends

NEWTON — Michael O’Grady is said to have had an unyielding 
and contagious zest for life and adventure. His sailboat was a sanc- 
tuary where he spent most of his free time. 

“He loved the boat and died by the boat,’’ Michael's oldest brother 
Jack O'Grady says. ‘‘He was one of those people who really enjoyed 
living and he lived with great enthusiasm.” 

Michael was going to marry in April. He and his fiancee had big 
plans to buy their first home and to s e a long and fruitful life 
together. A tragic boating accident last weekend shattered their 
dream, 

The couple, both 33, died last week at the hands of rough seas and 
high winds on their sailing jaunt from Westport to Martha's Vinyard. 

A close friend called the Coast Guard when the couple did not show 
up for work on Monday. A group of fishermen found the pair in waters 
off the island Tuesday. The boat reportedly sunk and was never 
found. 

Michael, manager of One Stop Video on River Street grew up in 
West Newton and lived in Wellesley near the Charles River, He loved 
anything to do with the outdoors ... the ocean, nature, animals and 
photography. ‘tHe loved the store, but most of all he loved people. It 
was so easy for him to show people he cared,” Jack says. ‘‘He always 
asked how you were doing and listened with concern while he put his 
own problems aside, He was always concerned about everyone else, I 
wish I had more of his qualities in that regard.” 

Childhood buddy and best friend Fred Camerato says Michael 
always looked on the brighter side of things. He could easily overlook 
people’s faults. Michael looked for good qualities in people. Fred says 
he had a knack for making people laugh at their foibles. 

“He was the greatest. I loved him very much and I will greatly 
miss him,” Fred says. ‘“‘We had so many good times together. We 
were like two juveniles when we got together. I just wish we had more 
time together. His life was too short.” 

Sixteen years ago Michael wrote this in the Newton North High 
Schoo! yearbook underneath his picture: ‘Live for life...learning, ex- 
periencing, loving.”’ These things were important to him as a 
teenager and he remained true to his philosophy until his final days. 

‘That was Mikey for you. He was so personal, warm and sincere,” 
Fred says. ‘I know it sounds like mushy stuff, but he was a mushy 
guy.

Homicide charged in tragedy

NEWTON — A New Hampshire 
man has been indicted for 
negligent homicide in the June 28 
motor vehicle death of a 19-year- 
old Newtonville college student, 

Bryan Baines, 22, of Hooksett, 
was indicted late last week by a 
Belknap County Superior Court 
grand jury. 

Baines was the driver of a car 
that slammed into several trees 
off Route 11B near Laconia, kill- 
ing Charles Sakakini and injuring 
two other Newton men, All three 
were passengers in the car. 

The indictment alleges that 
Baines was operating his 1985 
Honda Civic under the influence 
of alcohol, failed to negotiate a 
curve and drove the car into 
some rocks and trees, causing 
Sakakini’s death. The Newton 


teenager was thrown through 
car's windshield by the impact. 
Belknap criminal court clerk 
Robert Tilton said the iridictment 
does not mention Baines’ blood 
alcohol level, nor does it say how 
fast the vehicle was traveling 
when it swerved off the road. 
Negligent homicide, a Class B 
felony under New Hampshire 
law, carvies a maximum penalty 
of seven years in jail. If found 
guilty, Baines could also be fined 
and lose his driver’s license. 
The Sakakini family declined 
to comment on the indictment. 
Laconia police initially said 
Baines would be charged with 
“aggravated driving while intox- 
icated,"’ but a spokesperson with 
the Laconia Police Department 
prosecutor's office said that 
charge was never filed in 
Laconia District Court.

Baines, who suffered a frac- 
tured skull in the crash, will be 
arraigned in Superior Court, with 
a date to be set within two weeks. 
Tilton said a plea will be entered 
and bail set at the arraignment. 

Sakakini was a 1985 graduate of 
Newton North High School, 
where he was on the wrestling 
and football teams. He had just 
completed a semester at 
Massachusetts Bay Community 
College. He was preparing to 
enter the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst in 
January, 

The two injured youths, 19- 
year-old Richard Claflin and 18- 
year-old Fran Yerardi, were 
hospitalized in Laconia. Claflin 
sustained a serious eye injury 
and facial lacerations, while 
Yerardi suffered a compression 
fracture of the spine. 


Handicapped denied equal access

NEWTON CORNER — Buy- 
ing a watch at Jerrold L, 
Rossman Jewelers in Newton 
Corner is no easy task for a 
wheelchair-bound resident, 

He would have to take a 
odyssey through an un- 
chartered sea of doors and 
unoccupied stores to reach the 
jewelry shop, whose front en- 
trance is below ground and not 
equipped with a ramp 

State Senator Jack 
Backman demonstrated this 
last week when he took the 
news media to the Druker 
Building, the Newton Corner 
complex where the jeweler is 
located, Most of the building's 
first floor stores are just as in- 
accessible, he said. 

The Druker is one of three 
buildings cited by a legislative 
report criticizing the Architec- 
tural Barriers Board (ABB) 
for not enforcing state laws 
designed to guarantee access 
to the disabled 

The ABB has given builders 
too many exemptions from the 
state's Architectural Barriers 
Code, the report and Backman 
have concluded. 

The state board is charged 
with making sure new 
buildings and those being 
renovated are accessible. It 
can grant waivers where con 
ditions warrant

level without full access, the 
Backman report says, This 
gave the Druker additional 
Space without violating 
Newton’s building height 
restriction, 

The waiver would have been 


even more permissive if 
Newton's handicapped com- 
mission had not intervened, 
the report says. 

Druker could not be reached 
for comment 

According to the report, the 
developer said making the 
building accessible would be 
“impracticable’’ and an 


economic hardship. The board 
accepted this explanation 
‘“‘without public notice, 
without documentation ,,, and 
without receipt of a formal ap- 
plication for a variance,” the 
report says, 

“Tt was done by an informal 
agreement without a pro- 

Backman said, “It was 
a private agreement,” 

Chris Palames, an official of 
the state's Office of Handicap- 
ped Affairs (OHA), said the 
absence of a hallway connec- 
ting first floor stores forces a 
disabled person to travel a cir- 
cuitous route accompanied by 
a guard. 

“It's a hassle. Its obnox- 
ious, It’s humiliating,” he 
said, “It says, ‘Back entrances 
for you folks,’” 

Building manager Roy 
Achin said this procedure is 
only necessary because some 
of the stores are vacant. 

When all the stores have 
tenants, disabled people will 
be able to get around without a 
guard and use another, more 
accessible entrance. 

But Bruce Bruneau, another 
OHA official, demonstrated 
the ramp there is too steep and 
dangerous. 

With television cameras 
from at least two stations 
recording him, Achin ‘ab- 
solutely’’ rejected Backman’s 
allegations, “The access has 
been approved by the state

He finally yanked Duffy (0-1) in 
favor Father Joseph Fahey, SJ, 
who cooled Newton’s bats and 
achieved a slow-pitch softball 
rarity when he whiffed nurse 
practitioner Rose Cain. 

“I think we left him in an inn- 
ing too long,’’ Barton said later of 
Duffy. ‘“‘Next year, I think I'll 
start Fahey.” 

The truth this year is that 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann’s 
team, the Newton Gardeners, did 
not so much win the game as BC 
lost it. The Eagles could have and 
should have won. 

Mann, however, spouted all the 
usual cliches managers use when 
the opposition fails to do its duty. 
The Gardeners won because of 
teamwork, sound fundamentals 
and determination, he said. 

He also said a few things you're 
not likely to hear from Earl 
Weaver or Sparky Anderson. The 
mayor credited the city’s af- 
firmative action policy, which 
enabled it to field such talented 
women as Cain and Public Works 
Business Manager Judy Curby. 

Mann likened the triumph to 
the city’s hard-won financial suc- 

cess. “We played a ‘Triple-A’ 
bond game,” he said. 

But what credit the city does 
deserve belongs mostly to the 
mayor and city Planner Bob Mer- 
riman. 

Mann probably made the 
‘game's biggest decision when he 
decided to give the starting nod to 
‘Alderman Paul Coletti (1-0), who 

shut out BC for two innings as the 
Gardeners built up a five-run 
‘lead. 
! The mayor had announced he 
»was going to be the Gardener’s 
‘starting pitcher. Rubbing his 
arm gently, he explained he was 
‘keeping himself on the sidelines 
!so everyone would have a chance 
‘to play. 
} Answering BC’s chant of ‘We

;Coletti after BC drilled him for 
‘two runs in both the third and 
}fourth . Mann sent in 
Cain, who shut out the Eagles for 
‘two innings, then he brought Col- 
jetti in to survive a three-run BC 
“explosion in the seventh and last 
‘inning. 
| Mecriman was-an offensive 
«and defensive star, going 3 for 3 
and scoring two runs, while mak- 


ing several plays in left field 
despite being slowed by an old 
knee injury. 

He hit a line drive in the first in- 
ning that wes still rising when it 
struck BC's version of the Green 
Monster, a row of 50-foot tall 
trees in right field. The drive 
would have been out of any other 
ballpark in America, but Mer- 
riman was credited only with a 
ground-rule double. 

BC was not without its stars, 
particularly shortstop Ted Kelley 
who made a couple of acrobatic 
stops. In the fifth inning, he drew 
“oohs’’ from the crowd — mostly 
wives and children of the players 
— by snaring Building Depart- 
ment employee Arthur Cabral’s 
smash and throwing him out 
from short left field by a step. 

Even Monan excelled in the 
first three innings, hauling in a 
pop up off the bat of City Solicitor 
Daniel Funk and making a long 
throw to nip Cabral at first. 

But Monan’s game fell apart in 
the fourth just as BC was getting 
back into the game. With two 
outs, he failed to handle Assistant 
City Solicitor G. Michael Peirce’s 
made-to-order ground ball, 
allowing Merriman to score from 
third and increasing the 
Gardeners’ lead to 6-2. 

The score was 6-4 in the sixth 
when Monan gave an encore per- 
formance. His bobbled Recrea- 
tion Supervisor Shiela Butts’ 
grounder, putting runners on 
first and second and with two 
outs. Cabral then singled to 
center to drive in the unearned 
run. 

Like a fighter who knows he 
has to knock out his foe in the last 
round to win, BC came out smok- 
ing in its half of the seventh and 
final inning. 

Three straight hits and a 
ground out that scored a run nar- 
rowed the lead to 8-6. 

Monan then crossed up Mann’s 
infield, which was playing him to 
pull, but punching a single to 
right field, leaving the Eagles on- 
ly one run behind. 

But it was sound and fury for 
nothing as the last two BC batters 
lined out to Merriman. 

After the game, Barton was 
quick to defend his boss’ play, He 
preferred to call Monan’s 
miscues acts of ‘‘divine interven- 
tion.” Asked why he did not 
remove the BC third baseman, 
Barton would only say, “I report 
directly to Father Monan.”” 

If the game had gone another 
inning, the outcome might have 
been different, he said. ‘‘We were 
on a roll in the seventh,”’ he said. 
“We picked up.’”’ 


Model compost plan

| NEWTON — The Department 
of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) will make 
the city’s leaf composting project 
@ model for other communities 
Beeking to dispose of organic 
refuse cheaply and efficiently, 
according to a DEQE 
Bpokesman, 
+ In addition, DEQE Director of 
mmmunications Tod Cowen says 
by using the Newton system in 
other communites, the state can 
Bave upward of $50 million in 
solid waste disposal costs annual- 


: “Newton is serious about solv- 
ing its waste problems and cut- 
hing costs,’’ Cowen said. ‘‘That’s 
why this program is a good target 
for us. We find that a lot of com- 
munities are not nearly as 
serious about wanting to find a 
good environmentally and 
economically sound method of 
disposing waste.” 

| Last week, Mayor Theodore 
‘Mann announced that a new leaf 
composting program will begin 
this fall. Instead of disposing of 
organic waste at the Rumford 
Avenue Transfer-Haul station, 
‘the city will set aside some 8,000 
square feet of landfill where the 
debris will be composted. Ac- 
cording to Mann and Cowen, 
composting will be beneficial to 
the city in many ways. 

' Because several thousand tons 
of organic refuse will no longer 
be dumped with other solid 
waste, Mann says the city will 
save money otherwise spent 
removing that waste. In addition, 
the composted waste will pro- 
duce nutrient-rich soil through 
the decomposition process. 

One more positive byproduct of 
composting, the mayor says, is 
that there will be more space for 
landfill, a dwindling commodity 
throughout the state. 

Cowen says the DEQE will pro- 
vide the city nearly $20,000 in con- 
sulting services to get the pro- 
gram going. 

“What the state gets out of 
this,"’ he says, “is a success 
story. If it works here, we can 
help other communities use

Newton’s experience to design 
and operate their own compost 
programs.”’ 

The composting program, ac- 
cording to Mann, is just part of a 
three-pronged effort aimed at 
reducing the cost of handling 
waste disposal. 

“We've saved millions of 
dollars in the past 10 years,’”’ he 
says. ‘‘The problem of solid 
waste disposal should be a top 
priority for the future. Landfill 
Spaces are dwindling and we 
have to find ways of disposing 
waste that are environmentally 
sound and economical.”’ 

Mann says the first step in that 
process came 10 years ago when 
the Rumford Avenue station went 
on line. 

‘The next step, he says, is to find 
a new solid waste contractor. The 
city’s current contract with GSX 
expires in 1988, 

The city’s solid waste task 
force is looking toward waste-to- 
energy facilities as an 
economical method of getting rid 
of trash. The mayor says he will 
make a decision sometime in 
Novemeber on who will get the 
contract,

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Assessment mailing nixed

NEWTON — Though the state 
will not allow him to mail 
residents preliminary, estimated 
home assessments, Chief 
Assessor Robert Palmer may 
still be able to give property 
owners a general idea of what the 
new values will be. 

The Assessing Department 
hopes to accomplish this through 
estimates of the percentage by 
which home values have changed 
since the city’s last revaluation. 

Palmer said the department 
could begin to mail these 
estimates to residents late this 
month. 

The state Department of 
Revenue (DOR) rejected 
Palmer’s original plan to mail 
property owners estimated dollar 
values for their homes. 

The values could change when 
the DOR conducts its “field 
review” of the city’s assessing 
process, said Jane Malme, the 
state department’s chief of 
Bureau of Local Assessments. 

If assessors gave residents 
preliminary values and the state 
changed them, confusion could 
result, Malme said. 

The DOR decision alters the 
Assessing Department’s inten- 
tions in two ways. 

It plans to send residents 
percentage figures rather than 
dollar estimates, Palmer said. 
And instead of giving a figure for 
each home, the percentage will 
be an estimate of how much pro- 
perty values have increased in 
each neighborhood. 

“It'll be a percentage rate 
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rather than dollars,” Palmer 
said, ‘and it won’t be parcel 
specific. What we’re going to do 
is try to project for the whole 
neighborhood.”’ 

The city is in the midst of pro- 
perty revaluation, which must 
take place every three years. The 
Assessing Department, 
began planning for revalutaion 
around 2% years ago, will com- 

















Backman, Cohen push 
‘selective purchasing’

NEWTON — The two state 
legislators who led the fight to 
divest the city of all its South 
African-related holdings are urg- 
ing it not to purchase goods from 
any company that does business 
with that country. 

State Senator Jack Backman 
and state Rep. David Cohen call- 
ed for such a policy after learning 
some aldermen questioned a 
School Department proposal to 
purchase equipment from Apple 
Computers. They want to know if 
Apple does ‘business in South 
Africa. 

The policy — called selective 
purchasing — would mean that 
Newton could not do business 
with any American company that 
has economic ties with that na- 
tion, unless the city had no other 
alternative to purchase the 
desired goods or services. 

Backman, D-Newton, said a 
resident cannot avoid doing 
business with such companies, 
like IBM. Many are so large and 
the product so all-pervasive, the 
individual citizen cannot in- 
fluence them anyway, he said. 

“TI therefore urge the city to do 
something which the individual 
cannot do,”’ the senator said. ‘‘A 
city or a state may be able to 
have some impact on IBM.” 

Asked if the city should adopt a 
policy of selective purchasing, 
Cohen, D-Newton, said, ‘I think 
that they should. I don’t see any 
reason why they would not.” 

David Barenberg, the senator’s 
aide, produced a study compiled 
by the American Committee on 
Africa which shows that 17 
states, over 60 cities, more than 
11 counties and one U.S. ter- 
ritory, the Virgin Islands, have 
adopted selective purchasing. 

The cities include New York, 
Oakland, San Francisco, Newark 
and Madison Wisconsin. 
Newark’s policy even prevents 
an entertainer who has perform- 
ed in South Africa from appear- 
ing on the stage of a municipal 
facility, Barenberg said. 

The policies vary from city to 
city in the type and intensity of 
the purchasing restrictions, he

Bauckman still has doubts 
about whether divestment was 
the right course to take. “I voted 
for it,”” Bauckman said, ‘“‘but my 
heart wasn’t in it.” 

But even with those doubts, the 
School Department should 
adhere to city policy and at least 
investigate whether Apple Com- 
puters does business in South 
Africa, he said. 

Reached by phone, William 
Holtzman, marketing com- 
munications manager for Apple 
International, said the computer. 
company broke all business ties 
with that nation over a year ago. 

Prior to then, Apple used a 
distributor to market its goods 
South Africa, but had no officers 
there, Holtzman said. 

The company could have made 
a “couple of million dollars’ in 
South Africa, but decided to pull 
out because it realized that na- 
tion’s white minority leadership 
has no intention of abolishing 
apartheid. ‘It made a lot of sense 
economically, but not morally,” 
Holtzman said of continuing to do 
business there.

But if anybody has been 
harassed, it is city officials, City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk said yester- 
day when told of the Jaffes’ inten- 
tions.

Funk was referring to the hun- 
dreds of zoning and building code 
complaints the Jaffes have filed 
with the city. The Chestnut Hill 
residents have demanded of- 
ficials investigate their allega- 
tions and prosecute those found 
to be valid. 

The Law Department has 
taken some of those cases to 
district court and resolved 
others. But it has dismissed 
many for lack of concrete 
evidence.

“It makes you feel like you're not 
in America.” 

Baseman said his attempt to in- 
spect the premises was totally 
justified and legal. 

He said he was responding to 
an oral complaint made by a 
former tenant, who later placed 
his views in writing.

NEWTONVILLE Newton 
North High School Principal 
Marya Levenson is prepared for 
the worst possible traffic pro- 
blems resulting from the conver- 
sion of Elm Road into a cul-de- 
sac for a 45-day trial period.

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More independent board is needed 


Without going into John Locke’s 
second ‘Treatise of Civil Govern- 
ment” for reasons why, the Newton 
Graphic would like to reaffirm the im- 
portance of separating the executive 
and legislative branches of govern- 
ment, be it city, town, state or federal. 


At the same time, we question 
whether or not the advantages of such 
a separation of powers have gone un- 
noticed by those in the executive and 
legislative branches of Newton’s city 
government. 


There was an ugly little news story 
a couple of weeks ago that had 
spokesmen for the executive branch, 
namely DPW Commissioner James 
Hickey and Mayor Theodore Mann, 
exchanging insults with members of 
the legislative branch, namely Alder- 
man Richard McGrath. 


The dispute concerned the renova- 
tion of the DPW yard on Crafts Street, 
a seriously dilapidated old facility 
that sorely needs either rehabilitation 
or replacement. McGrath thought it 
should happen one way. Hickey and 
‘Mann thought another way. Their dif- 
ferences of opinion will, no doubt, sur- 
face in future stories on the dispute; 
but, honestly, we have heard almost 
enough about that. 


The issue we are seriously concern- 
ed about has-~ become almost a 
sidelight in the midst of all the name 
calling: the fact that the city put the 
job out to bid before the Board of 
Aldermen ever authorized the ap- 
propriation needed to pay for the 
work. 


Spokesmen for the Executive 
Department said such actions do not 
violate the rules governing the bid- 
ding process. It was also said that 
soliciting bids for projects before the 
funds were approved was not unusual, 


State tax cap will 


Labor Day having passed, heels will 
be clickety clacking on the State 
House marble floors again at a rapid 
pace. The General Court will be back 
in business. Mike Dukakis will have 
returned from far off journeys, look- 
ing for presidential poker chips. 
Regenerated legislators will be look- 
ing for the easy way out in an election 
year on the few controvesial issues 
still to be addressed. 


By far the one uppermost in most 
minds is a state tax cap, dissimilar 
from Proposition 2 1/2, but with the 
same objective. Municipalities found 
themselves tied to a limit on spending 
which related tu an assessment base 
under 2 1/2. The state hold-down on 
spending would come with taxes col- 
lected on the average percentage 
growth in wages and salaries over the 
past three years. The governor and 
two branches no longer could set 
budgets without restraint. 


This was the intent of the Citizens 
for Limited Taxation, the advocacy 
group which won the 1978 ballot vic- 
tory on 2 1/2, Its initiative petition got 
tossed out by the Legislature in the in- 
itial step, so CLT once more will be 
letting the public decide through 
referendum when the November elec- 
tion arrives. 


Barbara Anderson’s potent group 
again is allied with the High 
Technology Council and polling in- 
dicates a strong tide running in favor 
out in grassroots land. 

Enter the governor and lawmakers. 


but, rather, 
currence. 

Leaving the propriety of those sen- 
timents to withstand future tests, we 
would like to point out that the inci- 
dent — at best — reveals a certain 
presumptuousness on the part of the 
Executive Department. If those who 
went out to bid on the project were not 
assured that a majority of the Board 
of Aldermen would approve the ap- 
propriation for it, then their actions 
were frivolous; and further such ac- 
tions could actually put the city ‘“‘at 
risk’’ in the marketplace. 


On the other hand, the word 
“frivolous’’ would never come into 
play if the Executive Department 
knew the votes on the board were 
already a given. And thatis the part of 
the whole Crafts Street flap to which 
we, at the Newton Graphic, object.

When the executive branch of 
government acts like it is secure in its 
belief that the legislative branch will 
rubber-stamp its actions, the citizens 
that government is supposed to repre- 
sent are in trouble. Representatives 
who are not independent in their 
assessment of the issues at hand are 
as no representatives at all. 


The struggle for power between the 
different branches of government is 
natural enough. It is responsible, in a 
large part, for much of the news we 
get from the nation’s capitol. What is 
not natural is for members of one 
branch to lie down and let members of 
another walk over them. 


In that light, it is up to the members 
of the Board of Aldermen to change 
things. Independent study of the 
issues before the board, along with a 
more vigorous attention to detail, 
would be an important step toward 
getting the Garden City’s ship of state 
back on a more even keel.

All of a sudden the Beacon Hill senti- 
ment is for a tax cap. Gov. Dukakis 
saw the light a few months back and 
has gradually moved himself into 
position as a supporter. He has praise 
for a bill that would achieve this goal, 
but has linked it with the same ‘rainy 
day”’ stabilization fund concept which 
he set forth in distribution of a boom- 
ing surplus accruing in this year’s 
revenue. Legislators concur, ap- 
parently, on the contingency fund. 


It is clear enough the desire is to 
make sure there is some kind of 
escape hatch for spending, although 
Dukakis will defend the surplus 
reserve as good household budgeting. 


The difference, of course, is that tax 
dollars are involved and not the fami- 
ly’s bread and butter money. 


Legislative action may well be no 
more than a gesture, intended to con- 
vince voters back home of sincere in- 
terest in their well-being, because a 
Question 3 yes vote is very likely to 
come. 


Like Proposition 2 1/2, the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association, 
public employee union groups and 
others in state government jobs shy 
away from the tax cap, 


It is doubtful if they or the members 
of the General Court can persuade the 
electorate that state government 
should not get the same kind of treat- 
ment as cities and towns have receiv- 
ed. Surplus reserve is an invitation to 
future spending. 
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Farewell Bill Weld

Last Thursday was Bill Weld’s last day in 
Massachusetts. 

U.S. Attorney Weld is oft with his family to 
Washington — until January 21, 1988, the day after 
the inauguration of the next President of the U.S. 

If confirmed by the Senate, as fully expected 
Weld will head the Reagan Justice Department's 
criminal division. It is an honor, fit recognition ot 
his relentless and notably successful pursuit the 
last five years of Massachusetts public corruption 
and organized crime. 

Those five years have given the tall, genial 
Yankee prosecutor an unmistakable stev! and selt- 
confidence. The boyish appearance of five years 
ago has matured into the crisp, assured and im- 
aginative public servant who seems a step aliead of 
you whoever you are. 

His office, working with Jerry O'Suliivan’s 
Organized Crime Task Force, effectively took out 
the top-echelon ruling hierarchy of organized crime 
in New England. 

He and his crack corps of young investigators and 
prosecutors (youngest district office in the country) 
recruited from top area law schools and Jaw firms 
has compiled an impressive record in white collar 
crime, municipal corruption, affirmative civil 
fraud action and environmental enforcement. 

“The young staff came with both enthusiasm and 
ability,’ he said last week in an office stripped of 
everything but the obligatory American flag, ‘‘and 
that makes all the difference in the world.”’ 

So why leave for Washington, foregoing the 
almost sure bet of replacing the retiring Attorney 
General Frank Bellotti? 

Seems Weld called U.S. Attorney General Edwin 
Meese February 25 to tender his resignation so he 
could run for Bellotti’s job. ‘Well, how about his 
criminal division job?"’ Meese demurred. Weld 
flew down the next day to discuss it. And accepted. 

“IT knew Meese was looking for a U.. 
for the job, I was head of the U.S, Atte 
mittee, meeting monthly with him. So we knew 
each other. He and I get along very well personally 
so that’s probably a factor.”’ 

What he calls the ‘“‘crazy’’ bureaucratic 
challenges of Washington — dealing with Congress, 
the press and the White House, the national 


























perspective, setting policy on pornography, nailing 
public corruption and white collar crim nd those 
800-lb. gorillas - narcotics and organized crime” -- 
happen to appeal to Weld at this time more than 
replicating at the state level his last five years at 
the federal level. 

He takes with him a “hundred tricks of the trade 
that I'd like to put betwi een covers as proprietary in- 
formation and franchis 

Without tipping your hand, what kind of tricks” 

“You need to know where to look. As a rule of 
thumb, if you have somethiny bemg awarded by 
government which is worth money such as a license 
or a permit, and being awarded by an official with 
discretion to give to A or B or C, and the decision 1s 
made in secret, not in a public way reviewable’ 
that’s like a swampground for mo quitos, perfect 
breeding ground for corruption ¢ 

Weld is not one to wait tor cases to drop in. He 
thinks about public corruption and looks for it. He 
has also made more aggressive and effective use 
than his predecessors of two prosecutorial tools; 
granting immunity to convicted witnesses in return 
for testimony about colleagues, and convincing 
agents to remain in place (and wired), once for 18. 
months, in order to cooperate with the government. . 

“Take them (felons) back to a grand jury with 
immunity from prosecution,"’ Weld argues, ‘and 
they have three choices: tell the truth, lie; or go in 
contempt and do 18 months dead time.”” 

“And if you’re a plumbing insvector these da. 
he says in connection with double-agents, 
can't safely put your hand out without thinking, 
‘Hey, this guy might turn me in to city hall.’ 

Weld is anything but squeamish; he told a con- 
ference on “‘crack”’ cocaine last week that key drug, 
masterminds should get the death penalty. And 
he'd show little mercy for law enforcement officials, 
convicted of drug dealing. 

On a lighter note, any parting advice for the Of- 
fice of Attorney General in Massachusetts which he 
will not seek; ‘Double the size of the criminal divi-

In its zeal to go after 
admittedly-abusive ‘‘tax 
shelters,’ the reformers have 
virtually guaranteed that 
wealthy Americans will not make 
socially-desirable investments in 
housing developments for the ag- 
ed, or for low-income families.

Child's doctor good resource 
for measuring development 


To the Editor: 

Society and family life provide 
various ‘‘checkpoints”’ to assess 
how a family is functioning. Bach 
of these checkpoints monitors a 
number of issues; how well a 
child separates from parents, the 
maturity and competence of the 
different members of the family; 
and the trust that exists between 
them. 

These include — helping a child 
sleep through the night, weaning 
the baby away from the breast or 
bottle, toilet training, relating to 
peers, and, yes, how well a child 
goes off to school. 

If the child is old enough, and 
has mastered these previous ex- 
periences well, there is little 
likelihood that going off to 
kindergarten should present a 
problem. 

Parents should anticipate that 
the child may manifest some 
anxiety (as, indeed, they will 
themselves) and, barring some 
underlying issues, both they and 
their child will work it out. Both 
parents and child should be ap- 
propriately reminded about how 
much they have accomplished 
previously. 

Parents should certainly not 
dismiss a child's apprehension. 
They should allow the child to 
talk about it, grieve the small

Sometimes it doesn’t---not - 
often, but occasionally. This is 
not to be regarded as a setback 
but as an opportunity. Perhaps 
the child has heard or experienc- 
ed something about school that 
needs to be talked about. Perhaps 
separations for him previously 
have been heavily loaded with 
anxiety, Perhaps the parent h 
recently experienced some loss 
e.g. a grandparent or some other 
close relative or friend.

Hopefully, a 
very appropriate resource might 
be the child’s pedidatrician, if he 
or she has the interest, the trust 
of the family, and the 
psychological competence to in- 
quire, sensitively, into these 
issues.

it happened, we could be sued.” 
This irrational fear of frivolous 
litigation because we can’t 
always deliver perfection needs 
to be resisted on the part of the 
professional and the general 
community. 

Indeed, we can prevent, or at 
least reduce, adolescent suicide 
and whole host of social problems 
among children if we as pediatri- 
cians function in a compas- 
sionate, competent, listening 
manner at these critical check- 
points of childhood development, 
which includes going off to school 
for the first time. 

Parenthetically, the strength of 
nation is not measured by the 
number of missiles we have but 
by the health and integrity of our 
young people and their interest 
resistance to the serious tempta- 
tions of life. The pediatrician can 
be an excellent advocate in 
diminishing the child’s and the 
family’s vulnerability if he takes 
the time, and is given the time, to

Religious lecture fund started 


The High School of Jewish 
Studies, which offers a Sunday 
morning program for teenagers 
in grades 8 through 12, is pleased 
to announce the establishment of 
the Shara J. Friedberg Memorial 
Lecture Fund.

But Meg Gardner, vice presi- 
dent of the Upper Falls Com- 
munity Development Corp., said 
the neighborhood may have to 
choose between more cars or no 
house. 

“I may be making them more 
Machiavellian than they are,” 
she said of the developers. “I’m 
just concerned we may win the 
battle and lose the house.” 

Yates said he wants the city to 
purchase the Marcy Estate to 
save it from destruction. Doing 
so would enable the city to keep 
the existing apartments in the 
Marcy home and add a few more 
affordable units on the site, he 
said. 

Levine and architect Frank 
DiMella presented the three pro- 
posals to around 60 residents who 
jammed the Upper Falls Depot 
last week. 

The first calls for 17 duplex 
houses or 34 units and the second 
for 53 condominiums arranged in 
clusters, DiMalla said. These 
proposals would ring the five 
acre site with units, leaving no 
space for the Marcy home, 
Levine said. 

The third plan would put 56 
smaller units in the center of the 
site and the developers would be 
able to preserve the home by 
moving it 50 to 75 feet to the east, 
the attorney said. They would 
bear the cost of moving and 
renovating the Marcy home. 

The U-shaped condominium 
building would be in the center of 
the parcel and the developers 
would be able screen it from the 
surrounding neighborhood with 
trees, Levine said. 

Further, this plan preserves a 
large portion of the property as 
open space, he said. But they 
need aldermanic approval of a 
zone change and a special permit 
to put either the 53- or 56-unit 
plans. 

Some residents are concerned 
that moving the house and 
demolishing the barn would 
damage the estate’s historical 
significance. 

But others said traffic is the 
more important issue. The parcel 
sits on a dangerous spot because 
a sharp bend in Chestnut Street 
impairs drivers’ vision. 

Some estimated 56 units would 
mean 112 more cars for Upper 
Falls. “That curve is the most 
dangerous in Newton,” one resi- 
dent said. ‘What we're doing 
with 112 automobiles is dooming 
our situation.”’ 

Levine said the developer plans 
to hire a traffic consultant to 
determine exactly what the traf- 
fie impact would be. 

Alderman Michael Malec, who 
attended the session along with 
aldermen Paul Coletti and 
Richard McGrath, said traffic is 
the most important issue to him. 

This proposal and Jack Antara- 
mian's plans for housing and of- 
fiees at the vacant Stowe- 
Woodward factory around a half- 
mile away could add 437 cars to 
the neighborhood, Malec said 

The M.E.T. Realty plan, 
however, does have the benefit of 
providing housing that will be 
less expensive than average for 
Newton, he said. And the 
developer is offering to give the 
city six of the units for low- 
income housing. In judging such 
proposals, alderman ‘have to do

state and local boards,” he said. 

Signs to direct the handicapped 
through the building have been 
stolen, but will be replaced, 
Achin said. 

But Palames said they will not 
help, since a disabled person still 
needs a guard to escort him 
through the building. ‘What 
would the signs say?” he said.

At least one former ABB 
member thinks Backman is 
right. Charles Sabatier, who used 
to live in Newton, said he resign- 
ed from the ABB because it com- 
promised the rights of the han- 
dicapped toom times. 

“T think statistically 96 percent 
of the waiver requests we 
granted,”’ said Sabatier, now 
Boston’s executive director of the 
Mayor’s Commission on Han- 
dicapped Affai “T resigned 
from the board out of disgust.” 
He said he was the sole ABB 
member to vote against the 
Druker waiver. Thomson said 
she was not present. 

The developer could have ask- 
ed for a variance from Newton’s 
height restrictions, rather than 
an accessibility waiver, Sabatier 
said. The developer’s chances 
would probably have been good, 
considering the Howard 
Johnson's Hotel across the street 
is 12 stories high, he said. 

Disabled citizens need a strong 
board to defend their rights to ac- 
cess, he said. They can’t count on 
building inspectors and local of- 
ficials to enforce the law, he said. 

“A building inspector (and 
developers) may be chummy at 
the local level,’ he said. ‘‘Then 
they get caught and they end up 
defending each other.”’

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Contract cancelled for 
Newton Corner work

NEWTON CORNER — State 
officials have yanked a Stoughton 
construction firm off the $1.2 
million traffic-improvement pro- 
ject in Newton Corner. 

The state Department of Public 
Works (DPW) decided to remove 
Baker and Company from the job 
because of excessive construc- 
tion delays, according to DPW 
spokesman Wes MacLeod-Ball. 

“The project has been 
unreasonably and unnecessarily 
delayed and we considered it 
abandoned,” said MacLeod-Ball. 

The DPW earlier this month 
estimated Baker had completed 
only 60 percent of the state- 
controlled project, even though it 
was originally supposed to be 
finished last October. 

Commissioner Robert Tierney 
will meet with the company’s 
bonding agency, Aetna Life and 
Casualty, to work out a new con- 
struction schedule, MacLeod- 
Ball said. 

He said once Aetna gets a new 
company onto the job, it should 
take four to six weeks to com- 
plete it. Among other things, syn- 
chronized traffic lights must be 
installed and Washington Street 
must be covered with a layer of 
asphalt. 

MacLeod-Ball would not 
speculate on how long the in- 
surance company would take to 
hire Baker’s replacement. 

“This is not a normal pro- 
cedure,’’ MacLeod-Ball said. ‘‘It 
very rarely happens.”’ 

Along with dropping the com- 
pany from the Newton Corner 
project, the DPW’s Board of 
Commissioners voted to pull 
Baker from $3 million street im- 
provement projects in Somerville 
and Charlestown, said Scott 
Pickard, another DPW 
spokesman. 

The Charlestown project was 
only 3 percent complete even 
though 40 percent of the construc- 
tion time had already elapsed, 





said the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice has placed a “‘levy’’ on the 
company. At the very least, this 
means the state must inform the 
IRS of any payments it makes to 
Baker, one source said. 

IRS Public Information Officer 
Helen Herzer would only say that 
a levy is issued against a com- 
pany’s source of income. Federal 
disclosure laws make it illegal 
for her either to confirm or deny 
whether there is an IRS levy on 
Baker, she said. 

Several phone calls were made 
to Baker president Edward Zey- 
toonjian, but he was unavailable 
for comment. 

A woman who answered the 
first call denied Baker has lost 


the Newton Corner project. ‘‘No 
one’s taken away that job,”’ she 
said. 


But the woman, who did not 
identify herself, said any further 
comment would have to come 
from the company president. 

Told of her reaction, Pickard 
said, ‘‘They’ve been notified that 
they are no longer working on the 
project. They have been 
defaulted as of (Wednesday) by a 
vote of the (DPW's) Board of 
Commissioners.” 

“This is such a rare thing I’m 
not sure (whether) they have the 
right of appeal or not,’’ he added. 

The decision to drop Baker 
came after James Hickey, the ci- 
ty’s DPW commissioner, urged 
the state to pull the company’s 
bond in an Aug. 15 letter. 

Hickey and Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann announced the state’s deci- 
sion. They, like other local of- 
ficials, have expressed irustra- 
tion both at the lack of progress 
and the state’s previous refusal 
to remove the Stoughton com- 
pany from the job. 

“To me, it was long overdue,” 
Mann said of the state’s action. 

The state extended the comple- 
tion date at least twice during the 
roughly 16 months Baker was on 
the job.

NEWTON — After a quiet 
summer of grassroots cam- 
paigning, the five Democrats 
seeking to succeed State Rep. 
A. Joseph DeNucci face three 
head-to-head, public confron- 
tations over the next 10 days.

Unlike the other two events, 
this session will highlight the 
talents of the five competitors 
when grilled by members of 
the local media. 

The 90-minute debate will be 
broadcast live to homes in 
Newton only on Continental 
Cablevision Channel 3. 

This Sunday, the five can- 
didates will square off again at 
7 p.m. in Waltham at the Whit- 
temore Elementary School on 
Parmenter Road. The Jaycees 
chapters in Newton and 
Waltham are co-sponsoring 
the event. 

The third and final can- 
didate debate is scheduled 
four days later on Thursday, 
Sept. 11.

That forum, co-sponsored by 
the League of Women Voters 
in Newton and Waltham, will 
take place at 8 p.m. at F.A. 
Day Junior High School, 21 
Minot Place, in Newton. 

Four Newton hopefuls 
former mayoral candidate 
David J. Berkeley, Alderman 
Bruce B. Carmichael, 
businessman Jack Morrissey 
and state employee Thomas A. 
Torchia — and Waltham City 
Councillor Anthony M. Man- 
dile are vying for the right to 
succeed DeNucci. 

Recently compiled voter 
registration figures show that 
a total of 16,687 district 
residents — 9,755 Democrats 
and 6,932 Independents — will 
be eligible to cast ballots in the 
primary. 

Local election officials say 
Independent voters can par- 
ticipate in the primary, but 
automatically will be re- 
registered as Democrats by 
casting a ballot. They can 
change their registration 
status back to Independent at 
the polls immediately after 
they leave the voting booth. 

The 10th Middlesex is com- 
posed of three wards in 
Waltham and eight precincts 
spread over four wards in nor- 
thern Newton. 

The majority of eligible 
primary voters, 57 percent or 
9,584 residents, live in the 
Newton section of the district. 
Of those, 5,759 are registered 
Democrats and 3,825 are unaf- 
filiated Independents. 

The Waltham portion of the 
district boasts a total of 7,103 
Democrats and Independents, 
or 43 percent of the district’s 
eligible voting population. Of 
those, 3,996 are Democrats 
and 3,107 are Independents. 








Cohen criticizes public 
aid for private schools

NEWTON — State Rep. David 


B. Cohen has solicited the sup- 
port of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA) in 
an effort to defeat a proposed 
constitutional amendment that 
would allow public aid to private 
schools. 

Cohen argued that such aid 
constitutes a threat to the doc- 
trine of separation of church and 
state during last week's MTA 
leadership conference. 

“This proposal is but the latest 
attack on the vitality of public 
education and the separation of 
church and state, both of which 
are fundamental to a strong 
democracy," he told the group. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment will go before the 
voters this November. A similar 
measure was defeated by a 62 to 
38 percent margin in 1982. Both 
Cohen and the MTA actively 
fought the current measure last 
spring when the Legislature 
voted to put it on the ballot. 

“Public education acts as a 
melting pot,’’ according to 
Cohen. ‘It is the great leveller 
which assimilates all groups. It 
educates the disadvantaged and 
the handicapped. 

“Last year, in passing the 
education reform act, the 
Legislature made an un- 
precedented commitment to the 
future of public education. I 
believe that we cannot retreat 


from this responsibility by in- 
creasing present levels of public 
funding to non-public schools," 
he said. 

If the amendment is approved, 
Cohen said it will be used as ‘‘a 
bludgeon to coerce local school 
boards into using precious local 
tax dollars to support and fund 
private education.” 

On the issue of church and state 
separation, Cohen said, “If this 
amendment is approved, we will 
be put in a serious double bind. 

“On one hand, fiscal policy 
demands that we establish 
checks to ensure the that state 
money is spent properly and yet, 
appropriately, we are loathe to 
put restraints on private schools. 

“This puts us on dangerously 
thin ice. It would not benefit 
either the state or parochial 
schools to have the state interfer- 
ing in private school policy,” 
Cohen added. 

He stressed, however, that op- 
position to the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment is not the 
same as opposition to private 
education. 

The ‘‘attractiveness'’ of 
private education is its ‘‘con- 
siderable freedom" from state 
intervention, Cohen said. 

“Opposition to public aid for 
private schools is an affirmation 
of the separation of church and 
state, as guaranteed in the con- 
stitution, as well as an affirma- 
tion of the strength and vitality of 
public education,"’ he added.

NEWTON — Two years ago, Tom Williams took on a mission 
Now, two years later, he has accomplished what he set out to do 

Williams returned to his post as Newton North Athletic Director 
on August 11 after taking a leave of absence from 1984-86 with the 
intent of learning something — something that would help him as 
well as Newton North’s Athletic Department. 

In those years, Williams did a lot of giving and taking. And now, 
as he and his family begin to settle in their new Milford home, the 
39-year-old former soccer star can truly say his leave paid off. 

Williams gave his knowledge of soccer, while taking back an ex- 
perience he will never forget. He went to Baton Rouge, La. to work 
at Louisiana State University, which he described as ‘‘virgin ter- 
ritory’’ when it comes to soccer. 

Living in the south and working in the athletic administration of 
a large university were things Williams had always wanted to do. 

Indeed, his specialty is soccer. Williams had played on scholar- 
ship at State University New York (SUNY) at Brockport, where he 
made the NCAA All-American team. In 1970, he was drafted by the 
Rochester Lancers in the now-folded North American Soccer 
League. Williams played for a year before coaching at the Univer- 
siy of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

In 1975, he came to Newton North as the Boys’ Varsity Soccer 
coach. Then in 1981, Williams was hired as the A.D. and continued 
at that post throughout the 1984 season. 

Ironically, Louisiana’s nickname is the same as North's — the 
Tigers. The only difference is that Louisiana has a live, well-caged 
mascot. 

Williams said his experience gave him ‘‘a clear understanding of 
how big-time administration operates,’’ adding that Louisiana 
makes a profit of $10 million a season. 

“TI learned about regulations, violations, fund-raising — what it 
takes to succeed in big-time athletics,”’ Williams said. 

Williams noted that Louisiana’s Tiger Stadium (a.k.a Death 
Valley ) holds 80,000, adding ‘‘They sell out every game.” 

He said he also learned about the financing of games and the 
pressure to win. As for the coaches, Williams said, ‘‘It's win or 
take a hike.” 

For the two years he was there, Williams taught the game of soc- 
cer.

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Tom Williams returns to Newton North post 
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Veteran running backs 
on Lion Most Wanted list

NEWTON — If Newton South 
head football coach Art Kojoyian 
could post a Most Wanted List in 
his locker room, he would most 
likely ask for a few experienced 
and sure-handed running backs. 

Kojoyian enters the 1986 grid 
season with 10 juniors and a 
sophomore returning from last 
year’s 6-4 squad, but only one of 
those returners has any proven 
running-back skills. 

“Right now that’s our biggest 
hole, ’’ admits Kojoyian, refer- 
ing to the offensive backfield. 
The loss of halfback Kevin 
Rollins and fullback David 
Mosbey to graduation has “‘put us 
in a bind," according to the 
coach, and three weeks is not 
near as long as it seems when 
you're trying to sniff out some 
talent. 

Junior Leroy Browne is the on- 
ly returning running back with 
any combat experience, and he 
has yet to be put in the spotlight 
having played behind the likes of 
Rollins. 

Browne carried the ball 69 
times last fall for 274 yards, an 
average of about four yards a 
carry. He was second on the team 
behind Rollins in points scored 
with four touchdowns and just as 
many points after. 

After Browne, Kojoyian has a 
few bodies, but must shape them 
into ball carriers, 

Juniors T.J. Rhone and Rama 
Malone both have potential, but 
together rushed for only 79 total 
yards last season. 

Rhone (6 carries, 20 yards in 
‘85) has been penciled in as 
Browne's running partner, but 
Kojoyian said the speedy 
halfback will have to work to 
keep the job. 

“It's his to lose, '’ Kojoyian 
said of Rhone’s statis, “Right 


now he’s got the job.”” 

Seniors Stephen Yerardi and 
Dan Monbouquette have their 
work cut out for them if they are 
to break the starting lineup, but 
the inexperienced last-year 
players could see some limited 
ball carrying duty. 

Kojoyian said he has thoughts 
of converting junior guard Ribbie 
Hillis into a running back, but 
the plans are still in the making, 
according to the coach. 

Newton South will host Cam- 
bridge, Rindge & Latin on Satur- 
day at 10 a.m., and Kojoyian 
said he will know after the game 
which of his players have the 
right stuff. 

Junior Ben Burlingame proved 
he has what it takes last season 
as a rookie quarterback, and 
despite some competition from 
juniors John Morgan and Sean 
Brady, the lanky Burlingame 
should be a sure bet as starting 
QB against Holliston on Sept. 20. 

As a sophomore, Burlingame 
led an option offense that gained 
1, 937 yards on the ground and 
303 in the air, Of course, he had 
Rollins and Mosbey to hand off 
to, but the junior is still high in 
Kojoyian’s book. 

“He did a heck of a job last 
year, and he'll be one of our 
quarterbacks again this 
season, "' Kojoyian said, ‘The of- 
fense worked very well around 
him, but we still have to work on 
tte 

Kojoyian said he plans to stick 
with the option offense, which 
replaced the iron power-I the 
Lions used prior to last season. It 
is on defense, however, that the 
head coach said the Lions need 
work, 

Rollins and Mosbey teamed 
with Hillis last season at 
linebacker, and with Hillis the 
lone returner behind the defen- 
sive line, Kojoyian said changes 
are in order. 

“We're going to work over a 


few things, *’ Kojoyian said of his 
defense. ‘I’m not going to 
publicize what exactly it is we're 
going todo, but we're thinking of 
taking a few changes. We should 
be better on defense, though.” 

Better, but not bigger. South’s 
main problem on defense last 
season was lack of size and, un- 
fortunately, Kojoyian’s troops 
will have to struggle through 
another year of being the little 
guys on the block 

“We're not big, so we're going 
to have to execute, "’ Kojoyian 
said. Execution was South's war 
cry last season, and while the 
coach said there is room for im- 
provement on defense, the ‘‘D"’ 
was good enough to shut out two 
non-league opponents in addition 
to allowing only one touchdown 
each against Bedford and West 
Roxbury, 

When the Lions did get beat, 
they got beat by the best.

Boston Latin 
crushed Newton South, 37-8, 
Concord stung the Lions, 43-8, 
Wayland beat Kojoyian’s boys,

NEWTON — Open positions can drive some coaches off the deep 
end, but Newton North head football coach Peter Capodilupo views 
the problem of filling holes in a different way. 

Competition brings out the best in athletes, says Capodilupo, and 
the fact that the third-year coach has some hole filling to do this fallin 
preparing for the 1986 grid season does not overly concern him. 

“My feeling is that it can be a big plus,’’ Capodilupo says. ‘‘We've 
got a lot of open positions, and a lot of people are working very hard to 
nail down those positions. The competition has been keen. We're hop- 
ing.that competition is going to be the saving grace this year.‘‘ 


Take Capodilupo’s situation at 
quarterback. The loss of Mike 
Ryan to graduation has left the 
Tigers without a seasoned 
quarterback, but Capodilupo has 
accepted the facts, and the coach 
is content with his situation this 
preseason. 

“We've got three or four kids 
who are very capable of replac- 
ing Mike Ryan, and all of them 
will be able to do the job well,”’ he 
says. ‘‘Each one of the four is 
capable of being a great leader 
and all have a great deal of self 
respect.’’ 

Senior Nick Mariano has the 
upper hand, having played an en- 
tire year of junior varsity ball in 
addition to backing up Ryan on 
the varsity last year, but junior 
Scott Lennon has the size and just 
as much talent as his competi- 
tion. 

Junior’s Joe Proia and Milton 
Britton are outside bets as star- 
ting QB’s but, at this point in the 
fall, Capodilupo said that it’s 
much too early to make 
judgements. He hasn’t counted 
any of the contestants out, 
though. All four entered camp 


Monday with a legitimate 
chance. 
The coach isn’t limiting 


himself to one quarterback, 
either. Capodilupo said each of 
the four possess different talents, 
and he added that he would not be 
adverse to alternating quarter- 
backs. 

Capodilupo must also rebuild 
his offensive line, something a lot 
of coaches in his position would 
dread. Whichever way he slices 
it, the coach will be starting a 
rookie quarterback, and putting 
an inexperienced (and small) 
wall in front of the QB could be 
asking for trouble. But 
Capodilupo has no choice. 


Graduation is something every 
high school and college coach has 
learned to live with. 

Seniors Evan Galanis and John 
Talmo return to backbone an of- 
fensive line that lost its only 200- 
pounder to graduation.

Galanis, also North’s top retur- 
ning linebacker, should man one 
of the guard positions while 
Talmo, last year’s starting 
center, is being bumped to tight 
end. 

Both tackle spots are open and 
Capodilupo says senior Chris 
Lawless and juniors Dan Cedrone 
and Jim Halloran are battling for 
the starting rights. Twin brothers 
Jim and Mike Brashears, 
juniors, are fighting for the 
center and remaining guard posi- 
tions. 

Everything in Capodilupo’s life 
is not an uphill battle. The coach 
is excited about the prospect of

Offensively, if the Tiger 
quarterbacks can master the art 
of throwing the ball, Capodilupo 
says he has the talent capable of 
pulling those passes in.

Crafts St. rehab bids

NEWTON — The Crafts Street 
garage renovation project will 
cost at least $400,000 more than 
originally anticipated, according 
to city Purchasing Agent Blair 
Kanbar. 

Kanbar opened bids from con- 
tractors and found them to ex- 
ceed by nearly 25 percent the $1.9 
million figure for the redesign 
estimated by architect Alan M. 
Lieb. 

Lieb, who designed the project, 
is on vacation and unavailable 
for comment. 

According to James Hickey, 
public works commissioner, an 
increase in a subcontract bid on 
masonry work for the project is 
largely to blame jor the 
discrepency between the original 
estimate and the bids opened in 
city hall last week. 

“The bid is high, and that is a 
disappointment,” Hickey says. 
“We estimated the masonry 
work bid would be about $250,000 
and it came in for $506,000. That 
is the major reason the total bid 
price was so high and we will 
send the masonry work sub- 
contract back out for a rebid.”” 

There were two companies who 
bid on the contract. Robert Cook 
and Sons Inc., of Braintree bid 
$2,360,900. Catamount Construc- 
tion of Pittsfield, NH, bid 
$2,525,000, 

The bid openings angered 
Alderman Richard McGrath, 
who says the city had no right of- 
fering the contracts without an 
allocation from the Board of 
Aldermen. 

“] think this displays a high 
degree of arrogance on the part 
of Mr. Hickey,”’ McGrath says of 
the bidding process, which began 
July 17, “It is highly unethical for 
the city to go ahead with the bid- 
ding process without an alloca- 
tion from the board."” 

McGrath says that the city’s 
plans for the garage are inade- 
quate and need further review by 
the board. Two weeks ago, the 
board yoted to send those plans 


expected 


back to the Public Facilities 
Committee. 

“My main concern is access to 
the garage,” he says. “I think 
that should be redesigned to 
allow the trucks to come in and 
go out from two directions.”’ 

Lieb’s plans call for renovating 
the existing structures, used to 
maintain the city’s public works 
vehicles. McGrath’s would call 
for new buildings. 

If aldermen should drastically 
change the bid specifications, the 
whole contract would have to be 
rebid according to Kanbar. A 
spokesman for Catamount, the 
only company available for com- 
ment, says a rebid would be in- 
convenient. 

““We were never told by the city 
that the money was there,”’ Cata- 
mount project manager Tuan 
Dang says. ‘‘We just couldn’t do 
the project for the $1.9 million 
they were talking about. If we 
have to rebid the contract, we 
will, but it will be expensive 
because the money will come out 
of the project whether we get it or 
not.”” 

Dang says Catamount would 
have to spend additional time and 
money to devise a new bid. 

“*T guess it is worth it,” he says. 
“It will cost us some money, but 
we've already put a lot of work 
into this.”’ 

Hickey and Kanbar deny there 
is anything unethical about re- 
questing bids without an alder- 
manic allocation. 

“We send out the bids an- 
ticipating this will be approved 
by the board,” Hickey says. 

“T would estimate that at least 
60 percent of the bids we send out 
do not have prior aldermanic ap- 
proval,” Kanbar says, ‘The city 
could not operate if we waited for 
the board before sending out 
bids.” 

McGrath, however, charges 
that city officials acted unethical- 
ly because aldermanic approval 
may not be easy to obtain. 

“The proposal before the board 
is unacceptable in its present 
form," he says.

Decision pending on 
Upper Falls factory

NEWTON — The fate of the va- 
cant Stowe-Woodward factory — 
just a few hundred yards from 
where the controversial Marcy 
Estate development would be 
located — is close to being decid- 
ed. 

Developer Jack Antaramian 
has filed a petition with the city to 
build 150 apartments and 5,000 
square feet of office space at the 
factory site, according to Alder- 
man Michael Malec and Abbot 
Street resident Charles Manning. 

Attorney Peter Harrington, 
who is representing Antaramian 
on this development, notified 
both of Antaramian’s action in an 
letter dated Aug. 28. 

Throughout the summer, Up- 
per Falls residents and Antara- 
mian have been meeting to 
discuss alternatives for develop- 
ing the old bowling ball factory. 

Antaramian has offered the 
residents three types of develop- 
ment — offices, residences or a 
mix of the two — and has said he 
will let them decide.

Harrington has requested a 
meeting with residents this 
Wednesday night in the Upper 
Falls Depot. Manning said he 
hopes to convince Antaramian to 
build a smaller development.

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Fresh flowers brighten up the home 


Fresh flowers lovingly ar- 
ranged are always a wonder- 
ful addition to the home. But 
when the arrangements are 
appropriate to the decor, they 
can also accentuate the im- 
pression you are trying to 
create. 

Cathy Barnhardt, hor- 
ticulturist at Biltmore Estate 
in Asheville, N.C., recently of- 
fered some guidelines to the 
arrangement of traditional 
floral bouquets. Biltmore is 
know for its elaborate year- 
round display of fresh flowers. 

Miss Barnhardt says that 
good period arrangements de- 
pend on the appropriate con- 
tainer, the use of flowers that 
would have been available 
during the period in question 
and a historically accurate 
form for the floral bouquet. 

Since Biltmore, a large for- 
mal estate, was completed and 
lived in at the beginning of the 
20th century, she concentrates 
on filling its great vases and 
urns with late Victorian for- 
mal bouquets. 

She has the benefits of large 
cutting gardens at Biltmore 
from which most of the fresh 
flowers come and containers 
have been acquired over the 
years. 

Miss Barnhardt says that

styles changed over the Vic- 
torian period. At first, there 
were all sorts of formal rules, 
a great deal of symmetry in 
bouquets that consisted of 
very tightly massed flowers.

Arrangements were 
elaborate, compact and stiff. 
As time went on, people 
rebelled against all the rules 
and bouquets began to take on 
a softer look with more trail- 





ing and casca

ling materials 
s of the period 
included — tuli carnations, 
roses, peonies, azaleas, 
gladiolus, snapdragons and 
stock 

Victorians were also 
fascinated by tropical plants, 
such as the showy bird of 
paradise, and by palms of all 
sorts and dried grasses. 

Although the Biltmore ar- 
rangements are of the late Vic- 
torian period and beyond, Miss 
Barnharat also provided some 
tips for those whose decor 
dates back to the early 19th 
century or before, 

She noted that American 
floral and decorating styles 
came largely from England, 
at least along the east coast 
Colonial bouquets were loose 
and informal and included 
many wildflowers, since busy 
colonial women didn’t have 
much time to cultivate floral 
cutting gardens. 


Miss Barnhardt recom- 
mends that those interested in 
period arrangements check 
through decorating books for 
examples of arrangements. 
She has found the book “A 
History of Flowers,”’ by Julia 
Berrall very helpful in her own 
work. 


















Playing audio, video discs 


By the Editors of 
Consumer Reports 


If you’re an electronics buff 
who owns just about everything 
in the way of audio and video 
equipment, the Pioneer CLD900 
may be for you. It's a versatile 
home-entertainment component 
that uses a laser to play video 
discs through a TV set, and com- 
pact discs through a_ stereo 
system. 

The Pioneer —\which lists for 
$1,200 but can be purchased at 
discount — also has the unique 
capability of playing the digitally 
recorded stereo soundtrack that 
some video discs now include. 

The electronics engineers at 
Consumer Reports tested the 
CLD900 and found that it 
delivered a video signal of near- 
studio quality, producing a pic- 
ture that was as good as they 
have ever seen on a consumer 
product. 

The audio quality was excellent 
as well. Music digitally recorded 
on video disc sounded better than 
the music on conventional video 
discs. When compact discs were 
played, the Pioneer tracked them 
well, even when they were 
moderately flawed. Since it 
weighs a hefty 36 pounds, the 
player had no problem with sen- 
sitivity to vibration, which 
troubles some lightweight CD 
players. 

The engineers did find the 
player a bit slow to start playing 
and to make the jump between 
musical selections. 

They said the unit, which is 
about the size of a table model 
videocassette recorder, is simple 
to use. When you insert a disc, the

Making a piano harmonize 


By The Associated Press 


Faced with the problem of how 
to making a piano harmonize 
with the rest of a home's decor, 
interior designers have come up 
with what they consider some 
grand ideas. 

Whether it’s an upright or a 
grand, the piano should be posi- 
tioned so that it doesn’t fade into 
the room setting but enhances it, 
according to several top 
designers interviewed recently 
by the Piano Manufacturers 
Association International. 

Ideally, they a grand piano 
should ‘‘float’’ away from walls. 
If space is limited, its flat side 
should fi the wall so that the 
curving lines are emphasized and 
projected into the room. 

An upright piano can also be 
“brought into’ the room by turn- 
ing it out from a wall and cover- 
ing the back with fabric or a free- 
standing wallpaper screen that 
complements the room's color 
scheme, the designers agree. 

Other suggestions include: 

— Light sources should be plan- 
ned so that anyone playing the in- 
strument can see the keyboard 
clearly and read sheet music 
without eye strain. Most 
designers recommend recessed 
ceiling lights controlled by 
rheostats. 

— During parties and family 
gatherings, seating ar- 
rangements should be placed so 
that guests can see the musi- 
cian’s hand movements on the 
keys and include comfortable 

















sofas and chairs, preferably with 
swivel bottoms. 

Upholstering the walls is the 
most effective way to soundproof 
a room. Designers recommend 
two-inch polyester fiber or foam 
padding stapled directly to the 
wall which is then covered with 
fabric. 

Walls also may be carpeted, or 
draperies or bedsheets hung on a 
wooden dowel from the ceiling 
behind the piano.

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Buying 
furniture 
by mail

The ads promise brand name 
furniture at big discounts. All you 
have to do is pick up the 
telephone, dial an 800 number 
and give the operator the style 
number of the furniture you 
want. 

Though there are no figures to 
prove it, authorities say that 
many thousands of American are 
taking those offers in the belief 
that they will save money. With 
so many satisfied customers, it 
must be a good idea, mustn’t it? 
The answer, however, is not 
always. 

“J don't recommend it for all 
types of customer. If you need 
design service or fast delivery, 
it’s not a good idea,” says Edgar 
Broyhill, a furniture-by-mail 
merchant himself. 

Despite the caveats, buying 
furniture by mail has apparently 
caught the fancy of the public. In- 
dications are that consumers can 
save at least 10 to 20 percent off 
rental prices. 

This is possible because mail 
order retailers have lower costs 
and can pass those savings on to 
their customers. They may, for 
example, have no store or a small 
store-in a town with low 
overhead. They may do little 
advertising and they don’t have 
to maintain large staffs. or a 
warehouse crammed with expen- 
sive furniture, explains Nancy 
High, consumer affairs specialist 
for the American Furniture 
Manufacturers Association. 

As in other areas of life, she 
adds, there is a trade-off, What 
you give up includes: decorating 
service; a chance to see the fur- 
niture ‘‘in the flesh” before buy- 
ing; a local dealer who will han- 
dle the headaches, making sure 
the furniture is delivered and 
placed where you want it, and 
who will be there if something 
goes wrong. . 

Potential customers of long 
distance furniture retailers need 
to ask lots of questions before 
they send in their money, ac- 
cording to Miss High. She says it 
can be aggravating to deal at 
long distance with a product as 
cumbersome as furniture. So 
even though there is a certain 
cachet in buying your furniture 
from North Carolina (where 
most of the dealers are 
clustered), you could be better 
off buying from your local 
retailer. 

To be sure that furniture by 
mail is right for you, she suggests 
you ask the following questions 
before placing your order: 

— What happens if the fur- 
niture arrives damaged? 

— Is delivery included in the 
price? (It is usually not included 
and adds from 4 to 10 percent to 
the cost.) 

— What type of carrier is used? 
Does the carrier deliver the fur- 
niture to the home or curb? Is it 
placed where it will be used and 
unpacked? 

— How long a wait is there? If 
the date is not met, can the order 
be canceled with full refund? 

— How can a sample be seen, 
especially if there is a choice of 
fabric or finish? 

— How much of a deposit is re- 
quired and when does the balance 
have to be paid? 

— If service should be needed 
later on, is any available? 

Broyhill answered these ques- 
tions by noting his firm will try to 
have damaged pieces repaired in 
the customer's home. “If that is 
not possible, we pick the piece up 
and take it to our service depart- 
ment in Clemmons (N.C.) for 
repair or we order a substitute 
from the manufacture." 

Broyhill added that he uses in- 
dependent moving van lines to 
deliver furniture, which arrives 
blanket wrapped and is placed 
where the customer wants it.

Customers 
can cancel (though few do so) if 
orders are not delivered when 
promised approximately 10 
weeks after a deposit of 50 per- 
cent has been received. 

Broyhill, whose business is 
known as Edgar B Furniture 
Plantation, says the customer is 
asked for the final 50 percent 
When the furniture has been 
received at his warehouse, “We 
consolidate everything ordered 
from several manufacturers and 
ship at one time.”

over prices in other stores, a 
sizeable amount on a large order, 
;but relatively minimal op small 
orders. i 
Edgar B has several devices to 
vhelp customers. A $12 catelog 
pictures the furniture and “if 
‘they need to see a finish or a 
fabric we will send them @ sain- 
opie or a swatch. ” He has recently

The most important issue in the 
district is housing for the elderly, 
he says, followed by long-term 
health care for the elderly and af- 
fordable housing for young and 
old alike. 

In 1984, the Beaverbrook 
Seniors Club in Waltham voted to 
make Mandile the first and only 
“‘under-65 honorary senior 
citizen” in the group's history. 

He is also a member of the 
local Order of Sons of Italy, the 
Loyal Order of Moose and the 
American Red Cross. He chaired 
the Waltham City Council’s 
Finance Committee for the two 
years immediately following the 
passage of Proposition 212. 

If elected, Mandile intends to 
serve out his term on the city 
council and then decide whether 
to seek re-election to the local 
seat.

Berkeley claims ‘people's voice’ 


NEWTON — David J. Berkeley 
believes his devotion to the needs 
of senior citizens and young peo- 
ple distinguishes him from the 
other four candidates in the runn- 
ing for 10th Middlesex District 
state representative. 

Berkeley, 66, of 33 Central 
Ave., Newtonville, says his 
tireless work as an advocate for 
the needy and less fortunate far 
outweighs the fact that he is the 
oldest candidate in the race to 
succeed State Rep. A Joseph 
DeNucci. 

“Thave two-and-a-half times as 
much energy as any one of them. 
I'll be a full-time representative 
in this district,” he says.

teacher and special assistant to 
the principal of Our Lady’s High 
School in Newton. 

As the director of the Multi- 
Service Drop-in Center for senior 
citizens in Nonantum, Berkeley 
helped prevent the loss of federal 
grants that would ended the pro- 
gram, 

He is now co-treasurer of the 
Nonantum Children’s Christmas 
Party Association and is very ac- 
tive in the ministry of Our Lady’s 
Help of Christians Church. 

Berkeley also helped organize 
seven drug abuse clinics for 
young people in the area. 

He says he has come to unders- 
tand the needs of the district 
through his work as a two-term 
member of the Silver-Haired 
Legislature. His calling card 
bears the slogan, ‘The Voice of 
The People.” 

“It's time we used common 
sense and logic to face our

service tradition this seat had 
from the beginning.” 

He would also like to alter 
the state’s local aid formula so 
that communities like Newton, 
which has a high property 
valuation, are not 
discriminated against. The 
formula should be more 
“people-based,"”” taking into 
account a community’s me- 
dian income and social needs, 
rather than “land-based,” he 
adds, 

If elected, Carmichael says 
he would finish out his term as 
alderman next year in order to 
Spare the city of Newton the 
$25,000 needed to run a special 
election. 

“I don’t consider not winn- 
ing a viable possibility,” he 
adds, ‘‘I’ll not only be there to 
answer the phone for my con- 
stituents, I'll be in the district 
working with them to solve 
problems and cut red tape.”’ 

Since DeNucci announced 
his decision to run for state 
auditor, Carmichael has been 
travelling door-to-door in the 
district in an effort to meet 
every voter personally.

Thank you for writing. If you 
feel that the actions of this 
woman were inexcusable, I agree 
with you.

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Looking for the truth 
behind Nicaraguan aid

NEWTON A local woman, part of 

@ group of Americans visiting 
Nicaragua, has sent President Ronald 
Reagan and the Congress a petition 
eondemning a recent $100 million aid 
Package to the contradora ‘freedom 
fighters.’’ 
+ Elissa Grad, a 23-year-old Newton 
Woman, is visiting Nicaragua ‘to get a 
first-hand glimpse at what is going 
en." The petition, she said in a letter 
from Esteli, a city in that country’s 
horthern-most province, condemns 
the United States offer of aid to “an 
army that is killing the people of 
Nicaragua.” 

The petition, signed by 40 
Americans visiting Nicaragua, says 
the aid package is “in violation of in- 
ternational law and contrary to 
repeated expressions of disapproval 
by the U.S. public.” 

‘In addition, the petitioners say they 
are members of that public and do not 
wish the United States forces to in- 
tervene if any member of the group is 
injured, 

“Should any of us be endangered 
or killed by the U.S. supported con- 
tras,’ the letter states, “we would 
consider that an act of war by the 
U.S. government against its own peo- 
ple.” 

Grad and her companions are on an 
eight-week visit to Nicaragua to ive 
and work with the people of the nor- 
thern province, Grad, who has long 


been active in Central American af 
fairs, says the trip is an opportunity to 
“see through the international 
thetoric.”” 

"This area has been particularly 
hard hit by the contras,’’ she says. 
“Esteli is not too far from Honduras, 
where the U.S. backed forces cross 
over the border. Every family here 
knows death associated with the con 
tras. Before | made this trip, people 
would say that | don’t know what is 
going on because | haven't been 
there. When | get back, | hope to br- 
ing with me some first-hand 
knowledge of what is going on.” 


Grad adds that the Sandinista 
government which Reagan opposes is 
“working hard for the people.’” 

“The changes that have occured 
since the revolution are vast and ap- 
parent even to. a lay person,’ she 
writes. ‘This trip has been very ex- 
citing and informative so far."" 

Calling the aid package “'an act of 
terrorism,”’ Grad and her companions 
say the Sandanista government is 
legitimate 


"The contras are engaging in a war 
of terrorism against the people of 
Nicaragua and against its 
democratically elected and popularly 
supported government. We denounce 
any U.S. government attempt to use 
our presence here to invade Nicaragua 
as it has done in such places as 
Greneda and other occasions in 
Nicaragua itself.’”

But veteran teachers and early 
childhood education specialists 
say there are things parents can 
do to help children feel better

Bobbie Boudreau, associate 
director of the A litt Child 
Development Center at the 
University of Cincirnati, says 
many children starting 
kindergarten have no idea what 
to expect, especially if they 
haven’t attended preschool. 

“Parents should realize that 
children don’t have any concept 
of what kindergarten is, it’s just a 
word to them. The parents should 
help to make it familiar,’ she 
says. 

Parents can start by visiting 
the school with their clildren 


: before classes actually begin.

“When the bus does come, 
don't linger,’’ Ms. Berg advises, 
“Say goodbye and be very 
positive, and if the child cries just 
assure the child that you’re going 
to stay until the child gets out of 
sight.”” 

She and other early childhood 
educators know that the anxiety 
of separation can be just as hard 
on parents as it is on the child. 
But parents shouldn't let their 
emotions get the best of them in 
front of their child. 

Says Kathy Stickel, a 
kindergarten teacher: ‘The 
parents can heip by letting go. 
Sometimes you'll find on the first 
day of school the children are just 
_fine until the mothers says, ‘Oh, 
my baby, my last baby is leav- 
hen the child bursts into 















tears," 

Jo-Ann Kerl, who has been a 
Kindergarten teacher 24 years, 
Says parents should try to be 
upbeat when they discuss 
kindergerten with their child 
While the soon-to-be 


* kindergartener is within earshot, 


parents probably shouldn't men- 
tion any bad school experiences 
neighbors or older siblings might 
have had 

“The more they can make it 


seem like a fun thing that they 
have done, that the child’s 
parents have done, the better,” 
she says. they might say 
something like, ‘When you get to 
school, be sure to let me know the 
color of your teacher’s dress or 
what table you atat.’”’ 

But elementary school prin- 
cipal Phyllis Williams says 
parents sk ouldn’t »veremphasize 
the idea o! going t » school, or try 
to describe every detail of what 
might happen there. 

“T woulin't do a whole lot of 
talking about it,’ she says. “It’s 
better to more or less discuss 
casually in a very informal way 
the idea of gcing to school, Just 
give the facts — you're going to 
school, your brothers or sisters or 
friends all go to school ”” 

Parents should he kind but firm 
with students who resist going to 
school, says Ms. Berg. 

“Parents should not give 
children the idea that there’s,a 
choice about going to school. 
Children often say, ‘I’m not going 
to school, I won’t g.’ When this 
happens, parents should calmly 
say you understand your child’s 
concerns but you know he'll be 
able to handle it. And s all 
children have to go’ to school,” 
she said. 

For their part, parents can 
make the experience easier by of- 
fering children other choices — 
whether to wear new dress shoes 
or sneakers the first day of 
school, or what taey would like to 
take for lunch. 

One important ‘‘don't” for 
parents: Don't use school as a 
disciplinary threat by saying 
things like, "You'll never get 
away with THAT when you get to 
school."’ Veteran teachrs and 
principals agree this kind of 
threat can give youngsters a 
built-in fear or prejudive about, 
school. 

Other tips fur parents: 

— Working parents night try 

to call their kinuergirtener if 
neither can arrange to be home 
after their child’s first day at 
school, 
Let ycur kindergartener 
learn to be independent, Don't do 
for him what he’s capable of do- 
ing himself, 

— Don’t try to be a second 
teacher at home, but encourage 
conversation, ask questions to 


















stimulate your child to reason 
and think, and read with your 
youngster.

NEWTON - Richard A. Hanlon, 
a security guard for Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, thought he 
was in big trouble when his 
supervisor asked him to report to 
her office recently. 

Hanlon, 62, grew even more ap- 
prehensive when she escorted 
him directly to Hospital Presi- 
dent Barry Spero’s office. But in- 
stead of dressing Hanlon down, 
Spero congratulated him. 

Hanlon, a Waltham resident 
and retired Newton police of- 
ficer, had been awarded one of 
the hospital’s first ‘‘Excel”’ 
awards for his exemplary dedica- 
tion, cooperation and loyalty in 
the workplace. 

“I'm very proud to receive it,"’ 
he said, standing at his post out- 
side Newton-Wellesley’s main en- 
trance. “It came as a complete 
surprise to me.”’ 

The “Excel” awards are 
presented each month to honor 
and recognize two or three 
employees, who, through their 
behavior and work performance, 
exemplify the values of the 
hospital, said Newton-Wellesley 
spokesman Amy Merwin. 

Winners are nominated by one 
or more of their fellow workers 
and judged by a special commit- 
tee of employees and ad- 
ministrators. 

“We think Dick Hanlon’s one 
heck of a good guy. It shows in 
everything he does,” Merwin 
said. ‘‘He’s extremely courteous 
at all times and takes a lot of 
pride in his work.” 

The hospital will honor him at a 
congratulatory reception this 
week, when he will receive an 
“Excel” award pin and a $100 
cash award. 

Hanlon’s job consists mainly of 
helping unsteady patients in and 
out of the building, keeping the 
emergency entrance clear and 
giving directions. 

“T escort folks over the curb, 
get wheelchairs for some or I 
help day-surgery patients who 
are still a bit woozy from the 
anesthesia,’”’ he said, his bright 
blue eyes sparkling as he smiled. 

Hanlon’s duties sometimes re- 
quire extra effort, like assisting 


the elderly to far reaches of the 
hospital or guiding the blind to 
the nearest MBTA station. 


“It’s just a matter of assisting 
people anyway you can. You 
can’t get burnt out with it or 
upset with people who need some 
help,” said Hanlon, who has lived 
as 32 Rosemont Ave. in Waltham 
with his wife, Ethel, for the last 
28 years. 

He retired from the Newton 
Police Department in 1982 after 
almost 30 years on the force.

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desk, but said he turned it down 
because ‘‘I like being active.”’ 

His current shift, 10:30 a.m, to 
2:30 p.m., insures lots of activity 
because most admittances or 
discharges at Newton-Wellesley 
occur during that four-hour span. 

“They treat me very nicely 
here,” Hanlon said of his co- 
workers. ‘‘They’re good people to 
work for and work with.” 

He maintains his pleasant and 
courteous disposition by thinking 
of what it might be like to be on 
the other side of the fence. 

“You know, it’s a very thin line 
between us and the patients. You 
could have a stroke or be in an ac- 
cident in a matter of seconds,” 
Hanlon said. ‘You just have to 
hope that someday, if it ever hap- 
pens to you, someone will be 
there to help you.” 


Hanlon has police work in his 
blood.

NEWTON — The city has put together a 
seven-year, $111 million package to 
upgrade or replace existing municipal equip- 
ment and facilities, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann announced last week. 

Officials have designed this Capital Im- 
provement Program (CIP) to enhance 
public health and safety, prolong the life of 
existing municipal facilities, expand local 
employment and housing and improve city 


The CIP is outlined in an 85-page report 
Mann released to the press last week. 

“Here is a document that tells you what 
we're doing, ’’ Mann said. ‘Every part of 
this document is taken seriously. I don’t 
think you'll find this in very many cities.” 

One section shows the city has reached or 
exceeded “‘substantial completion” on 24 
previous capital projects. 

“The CIP is something we’re proud of, ”’ 
said Richard Kelliher, the city’s chief ad-

Rep race contenders escalate charges

WALTHAM — The two men 
claiming to be the frontrunners in 
the race to succeed State Rep. A. 
Joseph DeNucci took off their 
gloves Sunday night at a local 
debate, trading verbal hooks 
and jabs a little more than a week 
before the election. 

The sparring match between 
Waltham City Councillor Tony 
Mandile and Newton 
businessman Jack Morrissey 
enlivened a forum during which 
candidates were allowed to 
directly question each other for 
the first time in the campaign. 

Morrissey drew first blood by 
accusing Mandile of helping to 
defeat amendments in the 


Waltham City Council that would 
have created more beds for 
Medicaid patients in two local 
nursing homes. 

Mandile fired off a veiled 
counterpunch by implying that 
Morrissey, the owner of the Bo- 
jack Masters beauty chain, may 
have been guilty of a conflict of 
interest when he worked for the 
state Board of Registration of 
Hairdressers. 

He also claimed that Morrissey 
has failed to fully disclose his 
record as a state employee. 

The political shadowboxing oc- 
curred at Whittemore Elemen- 
tary School during a poorly at- 
tended debate co-sponsored by 
the Newton and Waltham 
Jaycees, 


One of the five Democrats 
seeking the 10th Middlesex 
District slot will emerge as 
DeNucci’s successor on primary 
day a week from tomorrow. 
There are no Republicans in the 
race. 

Although the hopefuls address- 
ed such issues as the planned 
revitalization of Moody Street 
and the potential expansion of 
nuclear power in the Bay State, 
the confrontation between Man- 
dile and Morrissey occupied 
center stage. 

Morrissey said Mandile’s 
voting record on the Fuller Home 
and Franchi nursing home pro- 
posals seemed to contradict his 
claim that he has always been a 
human service and constituent 





advocate. 

After the debate, Mandile said 
Morrissey was ‘confused on the 
issue” and claimed two Waltham 
city councillors who support Mor- 
rissey are “trying to make 
political hay”’ out of his vote. 

He said the councillors, whom 
he refused to identify, had tried 
to kill the nursing home pro- 
posals by loading them down with 
amendments, but he opposed the 
extra stipulations to keep the 
developments alive. 

Mandile also accused Mor- 
rissey of receiving long-term 
disability compensation related 
to his job with the hairdressers 
board.

CHESTNUT HILL 
Gregor Shelkan is, in many 
ways, the picture of positive 
thinking. 

On the brink of retirement 
after 39 years as cantor at Con- 
gregation Mishkan Tefila, 
Shelkan wastes no time lamen- 
ting the end of along, often in- 
spired career. The way he sees 
it, now that he no longer has 
to attend to his duties as can- 
tor, he can sit with his family 
during services. “Finally, we 
will all be together, ’’ he said. 

Emphasis on the positive 
has become one of Shelkan’s 
distinguishing characteristics. 

He walks to services every 
sabbath, through rain, 
snow, slush or whatever else 
New England weathermen can 
conjure up. He does not mind. 
He says he is so glad to be able 
to walk the streets of the 
Garden City as a free man that 
no adverse conditions can faze 
him. 

“This is nothing. I’m a free 
man, ’’ Shelkan responds to 
adversity. 

Not so long ago, he was hit 
by a car on the way to Friday 
evening services. He was, for 
amoment, laid out on the car- 
riageway of Commonwealth 
Avenue. He got up and walked 
the rest of the way. 

Rabbi Richard Yellin notic- 
ed that Shelkan was late for 
the first time in his ex- 
perience, but the cantor made

no excuses and offered no ex- 
planation. It was not until 
after services were over that 
the story came out. 

Shelkan explained that get- 
ting run over by a car was only 
“a small problem compared to 
what I went through.” 

What the cantor ‘‘went 
through’”’ was the Holocaust. 
In 1941, in his native Latvia, 
“‘Grisha’’ Shelkan, the 
leading tenor of the Riga Na- 
tional Opera, was sent to a 
concentration camp with 
thousands of other Jews. He 
spent the next five years in a 
series of camps. Of his large 
family, only two sisters sur-

Gentile differs on state 
aid to private schools

NEWTON — School Committee Chairman Leonard Gentile refused 
to join his collegues Monday night in speaking against the upcoming 
referendum question about allowing state aid to private and 
parochial! schools. 

Gentile insisted the School Committee not include his name on a let- 
ter opposing state funds for private schools, The committee intends to 
publish it’s letter in local newspapers, agreeing to omit Gentile’s 
name from it. The question - which will appear on November’s ballot + 
was defeated in the past by more than a 3:2 margin. 

The State Legislature voted in the spring to pose the question to the 
voters again. 

Those opposed to state aid to private schools claim such funding 
would drain the already scarce monies from public education. 

“This is a political issue and I simply ask that my name not appear 
on the letter for personal reasons, ”’ he said. ‘I do not wish to be 
associated with it. It is my position that such a letter with my name 
on it would not acurately represent a majority of the people I consider 
my constituents.” 

Committee member Angela Neilsen said it is imperative that the 
committee make their position public. The letter, she said, can be 
signed by individual members. 

“If we don’t make our position clear, people may think that this 
issue doesn’t matter to us at all, when infact, it will hurt us if pass- 
ed, " Neilsen said. 

Member Sydra Schnipper said public schools have “a tremendous 
amount to lose. “I am prepared to actively campaign against thig 
proposal whether I have to do it as an individual or a representative 
of the cominittee, "’ she said.”

‘it is to be free and able to criticize 
‘the government. 

“Freedom is still the most 
precious gift,’ Shelkan says 
‘with the surety of one who has 
seen the alternative. ‘‘Im- 
migrants treasure it more than 
the native-born. I see freedom on 
every corner. I am just glad to be 
live and free.”

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City must hire hazardous waste remover 


NEWTON — The city must hire 
a licensed hazardous waste 
transporter to remove some 30 
gallons of waste stored at the 
Rumford Avenue dump since 
early August. 

The waste, either oil or 
hydraulic fuel, was spilled Aug. 
8 on Homer Street, according to 
Ross Hymen, a Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) 
spokesman. 

Hymen added the source of the 
spill is unknown. 

Public Works Commissioner 
James Hickey that day notified 
DEQE about the spill and sent a 
sanding crew to clean it up. Last 
week, the commissioner said he 
was awaiting DEQE permission 
to remove the waste from Rum- 
ford Avenue. Hymen said the 
wait was unnecessary. 

“The city does not need to hear 
from us as long as they hire a 
licensed hazardous waste 
transporter, ’’ Hymen said. ‘‘The 
city is responsible for hiring the 
contractor, which has to be ap- 
proved by the DEQE.”’ 

The waste-soaked sand was 
swept up and put in the dump, 
Hickey said, adding it will stay 
there until the DEQE tells him 
what to do with it.”’ 

“We are waiting for the DEQE 
to inspect it, ’ he said. “They 
were requested to meet us 
several weeks ago. Before we do 
anything, we have to first know 


what we are talking about.”’ 

Inthe interim, Hickey said the 
waste pile is being safely stored. 

“There is a separated pile 
there, covered as the DEQE re- 
quested, ’’ he said. ‘We are 
waiting for them. They have done 
nothing to date.”’ 

According to state law, the ci- 
ty cannot remove any hazardous 
material on its own. City officials 
must hire a company licensed by 
DEQE to remove the waste from 
Rumford Avenue. 

Blair Kanbar, the city’s pur- 
chasing agent, said the city has 
not yet sought bids from com- 
panies interested in that job. 

In June, the School Depart- 
ment requested that Kanbar hire 
a company to remove several 55- 
gallon drums of chemicals used 
to strip floors. That was the first 
time city officials made such a 
request, Kanbar said. 

“We were recommended a 
company called Clean Harbor 
Environmental Services, ’’ he 
said. ‘‘The city has to complete a 
requisitioning waste material 
profile sheet, which lists the 
basic components of the waste 
and characteristics of the 
material being disposed.” 

The process of hazardous 
waste removal is something city 
officials are learning about, 
Kanbar said. 

“This is the first request, '’ he 
said. ‘We are just getting our 
feet wet.” 


Drug ‘Dial-a-Tip’ phone line now open 


NEWTON - The Police Depart- 
ment Drug Investigation Unit 
(DIU) has installed a special con- 
fidential telephone line so the

Additional insurance 


NEWTON — The city is asking 
the Board of Aldermen to ap- 
prove additional funds to insure 
municipal properties, including 
$9, 000 for a special Bigelow 
Junior High School plan. 

The aldermanic Finance Com- 
mittee supported the city’s re- 
quest for $89, 000 to pay for this 
year’s insurance policy. 

Comptroller Lawrence Marino 
told FinCom the city needs the 
additional money to pay for its 
$340, 000 insurance policy with 
Alexander & Alexander. 

Marino told FinCom that the 
Bigelow, closed this June 
because of declining student 
enrollment, is the only vacant ci- 
ty building Alexander & Alex- 
ander recommended insuring. 

Generally, insurance com- 
panies are not interested in 
covering empty buildings. 
Brewer and Lord, the only other 
firm to bid for Newton’s in- 
surance contract, said the going 
rate for insuring abandoned pro- 
perties is too costly, Marino 
said. 

Empty buildings attract fire 
and vandalism. “It’s too much of 
a risk for them (insurance 
firms), ’’ the comptroller said. 

Insurance at the Bigelow 
became an issue briefly this sum- 
mer when local officials thought 
the building was uninsured. After 
an investigation, Marino and 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann put a 
stop to the worries when they an- 
nounced the building was still 
covered. 

The Bigelow apparently is not 
considered totally vacant 
because it is used for storage and 
there is still custodial work there. 

Alderman Rodney Barker, 
who backed the request for 
special Bigelow insurance, said 
the city should be doing the same 
for its other vacant buildings.

A high stan- 
dard of service has been set by 
DeNucci, and the new representative 
will have to work hard to give this 
‘district, comprising parts of 
‘Newton’s north side and Waltham’s 
‘south side, the voice it has enjoyed in 
‘the past on Beacon Hill 


With this in mind, the Newton 
‘Graphic endorses Jack Morrissey for 
the 10th Middlesex seat. 

A protege of DeNucci’s, Morrissey 
has come within a hair’s breadth of 
receiving the endorsement of the in- 
cumbent, who promised early on he 
would endorse no one. 


Morrissey is a successful

We would hope that, as 
he has promised throughout the cam- 
paign, Morrissey will be able to app- 
ly his obvious business acumen to the 
tasks he will be assigned in the 
Statehouse.

whoever is elected. 


William G. Robinson as the GOP nomination for auditor 


Like the choice on the Democratic 
side, veteran Rep. William Robinson 
has a solid background in the 
Legislature. He might well have been 
a credible GOP selection to make the 
run for governor. His experience 
stems from long service as minority 
leader in the House, concentrating 
his energies on budget discipline and 
vigorous resistance to major spending 


bills he believed to be bad for the tax- 


payers. 
Robinson’s opponent, Andrew S. 
Natsios, state chairman for the 


Republican party, has made far less 
impact than the Winchester represen- 
tative. Preoccupation with broadsides 
at Gov. Dukakis and the futile attempt 
to make the party organization an ef- 
fective force have blunted Natsios ef- 
fectiveness as a candidate. 


Evelyn Murphy the Democratic pick for lieutenant governor 


An impressive record of public ser- 
vice over the past decade and a solid 
academic background make Ms. Mur- 
phy the choice. Her performance in 
two cabinet positions, dealing with 
environmental affairs and com- 
merce, was outstanding.

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Fighting over a nothing

Party planners — especially 
Democratic planners — beware. 

For the next week, at least, 
no room may be large enough for 
both Evelyn F. Murphy and 
Gerard D’Amico, at the same 
time. 

Rarely has an intraparty bat- 
tle, even in politics-steeped 
Massachusetts, become more 
fraught with bitterness than their 
campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant gover- 
nor. 

Miss Murphy, who last spring 
resigned her post as_ state 
Secretary for Economic Affairs, 
had been expected to win en- 
dorsement for the Com- 
monwealth’s second highest elec- 
tive rung at the Massachusetts 
Democratic party’s preprimary 
convention. 

As it turned out, more 
delegates favored Mr. D’Amico, 
a fifth-term state senator from 
Worcester, and his upset victory 
gave his campaign a much- 
needed boost in terms of fund- 
raising potential and increased 
statewide visibility. 

The surprised and disappointed 
Miss Murphy, whose aspirations 
for lieutenant governor date back 
at least to 1982 when she won the 
party convention endorsement 
only to lose the nomination to 
John F. Kerry, has been labor- 
ing all summer to strengthen her 
support forces. 

Her efforts appear to have been 
at least somewhat successful. In 
early August the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA) one 
of Beacon Hill’s most politically 
active forces, threw its weight 
behind the former cabinet 
secretary from Brookline. 

That Murphy endorsement par- 
ticularly displeased Mr. D’Amico 
since as Senate chairman of the 
Joint Legislative Committee on 
Education for the past four 
years, he had worked closely 
with the teacher union in support 
of its interests. 

Few, if any, Bay State 
legislators have been more sen- 
sitive to the goals of the MTA 
than the Worcester Democrat. 
Although perhaps unwilling to go 
along with everything the 


teachers’ group wanted, there 
can be little doubt that without 
D’Amico support the elementary 
and secondary school improve- 
ment legislation enacted early 
this year would not have made it. 

But Miss Murphy, who in the 
first administration of Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis was state 
Secretary for Environmental Af- 
fairs, apparently convinced the 
MTA hierarchy that she is more 
in their corner than Mr. 
D’Amico. 

A contributing factor to the en- 
dorsement also just might have 
been the substantial number of 
women in the teacher union’s 
ranks. If nominated, Murphy 
would become Governor 
Dukakis’s teammate on the 
November election ballot. She 
could become the first member of 
her sex to hold statewide office in 
Massachusetts. As lieutenant 
governor she would be in a posi- 
tion to move up into the executive 
chair should Governor Dukakis 
not complete the four-year term. 

Senator D’Amico, not to be 
outdone by his ballot foe, has 
come up with the endorsement of 
the membership and active sup- 
port of the leadership of the state 
AFL-CIO. 

It is questionable, however, 
to what extent political en- 
dorsements by union activists, 
or any other group, produces 
votes. 

The tone of the campaign for 
lieutenant governor has been 
anything but impressive -- 
something neither candidate can 
take much pride in. Governor 
Dukakis, who is not about to 
take sides, several days ago 
noted and decried the negative 
nature of the campaign. 

In their fierce competition for 
voter support both candidates 
have portrayed themselves as 
the staunchest advocate of better 
educational opportunities for Bay 
Staters and most-committed to 
environmental protection, in- 
cluding elimination, of toxic 
waste. 

Carefully ignored by both Mur- 
phy and D’Amico, as well as 
Nicholas Nikitas of Boston, the 
Repulican candidate for lieute- 
nant governor, is what clearly 
should be an overriding question 
in the campaign: Does 


Massachusetts really need a 
lieutenant governor? 

The answer may well be no. It 
is hard to justify running for an 
office which perhaps should be 
eliminated. 

The $60, 000-a-year post has 
been vacant since January 1984, 
when Mr. Kerry, its most recent 
occupant, moved on to the US 
Senate and presumably a lot 
more action as well as challenge. 

Since Kerry’s departure 
Governor Dukakis has gotten 
along just fine without a lieute- 
nant governor to try to find 
something to do. It might be 
noted that eight states -- 
Arizona, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, Oregon, 
Tennessee, West Virginia, and 
Wyoming — don’t have a lieute- 
nant governor. 

Instead of worrying over en- 
dorsements, those running for 
this no-heavy-lifting political of- 
fice in Massachusetts might well 
have focused on a proposal for 
making the office more impor- 
tant in its own right. 

Rather than sitting around, 
perhaps tiring thumbs from too 
much twiddling, the Bay State 
lieutenant governor certainly 
needs very clearly defined 
responsibilities. 

This would take an amendment 
to the state constitution, which 
now provides for the lieutenant 
governor to preside over the 
hardly-needed executive council 
and sit in for the governor when 
he is away from the Com- 
monwealth or leaves office. 

A lieutenant governor, for ex- 
ample, could preside over the 
State Senate, much as the vice- 
president does in the US Senate. 

Obviously there will be a lieute- 
nant governor come January. His 
or her efforts might include 
spearheading a drive to make the 
office really a meaningful and 
necessary part of state govern- 
ment, or else helping hasten its 
abolition. 

Without something important 
for the incumbent to do clearly 
spelled out in the state constitu- 
tion, who needs this elective of- 
fice? Certainly not 
Massachusetts.

Cory’s first report card

(Editor's note: Corazon Aquino, 
who left her home on Com- 
monwealth Avenue, in Chestnut 
Hill, to assume the leadership of 
the Philippines, will be welcom- 
ed back to the Garden City by 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann on 
Sept. 21.) 

Corazon Aquino was swept into 
the presidency of the Philippines 
on a wave of popular hopes that, 
in any realistic appraisal of the 
situation, clearly defied early 
fulfillment. 

The realists were right. Six 
months into the Aquino presiden- 
cy, the country is still in a very 
bad way. 

It is for all practical purposes 
bankrupt and wouldn't be able to 
climb out even if it could recover 
all the loot the Marcoses hid 
away in foreign banks. 

Poverty, hunger and 
unemployment are still the lot of 
the great majority of the 50 
million Filipinos. 

The guerrilla war with the 
Maoist New People’s Army sput- 
ters on. 

Hope has clearly subsided. The 
surprising thing is that it hasn’t 
vanished altogether. Credit for 
that must go almost entirely to 
the individual who raised that 
hope in the first place. 

Corazon Aquino. Her unflagg- 
ing determination to get on with 
the néar impossible job she has 
assumed is the Philippines’ 
foremost asset. 

She continues to surprise, as 
Richard Kessler predicted she 


would almost a year ago. That 
was when the fractious opposi- 
tion to Ferdinand Marcos reluc- 
tantly realized that the politically 
untried widow of martyred 
Benigno Aquino was the only can- 
didate popular enough to stand a 
chance of unseating Marcos. 

Kessler, an associate with the 
Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace in Washington, is 
an expert on and frequent visitor 
to the Philippines. He thinks that 
Aquino is still underrated. 

So far, as president, Kessler 
believes she is doing ‘‘reasonably 
well.” 

He gives her generally good 
marks on the economy, con- 
sidering the basket case she in- 
herited. Confidence has been 
restored sufficiently that growth 
of 1.5 percent is forecast for the 
current year. In contrast, the 
economy shrank during the final 
two Marcos years. Also, she has 
secured an agreement with the 
International Monetary Fund 
that, in comparison with the stiff 
budget-balancing terms usually 
laid down to debt-ridden coun- 
tries, is markedly lenient. 

Kessler sees her greatest 
weaknesses in longer-term 
budget and program planning. 

Her attempts to convince the 
communist New People’s Army 
to end its rebellion against the 
Manila government have so far 
been inconclusive and have 
drawn increasing criticism from 
abroad. While some insurgents 
have shown a willingness to talk, 
others have returned to the at- 


tack with increased savagery 
Aquino is under pressure to res- 
pond with equivalent force. 

That, Kessler thinks, could 
prove disastrous. The Philippine 
military is not up to an all-out 
campaign, and haisirstaliation 
by the army would only rally 
more rebels to the anti- 
government cause. 

Early on in her rapid rise to the 
presidency, Kessler observed 
that Aquino’s greatest strength 
was that she was something new 
to Philippine politics. She was a 
totally principled, inspirational 
leader and, unlike even her 
murdered husband, did not 
come out of the wheeler-deale: 
tradition, 

This is generally recognized 
now even by her severest foreign 
critics. Nevertheless, she has 
shown remarkable astuteness in 
dealing with the wheeler-dealers 
around her, notably her two 
chief — and for the indefinite 
future indispensable — aides, 
Defense Minister Juan Ponce 
Enrile and Vice President 
Salvador Laurel, 

Her ability to do so, and to 
meet whatever politicat 
challenge they may pose, lies in 
large part in her talent for ac- 
commodating differences, 
which her critics may misread. 

“People discount her for being 
relatively patient, '’ Kessler 
Says. Actually, he adds, ‘‘she is 
@ person with an iron will.”

I have been reading with in- 
terest the various newspaper ac- 
counts of the controversy over 
stone sealing 
I worked for the city of Newton 

various capacities for 34 
yee years of which I served 
as City Engineer responsible for 
all construction emenating from 
The Public Works Department. 
During that time the City stone 
sealed, sand mulched and slurry 
sealed a great number of streets 
and these processes effectively 
helped in extending the life ex- 
pectancy of the road surfaces. I 
know the methods used today are 
not much different than those us- 
ed when I was City Engineer, so 
out of curiosity, on August 14, I 
visited the streets in question in 
Auburndale, plus all of the ones 
done under the same contract in 
the Newton Lower Falls area, 
where Lreside, and I found them 
in good condition and the spot 
“bleeding’’ that occurs during 
very high temperatures had been 
stone dusted; the normal pro- 
cedure to take care of this situa-

tion. 

The streets visited that were 
stone sealed under this contract 
were stone sealed as well as any I 
have ever seen and a great deal 
better than most 

Based on my personal ex- 
perience and inspection of the 
stone sealed streets, I fail to find 
any fault with this type of 
maintenance and cannot unders- 
tand what the controversy is all 
about. 

If the residents want resurfac- 
ing instead of stone sealing and 
the city agrees to resurface these 
streets, it would not only be a 
waste of money but a basis for 
resurfacing all the other streets 
completed under this contract. 
Such a decision would not be bas- 
ed on good judgement but on 
pressure from a_ self-serving 
group of residents. 

One must keep in mind of the 
275 plus miles of public streets in 
the City of Newton. Stone sealing 
ly one form of maintenance 
that goes a long way in spreading 
the tax dollar.

More aid to private schools 


To the editor: 


I must take issue with State 
Rep. David Cohen's statements 
of last week, as reported by your 
writer Ed Cafasso, on public aid 
to private schools. 

We should be looking at what is 
best for the education of the 
children, not what is best for the 
Massachusetts Teacher's 
Association. It is well established 
that in many cases non-public 
schools do as good as or a better 
job of educating children than do 
public schools. Furthermore, 
the presence of strong and vital 
non-public schools increases the 
options available to parents con- 
cerned with the quality of the 
education of the children. As we 
have seen with the deregulation 
of the airline industry, the in- 
creased competition and increas- 
ed freedom by reducing the 
monopoly status of public educa- 
tion can only help improve the 
education of all children. 

Finally, a small amount of 
help to parents considering sen- 
ding their children to non-public 
schools can significantly reduce 
the burden on the taxpayers. 
Public education in Newton costs 
the taxpayer more than $5, 000 


per child. If we could assist the 
transportation expenses or cost 
of books and supplies by $500 for 
students attending non-public 
schools, perhaps more parents 
would be willing to themselves 
pay the other costs of sending 
their children to these schools. 
The total cost to the taxpayers for 
education would fall at the same 
time that the quality of education 
for the children would increase. 


I am a professor at Boston Col- 
lege, my wife a professor at the 
University of Massachusetts- 
Amherst. Both are excellent 
schools, and students attending 
either get an excellent education. 
But the taxpayers pay a lot more 
for the students attending 
UMass. Certainly the presence in 
the state of a strong and vital 
non-public higher education 
system is of major benefit. 
Similarly, strengthening the 
non-public schools and easing the 
financial burden of parents who 
choose to send their children to 
them can only be of benefit to 
both the educational quality of all 
children and to the taxpayers.

He said his questions regarding 
Morrissey’s employment history 
did not signal a step back from 
his promise to run a “pro” or 
positive campaign. 

Morrissey, on the other hand, 
said Mandile’s claims were 
motivated by his fear of losing 
the election. 

“Tony evidently realizes that 
Jack Morrissey is the frontrun- 
ner in this race. I never once 
claimed I wasn’t a state worker 
My life is an open book, ” he 
said. 

Morrissey said he worked for 
seven years as an investigator 
for the hairdressers board, en- 
forcing state regulations on the 
industry.

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Hi-tech security for Bigelow

NEWTON CORNER If 
Building Commissioner James 
Cameron has his way, recently 
closed Bigelow Jr. High School 
will no longer be an easy mark 
for vandals and intruders while 
city officials decide its fate 

Cameron has requested 
$18, 000 to install a high-tech 
security system in the vacant 
school building that he says will 
deter even the most determined 


trespassers. 
The security system, ac- 
cording to Purchasing Agent 


Blair Kanbar, will be made up of 
ultrasonic-infraray combination 
motion detectors, photoelectron 
beam sensor systems, passive 
infrared detectors and siren 
speakers. 

In addition to the Star Wars- 
like technology, Kanbar says the 
contract specifications, which 
went out to bid late last month, 
will ask interested companies to 
provide a central monitoring of 
all the devices. 

“Not only will we purchase the 
system,’ Kanbar says, ‘we 
want the company to monitor the 
equipment so we know what is go- 
ing on in the building.’’

Changing the present junior 
high school system to a middle 
school system could alleviate 
space needs and possible over- 
crowding with projected enroll- 
ment increases at elementary 
sehools. According to Strand, 
the middle school system has 
both structural and educational 
pros and cons. 

In 1985, the School Committee 
considered switching to a middle 
school system, but the proposal 
was defeated. The eight-member 
committee, now composed of 
four new members since last 
year’s election, has chosen to re- 
examine the option. 

“None of us thought that there 
would be such rapid interest in 
Bigelow, "’ Gentile said. “I think 
the city can hold off a few mon- 
ths. We’re (the School Commit- 
tee) sometime’s criticized for 
lack of planning on matters like 
this and I hate for us to be 
pressured into a hasty decision.”’ 

Alderman Sondra Shick, 
chairman of the Reuse Commit- 
tee, sent a letter to the School 
Committee criticizing them for 
‘“‘indecisiveness’’ regarding 
Bigelow. Gentile said the letter is 
“couched very carefully but it is 
not very positive.” 

“Gentile said the Aldermen are 
“doing their best’’ to honor the 
School Department’s requests. 
The schools no longer have 
authority over the building since 
it was turned over to the city, he 
added. 
> “If the city wanted to, it could 
choose to do as it pleases 
disregarding our requests and 
recommendations, but they 
haven’t done that, ’’ he said. ‘I 
sense they are frustrated, but 
we feel this issue of grade 
reorganization has to be 
revisited.”’ 

Members Sydra Schnipper and 
Sally Rizzo also questioned the 
Schools reasons for wanting to 
reorganize grades. 

“I’m concerned that perhaps 
we're more driven by space 
needs rather than educational 
Teasons, ’’ Rizzo said. “I would 
hope the reasons are not just to 
solve space problems. There are 
Other issues that need careful 
deliberation.”” 

Schnipper, agreeing with Riz- 
zo, said that approach is ‘‘like 
the tail wagging the dog.”

Cameron says he made the re- 
quest to augment the Building 
Department’s inspection of the 
building. 

“This will add to our present 
program of securing the 
building, "’ he says. ‘We have a 
system where the fire depart- 
ment and my own staff checks 
the building but this will give us 
greater intrusion protection.” 

Cameron says even though the 
building is no longer being used 
as a school, it is important to 
keep it secure. 

“You have to take into con- 


sideration what we are using it 
for,’’ he says. “Right now, 
there are some books being 
stored there along with office fur- 
niture for the schools. We don’t 
want anyone breaking into any 
building the city owns.”’ 

4 In addition to adding new high- 
tech gadgetry, Cameron has 
plans to improve the building’s 
old-fangled water heating 
system. 

‘This is not like other buildings 
that have steam heating, ”’ he 
says. ‘“‘We cannot drain the 
water, so we have included in 
the budget money to keep the 


building heated to about 50-55 
degrees, ’’ he says. “If it gets 
below that, there can be pro- 
blems with pipes freezing and 
flaking of tile and plaster.”” 

Cameron says the city wants to 
keep its options open on future 
use of the building. 

“The security system and 
heating is to maintain the integri- 
ty of the building, "’ he says. ‘We 
want to give the city as many op- 
tions as possible. If the city wants 
to turn it back over to the school 
system during the fiscal year, 
we want them to be able to do 
that without any great to-do.”

Locals robbed 
while at home

NEWTON While two 
Chestnut Hill Road residents 
were sitting quietly in their liv- 
ingroom with a friend at about 
midnight Wednesday night, an 
armed burgular reportedly walk- 
ed in an unlocked back door and 
stole about $200 in cash and 
assorted jewelry. The residents 
were not harmed. 

The residents heard someone 
walking upstairs and they 
reportedly believed it was their 
son who they did not think was 
home. The mother went up the 
stairs calling her son Richard 
and was instead confronted by a 
stranger pointing an automatic 
handgun at her, police said. The 
suspect reportedly said to her, 
‘{'m not Richard. I’m a robber.”’ 
<The suspect walked the woman 
back downstairs to her husband 
afid friend where he ordered 
them to all empty their wallets 
and take off their jewelry. The 
group was then directed to go 
upstairs to the master bedroom 
afi after the suspect ripped the 
phone out of the wall he told them 
today face down on the floor for 
afout ten minutes while he 
‘finished the job, '’ police said. 
“The burgular repeatedly 
assured the residents he had no 
Intention of harming them if they 
copperated. He told them he was 
Stealing to ‘‘obtain money for co- 
caine, ” police said. 

The suspect left the house ap- 
proximately ten minutes later 
and the residents called the 
police. The burgular escaped ar- 
reSt. He is described as a very 
light skinned black male with the 
“slight possibility” he could be 
caucasian, the residents 
reportedly told police. The 
Suspect is believed to be in his 
20's, about 6-feet-tall weighing 
185 pounds. He was reportedly 
wearing brand new white high- 
top sneakers, blue jeans and a 
green army jacket and a watch 
cap,

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Female smokers at risk Looking for a securities

Do you dare to do more? Have 
you got what it takes? Have you 
come a long way, baby? If your 
answer is ‘‘no’’ to any of these 
questions, all you have to do is 
light up, so cigarette ads assure 
us, 

We are all familiar with the col- 
orful, full-page ads and 
billboards which suggest that 
smoking will make us sexy, 
healthy, slender, vigorous, 
and popular. For the past 20 
years tobacco companies have 
produced cigarette brands 
especially for women and aimed 
millions of dollars worth of 
advertising exclusively at 
women. Besides suggesting sex- 
iness and health, these ads make 
cigarettes look like a badge of 
equality: a smoking woman is a 
liberated woman, independent, 
and in control. 

The ad campaigns have suc- 
ceeded. Women are smoking at 
an earlier age and more heavily 
than ever before. Today there are 
more young women and teenage 
girls smoking than young men 
and boys. 

Sixty percent of the young 
women who now smoke began the 
habit by age 13. Market research 
reveals that teenage girls are 
strongly susceptible to cigarette 
ads. They view the smokers in 
ads as attractive, young, well- 
dressed, happy, and healthy. 

In 1986 lung cancer became the 
leading cause of all cancer 
deaths in women, surpassing 
even breast cancer in the number 
of women it kills each year. 
Eighty-five to 90 percent of lung 
cancer deaths are directly caus- 
ed by smoking. 

You may think “This doesn’t 
concern me because I don’t 
smoke.’ But even if you don’t 
smoke yourself you risk lung 
cancer through “passive smok- 
ing, '’ inhaling other people’s 
cigarettes. One study shows that 
non-smoking women exposed to 
their husbands’ cigarettes are 
twice as likely to develop lung 
cancer as non-smoking women 
whose husbands don’t smoke. 

Each time you inhale your own 
or another’s cigarette smoke you 
expose your body to nicotine, 
carbon monoxide, ammonia, 
and tar. These ingredients, as 
well as the cigarette’s heat, con- 
stantly irritate the bronchi, the 
air passageways in the lungs. 

Tiny hairs called cilia line the 
bronchi to help keep foreign mat- 
ter from entering the lungs. 
Smoke burns the cilia away. This 
exposes the lungs to air 
pollutants, and paves the way 
for cancerous growths in the 
bronchi. 

If you quit smoking before 
cancer appears, the cilia will 
grow back and the bronchi will 
return to normal. But once 
cancer begins it will spread, 
block the bronchi, and invade 
the lungs. 

Although you may think of 
heart disease and strokes as 
primarily men’s problems, 
heart attacks are the leading 
cause of death in women over 55, 
and more women die of strokes 
than men. 

Smoking is a major cause of 
heart attacks and strokes. Inhal- 
ed smoke causes your veins and 
arteries to narrow. This delays or 
stops the flow of nutrients and ox- 
ygen jn the blood to all parts of 
your body, including the heart 
and brain, 

When the arteries that feed the 
heart become blocked, no 
nutrients pass through. As a 
result, part or all of the heart 
dies. This is a heart attack, 
which physicians also call a 
myocardial infarction, coronary 
thrombosis, or coronary occlu- 
sion, The same damage can oc- 
cur in arteries feeding the brain. 
The result is partial brain death, 
called a stroke or cerebral 
hemorrhage.

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Birth control pills encourage 
blood to clot. Clotting can further 
block blood vessels already nar- 
rowed through smoking. If you 
take birth control pills and smoke 
you are 10 times more likely to 
have a fatal heart attack and 21 
times more likely to suffer a 
stroke than women who neither 
smoke nor use the pill. 

Heart attack, cancer, and 
stroke are the three primary 
killers of American women. And 
smoking is the greatest preven- 
table cause of women’s death in 
this country. You lose an average 
of 5 1/2 minutes of life with each 
cigarette you smoke. In the long 
run this will add up to a decrease 
in women’s life expectancy. Now 
we can expect to live into our ear- 
ly eighties, and an average of 
eight years longer than men. 
Smoking will chop off a few of 
those years, bringing us down 
closer to men’s average age of 
death, 72. 

We may have come a long 
way, baby, but is this the way 
we want to go? 

This article covers only the 

three major cigarette-related 
causes of death. There are other 
important health hazards of 
smoking.

Selecting a securities broker is 
as important an exercise as 
locating quality legal and ac- 
counting services. Unfortunate- 
ly, most investors do not give the 
matter the attention it deserves. 
The problem is compounded by 
the fact that there is considerable 
misunderstanding about what a 
broker really does. 

With few exceptions, a 
broker’s function is to tell you 
what is available, what seems 
most attractive and to process 
your order. They serve in both an

informational support and an 
order execution role. But, in 
both cases you have to make the 
final choice. 

You may need more than one 
broker. About half the income of 
many brokers is derived from 
selling something other than the 
traditional stock and bond 
trading services. Generally, 
newer broker tend to concentrate 
in standard stock brokerage and 
move into specialties as their ex- 
perience grows. A typical branch 
office of a national or larger 
regional firm will have a group of 
brokers representing a whole 
range of financial products with 
reserach and product education 
support provided by the home of- 
fice. 

When you shop for a securities 
broker keep the following in 
mina: 

*Brokers are salespeople, and 
don’t make money unless you 
trade or buy. Assessing this

*Unless you make your own 
decisions you probably can 
benefit by establishing accounts 
with full-service brokers. The ac- 
tual difference in commission 
may be well worthwhile. 

*Avoid brokers who are not 
candid about their strengths and 
weaknesses, who claim exper- 
tise across the board, and who 
base their business on hot tips 
and inside information. 

*Establish your own goals in 
writing and contact brokerage 
firms using these criteria. In this 
way, the company can direct 
you to the appropriate people, 
not the ‘‘broker-of-the-day.”” 

*Recommendations from 
friends and business associates 
are marginal at best. They 
generally are worth investigating

| North girl booters return in force

NEWTON — The word ‘‘dynasty’’ can’t 
often be used to describe high school 
athletics, but the Newton North girls’ soc- 
cer team has earned the distinction. 

The Tigers have laughed in the face of 
graduation ever since Coach ‘Fuzzy’ 
Howland can remember. Heck, it’s been 
four years since Newton North lost a regular 
season contest. 

So what’s the deal? Howland attributes the 
school’s soccer success to an incredible 
feeding system known as Youth Soccer, but 
it is also Howland’s coaching philosophy that 
keeps the Tigers atop the Suburban League 
every year. 

Instead of 11 starters and a handful of 
subs, Howland uses 22 players regularly, 
switching lines and combinations so that 
everyone plays about the same amount of 
time. The results are phenominal as 
Howland’s track record indicates. 

The 1985 Tigers were unstoppable until the 
South Sectional finals, winning 16 straight 
regular-season contests and two tournament 
thrillers — 18 consecutive wins in all — 
before losing to Needham in the sectional 
finals. 

Newton North went nine straight games to 
open the season without allowing a single 
goal and the Tigers had just two scored 
against them at regular-season’s end. 

So how long can Newton North keep it up? 
Well, Howland is confident the Tigers will 
give another strong showing this year. 
~ “We're young but good, that’s the whole 
story, ’’ Howland said. ‘‘Soccer skills. That’s 


the basis of this team. They can all control § 


the ball at any time. They can pass, drib- 
ble, and shoot. They all have the basic 
skills.” 

Newton North will open the 1986 campaign 
against league-rival Waltham on Tuesday 
(3:30 p.m. at the Army Corp. of Engineeers 
Field on Trapelo Road) and, ironically, the 
Hawks were the last Suburban League team 
to beat the Tigers. 

“Waltham and Newton are always the top

The Tigers will depend on youth once 
again this season as Howland starts a 
freshman goalie and a sophomore sweeper 
to name just a few. For the most part, 
though, the coach will use 22 players as he 
sees fit, and the Tigers mix well with a solid 
group of veterans and new comers. 

Junior Angie McKenna and sophomore 
Amy Satter were two and three respectively 
in team scoring last season, and the wing 
combination is looked on to continue the goal 
scoring this season.

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Kitchen remodeling trends

Inadequate countertop space 
and inefficient storage are the 
reasons most often cited for 
remodeling a kitchen, a recent 
survey of kitchen designers has 
found. 

The survey conducted among 
certified kitchen designers by 
Maytag Co. found that remodel- 
ing the kitchen tends to be a 
young family’s project. More 
than 89 percent of those seeking 
kitchen design services fell bet- 
ween the ages of 35 and 49. 

Characteristics of this age 
group, which is often known as 
the baby-boom generation, sug- 
gest there are real attitudinal 
changes, as compared to older 
generations, said a Maytag 
spokesman. 

These baby boomers, 76 
million of them, have been a 
bellwether for national trends in 
everything from jogging to the 
two-career family. Their tastes 
are worth noting by those who 
would like to serve their needs 
and profit from their 
preferences. 





The kitchen designers ques- 
tioned said that in 64.1 percent of 
the client families, both male 
and female partners were 
employed full-time outside the 
home. These couples tend to 
share household tasks. For ex- 
ample, a total of 75 percent of 
the men in client families help 
with meal preparation. 

In nearly 40 percent of the 
families these designers served, 
the major decorating decisions in 
the kitchen were made by both 
partners and the financial deci- 
sions were also made jointly. 
Once upon a time, these roles 
were compartmentalized: men 
handling finances and women 
concentrating on the decorating. 

With everyone working outside 
the home and even the children 
busy in activities these days, 
66.7 percent of the kitchen 
designers said their clients were 
spending less time in food 
preparation than they did five 
years ago. For some clients, 
eating and family socialization 
outrank cooking on a list of im- 
portant kitchen functions. 

One finding that will come as 
no surprise to those currently

thinking about kitchen renova- 
tion is that the cost of a remodel- 
ed kitchen continues to rise. The 
kitchen designers who were 
surveyed reported that while 44.8 
percent of their clients spent bet- 
ween $12, 000 and $15, 000 on a 
new or remodeled kitchen, the 
larger number — 46.2 percent — 
committed from $15, 000 to 
$45, 000 to the job. 

Besides inadequate counter- 
tops and storage, other reasons 
for remodeling included outdated 
or broken appliances and a desire 
to change the existing look. Style 
preferences were fairly evenly 
divided between contemporary 
(the choice of 41.7 percent), 
traditional (35 percent) and coun- 
try (23.3 percent). Almond was 
the most preferred appliance col- 
or and white was second choice. 

After the basics like the stove, 
refrigerator and sink, the single 
most wanted appliance was a 
dishwasher, which was in- 
corporated into 97.7 percent of 
the kitchens covered by the 
survey. The microwave oven was 
chosen by 79.8 percent of clients. 

Built-in ranges with a grill 
were selected by many clients 


and almost 20 percent wanted the 
home laundry installed in or near 
the kitchen. 

Among popular requests were 
demands for open room designs, 
good lighting, European cabinet 
styling and low-maintenance kit- 
chen materials. 

The more unusual requests’? A 
built-in bed for the dog plus a sink 
in the floor for his drinking water 
and a disco dance floor in the 
center of the kitchen area. 

Asked to detail the most in- 
fluential developments affecting 
kitchen design during the past 10 
years, the designers focused on 
lifestyle changes. 

These include working women 
and their need to cut food 
preparation time, two cooks in 
the kitchen, and downsized hous- 
ing that paradoxically calls for 
larger eat-in kitchens with more 
storage space. 

Also cited were the develop- 
ment of Buropean-styled flush 
frameless cabinets, microwave 
ovens and indoor grill ranges. 
Finally, the designers called at- 
tention to the affluence and 
education of their market of baby 
boomers and yuppies

Imaginative room for children

For a low cost and. im- 
aginative child’s room, choose 
fabric solutions to decorating 
problems, according to interior 
designers. 

Lucretia Robertson, co-author 
with Donna Lang of ‘‘Decorating 
with Fabric, ” advocates sewing 
the decorative touches in a 
child’s room. 

“You can make a major design 
statement without a lot of sewing 
by buying a sheet set and chang- 
ing it to some extent, ’’ says Miss 
Robertson. 

For their book, the authors, 
who are partners in an interior 
design business in Montclair, 
N.J., created a_ personalized 
pillow case with a standard case 
they cut down to fit a small pillow 
and appliqued with animal 
figures. They also laced thin 
satin ribbon through eyelet trim 
on a sheet and pillowcase and 
personalized towels with appli- 
qued initials. 

Both women are longtime 
home sewers and both recall that 
their mothers sewed for them. 
“Even though you might not 
choose to tackle your living room 


unless you are a great home 
sewer, kids’ rooms are a great 
place to try things out. Kids won't 
complain if the seams don’t 
match. They will love the fact 
that Mom or Dad did it for 
them, ’’ adds Miss Robertson. 
“The most sensible decorating 
arrangement you can make is to 
use long-lived colors, not baby 
colors, for the basics such as 
walls and furniture and then to 
fill the room with fabric ac- 
cessories that fit the age of the 
kid and that can be changed.”’ 
Selecting white furniture, for 
example, is a good solution. 
Then the child-related motifs can 
be introduced in fabric that is at- 
tractive but not too expensive. 
Although both designers ad- 
vocate using natural fiber fabrics 
as arule, they find that blends 
which include some synthetics 
require less maintenance. 
Fabrics such as stretch velours 
and terrycloth work well in in- 
fants’ rooms since these launder 
well. For children who are apt to 
track in all kinds of dirt, soil- 
release finishes may be helpful. 
Cotton polyester blends are good 
since they, too, are machine 
washable and require little or no 
ironing. 
Miss Robertson is all for using 


ready-mades, but she says that 
printed sheets, as inexpensive 
and attractive as they are, pre- 
sent some problems for the home 
sewer. 

“We tend to stay away from 
sheets as a fabric because they 
are so often printed off-grain. 
You run into problems when you 
try to get a print to run straight.” 
Avoid stripes, she suggests. 

What can you sew for a child’s 
room? Virtually any type of win- 
dow treatment, including 
shades, is her suggestion. For a 
child’s room, simplicity is im- 
portant. A Roman shade or sim- 
ple curtain with a valance make 
more sense than swags and 


jabots. 
Bed accessories include 
pillows, bedskirts, spreads, 


quilts and quilt covers. Dust ruf- 
fles are easy. An idea she calls a 
quickie is to take a basic camp 
blanket and applique your child’s 
name on it. “Kids respond 
positively to things that say who 
they are, "’ she says. 

“Our experience is that young 
children love primary colors. 
They respond to them and the col- 
ors look good in a kid’s room. 
When a child gets to be old 
enough to have an opinion, that 
opinion should be respected. 


After all, it doesn't cost any 
more to do a room in green than it 
does to do it in blue or pink.” 

Whether to choose hard or soft 
surface floor covering is primari- 
ly a comfort and care decision 
Wall-to-wall carpeting is easy to 
maintain and comfortable under 
foot. Area rugs work well, too, 
especially if you have nice wood 
floors. 

Privacy may be a problem if 
you are outfitting a room for sibl- 
ings to share. Dividers such as 
free-standing room screens can 
be used to break up the space, or 
you might opt to hang blinds from 
the ceiling. These can be lowered 
or raised as necessary. Wall units 
backed with cork divide a room 
and solve storage problems at the 
same time, suggest space plan- 
ners. 

Be ready to consider the un- 
conventional when it comes to 
furniture. For example, if space 
is tight, think about trundle beds 
or bunk beds. Often they can be 
separated into two floor-standing 
beds when more space presents 
itself. 

For occasional sleepover 
guests, futon mats,  foldout 
chairs or a rug on which a sleep- 
ing bag can be placed are all 
perfectly acceptable. 


‘Less is best’ when you preserve your old tools

They sure don’t make tools like 
this anymore, you muse as you 
turn the old jack plane in your 
hands. 

Thousands of planing passes 
have smoothed its wooden sole. 
Years of grime obscure the 
wood’s once-satin finish. The tote 
bears the crinkles of old age, 
and rust clings to the metal. 
Decades ago the tool was a 
beautiful thing — can it be again? 

Wood magazine says the 
answer is ‘‘yes, ’’ if you keep in 
mind two preservation guidelines 
of antique-tool collectors and 
dealers: 

1, Make it reversible. Whatever 
you do to clean and repair a tool, 
it shouldn’t be permanent. 

2. Less is best. The less you do 
to a tool, the more it retains its 
value. Old tools should look old. 

Whatever that tool happens to 
be — a plane, saw, ax, drill 
brace or spokeshave — you want 


only to preserve its character 
and value. 

Removing years of ac 
cumulated grime can be a 
chore, but it’s the only way to 
get a good look at the tool. Then, 
you'll see what else needs to be 
done in its reconditioning. 

Give the tool a general cleaning 
with a cloth dampened with mild 
liquid dishwashing soap and 
warm water. Prevent scratching 
or marring an aged surface by 
using only a_ soft-bristled 
toothbrush to clean out cracks 
and crevices. Go easy on the 
scrubbing. 

Once you’ve washed the tool, 
“rinse” it with a cloth moistened 
with clean water. Let the tool dry 
thoroughly before proceeding 
(you can speed up the drying pro- 
cess by wiping with a cloth 
dampened with denatured 
alcohol). 

Don’t try to remove metal 
parts from your tool if it looks as 
if you may not be able to loosen 


them. It's better to clean them 
“as is” rather than risk damage. 

Sometimes, a sprayed-on 
burst of penetrating oil, allowed 
to work on the metal overnight, 
will do wonders (as on the mov- 
ing parts of a brace, for in- 
stance). 

To clean rust from ferrous 
metal, rub the part vigorously 
with steel wool — the finer the 
steel wool the better. Don’t use oil 
or any polishing lubricant. 

Layers of rusty scale call for 
some light chipping with a dull 
chisel or dental picks. Be careful 
not to ‘‘dig’’ too deep and remove 
any of the underlying base metal. 
And fight the temptation to grind 
rust off with a wire wheel or sand 
with abrasives — you'll grind off 
too much. 

Some metal parts may have a 
black or colored finish. On old 
tools that’s called Japanning, so- 
named for the Japanese techni- 
que of building up layers of lac- 
quer. Leave it alone. Only a few 


master restorers have been able 
to duplicate the process, and any 
cover-up or touch-up you try 
won't match. 

Don’t be over-zealous, either, 
in scrubbing or cleaning parts 
made of brass, bronze or silver. 
They add to the value of the tool 
and can be easily damaged. 
Usually, a hand-rubbing of these 
parts with an appropriate polish 
will renew their luster, 

Lift off paint splatters and 
spots with the tip of a dull knife, 
Stubborn ones might require a 
dab with a cotton swab saturated 
in paint remover, Let it soak in, 
then lift off. Should there be any 
built-up grease on your tool, 
paint remover also acts as a 
degreaser. But be stingy — ex- 
cessive paint remover might 
leave permanent spots, 
especially on Japanning. 

Wooden parts on old tools 
usually reflect years of use. At 
the same time, the wood has 
gained a character you don't 


want to lose. The warm, natural 
patina of levels, cabinet 
scrapers, saw handles, plane 
stocks and the like took time to 
develop. You don’t want to 
remove it, 

Take off paint splatters as you 
did from the metal parts, even 
with the aid of paint remover. 
Any resulting lighter-colored 
areas will be evened up in the 
cleaning. 

Use a fine steel-wool pad 
moistened with mineral spirits or 
turpentine to restore wood. 
Never sand, And leave checks, 
splits, cracks, and other im- 
perfections alone — they're 
valuable signs of age. On some 
tools, especially planes, you'll 
find a maker’s mark or brand 
name impressed in the wood. Use 
a toothbrush gently to make it 
more visible, if necessary. 

Old-tool reconditioners tend to 
make the most mistakes when it 
comes to repairing or replacing 
parts. 


To preserve the tool’s value, 
replace any screws, blades, 
handles and other damaged com- 
ponents with parts from the same 
period. Where do you get them” 
Collectors advise scrounging up a 
“parts” tool of the same type and 
vintage at a flea market, auction 
or tool swap. Of course, many 
antique-tool dealers carry spare 
parts, but you'll pay a premium. 
You can also check with other 
tool collectors through old-tool 
collectors’ clubs. Newsletters 
produced by these groups always 
carry ‘“‘wanted’’ or ‘‘for sale or 
trade” notices. 

You can use a reconditioned 


tool and still keep it looking good 
by doing what the experts do. 
They apply clarified, boiled 
linseed oil to the wood parts in 
several coats, letting the oil dry 
in between. A final rubbing with a 
soft cloth produces a sheen, A 
paste wax containing carnuba 
also does the trick, Just rub it in, 

then buff, as with oil. 


The U. S. bed linen industry now thinking regally

America’s senior citizens are 
sleeping on satin sheets, and 
America’s babies, yuppies and 
starlets are sleeping on pure 
Egyptian cotton and the finest 
linen. 

It’s all part of a fad for expen- 
sive linens that’s got the bed linen 
industry thinking regally. 

Soft, sensuous satin sheets, 
once the choice of honey- 
mooners, have been catching on 
with the older set, says Marjorie 
Angerson, a sales promotion ex- 
ecutive for Whisper Soft, a satin 
sheet producer. 

Statistical evidence supports 
her claim. Although satin sheets 

~ account for only a small percen- 
tage of the total national sheet 


sales, the market is growing, 
says Robert Dzielak, marketing 
specialist with DuPont, pro- 
ducer of polyester fiber used in 
satin sheets. 

Dzielak says that retail volume 
of satin sheets and comforters, 
about $230 million in 1984, is pro- 
jected to rise to $280 million for 
1986. The projection for 1988 is 
$370 million. (Sheets account for 
about 35 percent of the market, 
with the remaining 65 percent go- 
ing to comforters, bedspreads 
and accessories such as pillow 
shams and dust ruffles. ) 

Confirming the American taste 
for expensive European sheet im- 
ports, Vittorio Mosca, presi- 
dent of Frette Linens, an Italian 
firm headquartered in Milan, 


says his company has recently 
begun selling its products 
through American department 
stores, 

Frette specializes in Egyptian 
cotton sheets with a thread count 
of 290 to 300 threads per square 
inch. (The standard is 180 to 200 
threads per square inch in 
American sheets.) A set for a 
queen size bed may range in 
price from $400 to $700. In com- 
parison, a top price of $200 per 
set would be typical on first quali- 
ty American sheets. 

Before making its move to ex- 
pand its American sales, Frette 
employed an American advertis- 
ing and marketing firm to test 
the market, 

“They found that the market 


for expensive imported linens 
should be excellent in the United 
States,’ says Mosca, This in 
spite of the fact that the expen- 
sive imports require more care 
than permanent press. ‘In 
Europe, they prefer natural 
fibers and they iron. There is no 
other way to doit, " he explains. 


On the other hand, today’s 
polyester ‘satin’ sheets are 
machine washable on the 


delicate setting in cold water, 
advises Whisper Soft’s Angerson 
and require no ironing. 

The sales executive notes that 
most people who choose satin 
sheets select a complete coor- 
dinated ensemble, including 


bedside sheets and pillowcases, 
a bedspread or comforter, dust 


ruffle, pillow shams and ac- 
cessory pillows. By purchasing 
additional flat sheets, it’s possi- 
ble to construct draperies for the 
windows as well, she adds. 

Soft, solid colors are most 
popular in silk sheets, including 
pale beige, ivory and pale 
apricot, Younger people often 
choose gray shades such as 
pewter or sterling. Darker tones 
such as burgundy, navy and 
ebony are also available and for 
unexplained reasons are selected 
most often by owners ‘of 
waterbeds. 

When shopping for satin 
sheets, consumers will find 
them in many price ranges. Some 
offer design flourishes such as 
embroidered trim on top sheets 


and pillowcases, contrasting 
texture on sheet and pillowcase 
hems, self-piping on hems and 
deep seven-inch hems and novel- 
ty weaves such as satin stripes. 

Satin spreads and comforters 
may feature stitching in attrac- 
tive designs rather than straight 
channel quilting. For example, a 
stitched motif such as a bouquet 
of roses or a large scalloped sea 
shell can easily be created by use 
of computerized stitching 
Scalloped hem treatments are 
another nice touch 

Satin may be woven or knit 
Generally, the slightly more ex- 
pensive woven fabrics are con- 
sidered better since they are less 
likely to snag, says Miss Anger- 
son.

NEW HAVEN, CONN. 
Humphrey Bogart had his cool 
glance; Maurice Chevalier his 
dashing Parisian accent, and 
Bob Blosveran has his gruff little 
chuckle. 

It could mean anything from an 
incredulous ‘‘Are you kidding?” 
to ‘Do you get my drift?” But 
whatever the intonation, it’s 
always there, coloring conversa- 
tions with old and new customers 
who turn up daily at a paint, 
spray and lamp shop with 
treasures of one kind or another 
in need of a new lease on life. 
Magically, it always happens. 

There’s nothing fancy about 
the nondescript gray building. Its 
paint-spattered interior is lit- 
tered with wounded lamps, 
broken chairs, bruised 
highboys, cracked mirrors — all 
awaiting Blosveran’s loving 
treatment. 

“We're right in back of the 
Paramount Market, ”’ he bellow- 
ed, trying to give directions over 
the telephone. ‘‘The first 
driveway off Whalley Avenue, 
on Winthrop!”’ He runs the opera- 
tion with his longtime associate, 
Eddie Riles, and two assistants. 

“Eddie’s my protege, ’’ he said 
proudly. 

It’s obvious, but Blosveran 
tells you right off the bat that he’s

Chandeliers required more 
than restoration. Two had to be 
remade from scratch, with 
molds that he cast. ‘‘Tell me 
honestly, can you tell the dif- 
ference?” Blosveran asked, too 
excited to await a reaction. 

Massive, and dignified, with 
20-foot-high ceilings, the room 
today is appointed with hand- 
some furnishings and four turn- 
of-the-century bronze 
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flaking to begin with. 

The scraper made so much 
noise that the testers advise us- 
ing ear protectors. And it 
vibrated so vigorously that their 
hands and arms tingled 
unpleasantly for hours. The 
scraper’s 3-pound weight and 
nose-heavy design also added to 
the strain. 

For scraping loose paint, try a 
$2 putty knife. For tougher 
chores, try a wire brush, a hand 
scraper, sandpaper or an at- 
tachment for a drill. Those tools 
won't make paint removal any 
easier, but they’ll help you do 
the job. 


chandeliers, each with its own 
set of white globes. Voila! It 
would take a museum curator’s 
eye to discern which two were 
copies. 

Another example caught his 
eye: the bronze filigree on one of 
the doors in the lobby. “‘It looks 
like the real thing but it’s an ex- 
act copy of the trimming on the 
other door.’’ The master was 


undeniably pleased with the 
duplicate bronze casting. 

Blosveran’s a fixture — if 
you'll pardon the expression — on 
the New Haven scene. ‘My 
father (the late Albert 
Blosveran) started making 


custom lamps back in 1942 ... 
ball-shade lamps of Civil War 
vintage were big then. He 
couldn’t turn out enough of 
them!”” 

World War II was big, too. 
Blosveran signed up a year 
before hostilities broke out, in 
1940. ‘I have to laugh when peo- 
ple tell me I’m artistic ... if I’m so 
artistic, how come they put me 
in the infantry?” 

Probably because he was 
young and tough and eager and 
brave. He did a five-year hitch in 
the Pacific War Zone, marching 
20 miles a day witha full pack. 

End of war stories. They’re not 
his forte. But lamp stories are. 
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Sometimes it’s nearly impossi- 
ble to change a flat tire with the 
lug wrench that comes with your 
car. Some are too short or too 
crude to give enough leverage — 
especially if the wheel nuts are 
frozen with rust or are too tight. 

Consumer Reports engineers 
tried a few alternatives to the 
standard car wrench. The Lug 
Buster 36D, sold at auto-supply 
and hardware stores for about 
$30, is like a socket wrench, but 
with a support bracket. It pro- 
vides a degree of security and 
leverage that a_ typical lug 
wrench can’t. You can prop your 
foot against the support bracket 
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and bear down on the wrench 
with nearly all your weight. Not 
too fancy, but effective. 

Even testers who were slightly 
built found the Lug Buster easy to 
use. The tool also made it easier 
to loosen nuts that had been 
deliberately overtightened. 

A cross- or x-shaped lug 
wrench is available for about $10 
at auto-parts stores. This tool has 
four different-sized lug recep- 


tacles, one at each end. In the 
larger sizes, say 20 inches or 
more, it’s probably better than 


your car wrench, but if you're 
not too strong, it may not give 
you enough leverage to loosen a 
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frozen or overtightened nut. The 
Lug Buster might be better. 

Incidentally, just slipping a 2- 
foot length of iron pipe over your 
car’s lug wrench can increase 
your leverage significantly, if 
you have to loosen a recalcitrant 
nut. The pipe is available at near- 
ly all hardware stores for about a 
dollar.

Liability hinted after garage renovations voted

NEWTON — The city is facing 
huge liability costs by not acting 
to improve working conditions at 
its Crafts Street maintenance 
garage, according to one local 
union president. 

Daniel MacLaren, president 
of the American, Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) local 800 
branch, said the lack of proper 
ventilation possess a threat to 
workers there. 

“With the city admitting the 
ventilation doesn’t work proper- 
ly, if one of these guys comes 
down with a lung ailment, you're 
looking at double compensa- 
tion, '’ MacLaren said. 

Around a decade ago, city 
workers walked off the job 
because the ventilation system at 
Crafts Street was not working, 
he said, The city spent $300, 000 
for new equipment that is still not 
doing the job, he said. 


Normally, Workman's Com- 
pensation laws force a 
municipality to pay an employee 
72 percent of his salary if he is 
disabled, he said. That figure 
jumps to 144 percent if the 
disability results from inade- 
quate conditions the city is aware 
of, he said, 

MacLaren issued his statement 
after Monday night's 2%-hour 
scrap over the city’s proposed 
Crafts Street renovation, 

Moments earlier, the alder- 
manie Public Facilities Commit- 
tee (PFC) voted 5 to 2 to recom- 
mend the $2.6 million needed to 
upgrade the Crafts Street 
maintenance garage. 

Aldermen Ronald Marini and 
Polly Bryson voted against the 
rehabilitation, each arguing the 
city should take the time to study 
the pros and cons of an entirely 
new facility. 

They were spurred by Alder- 
man Richard MeGrath, who is 
not satisfied the city has proved a 
new building would cost more 
than a renovation 

Aldermen William Shaevel, 
Matthew Jefferson and Dominic 


Taglienti led the fight for the 
renovation, saying it would be 
more than adequate and less ex- 
pensive. 

“All I can say is this is a 
number 1 class building, ” 
Taglienti said to Marini of the 
renovation proposal, ‘‘You’re go- 
ing to give us a number 6 class 
building.” 

“You don’t know,” Marini 
said, ‘The only thing I can say is 
I don’t know. Give us the chance 
to find out.” 

The debate over Crafts Street 
was kindled Aug. 11 when 
McGrath convinced the board to 
recommit the project to the PFC. 
The controversy heated up 10 
days later when the low bid came 
in $460, 000 higher than the city’s 
$1.9 million estimate, 

Monday night, Building Com- 
missioner James Cameron and 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner James L. 
Hickey revealed the actual cost 
of the project including a con- 
tingency fund would be 
$2, 599, 840. 

But this would be considerably 
less than the price for a new 
garage, according to architect 
Allen M. Lieb and Bernard Felds- 
tein, chairman of the city’s 
Design Review Committee. 

Lieb estimated the cost of a 
new facility could be anywhere 
from $8 to $10 million, Feldstein 
said the city would have to spend 
at least $5 million for a new 
garage, He did, however, 
dispute Lieb’s figure, saying, 
“If it cost $8 million something 
would be wrong.” 

McGrath said no one knows 
what a new facility would cost. 
As evidence that Lieb and Felds- 
tein’s figures are not the whole 
picture, he cited a metal 
maintenance building in Mar- 
shfield that cost only $500, 000. 

Lieb said that facility is only a 
third the size of the Crafts Street 
garage and metal buildings do 
not last as long as brick and con- 
crete structures. 

For the dozen or so workers 
who attended the meeting, 
health and working conditions 
are more important than cost. 


MacLaren said the project has 
been debated for years. All that 
he wants of aldermen and city of- 
ficials is a decision to improve 
conditions, he said. 

Ambrose Cedrone, a foreman 
at the garage for the past 26 
years, said the city solicited 
workers’ comment on the renova- 
tion, but never raised with them 
the possibility of an entirely new 
building. 

The real issue, he said, is to 
make the garage a better place to 
work, “I'd like to at least get a 
decision tonight so we at least get 


something because we're living 
ina pigsty, ’’ he said. 

“The place is a ‘hell-hole’ to 
work in down there, ’’ MacLaren 
said. 

James Bearfield, who has 

worked at Crafts Street for six 
years, said the renovation as 
proposed may make the garage 
more aesthetically pleasing, but 
would probably not improve con- 
ditions at Crafts Street. 
» “T have seen the plans, but 
haven't seen any more space, ” 
he said. ‘The only thing I’ve seen 
is ‘pretty’ for $2.6 million.”” 


Governor appoints residents

As a result of its work, 
Dukakis developed a five-year 
improvement plan and submitted 
his proposal! to the Legislature in 
December, 1985.

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Women veterans join 
together for support

When most people think of Vietnam veterans, 
images of brave, young American men, some of 
whom sacrificed their lives for their country, 
come to mind. But what many people fail to 
realize is that over 10,000 of the brave, young 
Americans were women. 


Although many of the contributions these 
women made during the war have gone unnotic- 
ed, there is a group of women that meets at the 
Veterans Administration Hospital in West Rox- 
bury every Monday morning that does recognize 
these contributions. 


The group, which consists of two Army nurses, 
an Air Force nurse and a Red Cross volunteer, is 
a support group for all women who are veterans 
of the Vietnam War, 


“We're a peer support group for issues and 
concerns relating to service time in Vietnam,” 
said Sheila Spicer, a readjustment counselor at 
the Veterans Center in Boston. 


Spicer, an army nurse who was stationed in 
Hawaii during the war from 1966 to 1968, started 
the group in February. She said the reason the 
group got started was because when she came to 
the Vet Center in May of 1985, she noticed 
nothing was organized for women veterans. 


“There was no outreach to women per se,”’ 
said Spicer. ‘‘The setting at the center wasn’t 
condusive to women. I wanted to change the 
situation.” 


According to Spicer, because most of the 
women who served in Vietnam were medical 
personnel, they are less apt to go to others with 
their problems, which is why she said the ses- 
sions have had such a low turnout. 


“It’s difficult for caregivers to be taken care of 
by someone else,” she said. 


But even though there are only four members 
of the peer support group, what they have ac- 
complished the past few months has made each 
session worthwhile. 


“The group has given me a place to deal with 
feelings I haven’t dealt with for 17 years,” said 
M.J. Wakefield, 44, an army nurse who served in 
Vietnam for one year. 


She said these feelings include the isolation she 
felt there and what she saw on a day-to-day 
basis. 


“I wasn’t prepared for the type of injuries,”’ 
said Wakefield, who was 27 when she was sta- 
tioned at the 29th Evacuation Hospital in Cantoh. 


“I’ve gained something from the group. ... 
Now I can identify the issues,” she added. A 
psychiatric nurse, Wakefield is now 60-percent 
retired.

Cherie Rankin, 39, a Red Cross Volunteer sta- 
tioned at three bases during her one-year stay in 
Vietnam, said, ‘‘Recognition and validation are 
the parts the group supplies for me.” 


She said the group lets her feel that ‘‘what I did 
in Vietnam had validity. ... Yes, it did happen.” 


Rankin added that sometimes she begins to 
ask herself if she remembers things correctly, 
which is why she is grateful to the group for 
refreshing her memory. 


“It’s hard to admit you have an issue because 
you didn’t see the combat,” said Rankin. 

Rankin said the group also has helped her in 
other ways. 


“Tno longer get sick. ... I used to get physically 
ill when I had to deal with Vietnam,”’ she said. 
“Now I cancry if I am sad.”’ 


Marilyn McGrath, 44, an air force nurse who 
served in Vietnam when she was 29, said, 
“Whatever feelings I’m dealing with now is an 
improvement. 


“T didn’t think about it for 10 years,” she said. 
“The day I came back from Vietnam, I felt like I 
was never there. 


“T like the group and I like the people,”’ she ad- 
ded. “I’m becoming more interested (in what 
happened to others).’”’ 


Wartime relationships 


One of the big issues women veterans had to 
cope with in Vietnam was sexism, according to 
Rankin. 


She said some of the men were supportive, but 
it was more of a “‘sexual issue — a love interest.” 


Rankin was part of the Supplemental Recrea- 
tion Activites Overseas division of the Red Cross. 
This division, which required its members to be 
single, was responsible for providing troop 
morale, said Rankin, who is still single. 


Wakefield, who is also single, said the relation- 
ships were usually ‘‘quick” and “‘intense.”’ 


“Things are very different since then. ... It’s 
hard to find meaningful relationships,”’ she said. 


The camaraderie some of the American 
women in Vietnam were seeking in men was also 
difficult to find in the women, according to 
McGrath, 


“Women over there were less supportive of 
each other,” she said. 


Rankin said that usually the only things the 
women talked about were superficial things like 
parties — what they would wear to them end 
whether there would be enough water to wish 
their hair. 


She said, ‘‘I didn’t even register the horror and 
didn’t talk about feelings ... (because) there was 
an unspoken understanding.”’ 


McGrath said she attributes this tacit 
understanding to a ‘‘defense mechanism.”’ 


Rankin added, ‘‘Not talking about it was the 
only option, but not the best option. 

“Tf we could be more human, we wouldn’t even 
have wars,”’ she said. 

Although Rankin said she felt alienated by the 
other women because she was not part of the 
military, she said she still keeps in contact with 
some of the women she met in Vietnam. 


Experience changed them 


Wakefield said she went to Vietnam in 1969 
“because I had a love for my country. I had a du- 
ty and honor to serve ... to do something for my 
country.”” 

Rankin said her reasoning was different. She 
said the war was wrong, but she felt it was her 
duty to be there for the soldiers. 

“I didn’t support the war but I would be sup- 
portive to the men,”’ she said. 

Once there, they found it was hard to leave un- 
changed. 

“T grew a lot in Vietnam,” said McGrath. “I’ve 
become more assertive. It did help my job. ... (I 
do have) more organizational skills. ... I don’t 
panic and I don’t get excited.” 

McGrath, who is now a nurse in a private 
hospital, said, ‘I’m not sorry I went.” 

But Rankin said the war had the opposite ef- 
fect on her. “I was very gregarious before I went 
and I avoid crowds now,” she said. A clinical 
social worker who resides in Norwood, Rankin 
said the experience also affected her work. 

Like McGrath, Wakefield said her skills im- 
proved in Vietnam, but that the war made her 
feel withdrawn and isolated. 

Rankin said that before joining the VA support 
group, she never sought out Vietnam vets and 
never told her clients she served in the war. But, 
she added, ‘‘At this point I’ve come to terms with 
myself.” She said she now feels more com- 
fortable talking about her experiences and hear- 
ing about what others went through. 

The support group, which is also open to those 
who served in Japan, the Philippines and other 
battle zones, is in the process of planning a 
return trip to Vietnam as tourists. 

“I want to go back and sightsee, 
McGrath. 

Rankin said she recalls many beautiful places 
she saw while she was there, which she would 
like to see again. 

Spicer said women veterans who want to learn 
more about the trip or would like to get involved 
with the memorial project (see sidebar) are en- 
couraged to join the group. 

“We reach out to other people who have never 
come in and hide and don’t think there is any one 
out there for them,"’ said Spicer. 

She said she wants all women veterans to know 
‘there is a positive place to deal with the issues 
and finally get some resolutions with the pro- 
cess.”

Women want their own statue 


Equal rights for men and women have taken 
on a new meaning for women Vietnam 
veterans throughout the country. 

These women have launched a campaign, 
The Vietnam Women’s Memorial Project, to 
help raise funds so they can erect a life-like 
bronze statue of a woman and have her placed 
near the ‘‘Wall” and the “Three Fighting Men” 
on the grounds of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial in Washington, D.C. 

According to Sheila Spicer, a readjustment 
counselor at the Veterans Center in Boston, the 
contributions that women made during the war 
in capacities such as military nurses, clerical 
workers and volunteers have gone unnoticed by 
many Americans who do not realize the hard- 
ship experienced by the more than 10,000 
women who served in the war. 

An army nurse stationed in Hawaii from 1966 
to 1968, Spicer said the purpose of the statue is 
to represent and honor all women who served 
during the war from every branch of military 
service, as well as those from private and other 
governmental agencies. 

“The three men have an impact,’’ said 
Spicer. ‘The woman will unify us and bring us 
to together.” 

Right now, according to Spicer, three 33-inch 
bronze replicas of the statue have been created 
to help with the fundraising and to increase 
public awareness. Spicer said the project needs 
$1 million to fund the casting, placement and 
erection of the statue, designed by Rodger M. 
Brodin of Minneapolis, a former Marine and a 
Vietnam veteran. 

Spicer said the replicas are being displayed 
throughout the country to help with the fun- 
draising. 

She said a replica was displayed this past 
Memorial Day in Manchester, N.H., during the 
community's annual parade, which this year 
honored women Vietnam veterans. 

A group of women from the veterans center 
in Boston marched in the parade, an event 
which Spicer said gave women veterans “‘very 
powerful recognition.” 


Spicer added that she even had the opportuni- 
ty to have a replica displayed in the back yard 
of her home. 

The Vietnam Women’s Memorial Project is 
planning a fundraiser in Washington, D.C., in 
September, which is being co-sponsored by U.S. 
senators Edward Kennedy and John Kerry, 
Spicer said. 

“We're planning on inviting hundreds of peo- 
ple,” she said. “I’m planning on being there.”’ 

Spicer said the women Vietnam veterans 
peer-support group that meets in the Veterans’ 
Administration Hospital every Monday en- 
courages ‘‘those who want to come and share 
their feelings and get involved in the memorial 
project.”

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Mayor 
challenges 
his critics

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. Mann used his annual “‘state of 
the city” address to issue a challenge to his critics: Join with him to 


improve local government. 


“Tf you think you can handle the city’s finances better, please, my 
door is open, ’’ Mann announced Monday night. 


Speaking in the aldermanic 
chambers, he raised his hands, 
then drew them towards his 
chest, beckoning the near- 
capacity crowd to bring their 
criticisms to his door. ‘‘Help us to 
meet the challenges, ’’ the 
mayor said. 

His voice was strong, the 
eadence rapid-fire, as he 
delivered a 10-page address 
outlining the city’s successes last 
year and its hopes for the future. 
Even when he departed from the 
text, he spoke without faltering 
as if each ad lib was 
choreographed. 

Mann called on the Board of 
Aldermen — often the source of 
his harshest criticism — to work 
closely with his administration 
on several intiatives to solve the 
city’s problems, 

His seven-year, $211 million 
Capital Improvement Program 
(CIP) must be adopted to ensure 
municipal facilities are main- 
ned at a minimal expense, he 
said. 


“As you value your home, 
your car and your properties, 
you must maintain them, ”’ 
Mann said. ‘‘If you don’t think we 
should fix the sewers, the streets 
and the sidewalks, tell us now.” 

The state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) has just granted the city 
$5 million for one of the most im- 
portant CIP projects, the city’s 
sewer rehabilitation plan, Mann 
said. 

“That's well over twice what 
was orginally expected, ’ Mann 
said. ‘‘That’s quite a victory for 
the Public Works and Engineer- 
ing departments.” 

The mayor urged the board to 
approve two key components of 
his plan to fund a new library — 
the long-awaited sale of vacant 
Warren Junior High School and 
the appropriation of $1 million in 
hotel/motel tax receipts. 

The new library will be con- 
structed on the vacant parcel

In the winner's circle ... 


NEWTON — The Garden City joined the rest of 
the commonwealth Tuesday in sending ‘‘favorite 
son’’ Joseph DeNucci into the November contest 
for state auditor, while a seasoned city coun- 
cillor from Waltham was chosen to fill his shoes 
in the state House of Representative. 


DeNucci garnered almost 10, 000 votes in the 
city while his closest rival, Boston City Coun- 
cillor Maura Hennigan, won only 1500. Relishing 
the glow of victory after a congratulatory phone 
call from Governor Mike Dukakis (who ran un- 
challenged and got only 500 votes more than 
DeNucci in the city) the former state rep 
reiterated his campaign promise to be an ‘‘ac- 
tivist auditor.” 

Waltham City Councillor Anthony M. Man- 
dile, the only non-Newton resident in the five- 
man race for DeNucci’s 10th Middlesex seat, 
made the most of Waltham’s 40 percent share of 
the district while his opponents undercut each 
other in Newton. 

Mandile ended up with a total of 2, 607 votes, 
853 more than runner-up Jack Morrissey. While 
Democratic activist Tom Torchia topped the 
ticket in Newton, Mandile’s plurality in 
Waltham put him back in third place, ahead of 
Alderman Bruce Carmichael by 300 votes. 

Even if Mandile had not received a single 
ballot in the Newton portion of the district, he 
would have won the election by 273 votes. 

With no Republican opposition to face in 
November, Mandile is on his way to Beacon Hill 


— the first Waltham resident to represent the 10th 
Middlesex District since its creation a decade 
ago. 

Mandile’s victory was spurred by an im- 
pressive voter turnout in Waltham, due largely 
to the excitement generated by the 8th Congres- 
sional District race, and the crowded Garden 
City field, which splintered that community’s 
vote. 

Carmichael, former vice-president of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, vowed to challenge 
Mandile again in two years. ‘‘I look forward to an 
opportunity to meet Tony Mandile one-on-one 
because there is no way he could beat me in that 
kind of election, ’’ he said. ‘‘He should feel for- 
tunate there were four candidates from Newton 
I fully intend to be there to run against him in two 
years,” 

In other races, former Congressman Jim 
Shannon, much of whose campaign organiza- 
tion called Newton home, swept past opponent 
Joanne Shotwell with 18, 221 votes and a 5, 000 
vote margin in the attorney general race. 

The governor’s former Director of Economic 
Affairs Evelyn Murphy topped the ticket for 
lieutenant governor with nearly 18, 000 votes, 
beating opponent State Senator Gerry D'Amico 
by almost 4, 000 votes in the city. District At- 
torney Scott Harshbarger swept past opponent 
Stephen McGrail by a nine-to-one margin in his 
bid for reelection. Former Newton resident Bill 
Schmidt held off three opponents in the race for 
Middlesex County commissioner.

Katzman, 
now 23, prepared for the recent American 
Lung Association’s Bike Trek for Life and 
Breath by riding his 10-year-old bicycle 75 
miles every week, 

The three-day Trek, which began last 
weekend, saw Katzman and hundreds of 
other bikers pedal 150 miles across Cape Cod 
to raise funds for the Association. For Katz- 
man, the journey represents more than just 
a trip between two points 

“I remember as a kid, my older brother 
Mitchell would go out and play hockey in the 
winter, ” he says. “I can remember that I 
used to wish I could play, but stress, cold 
weather and exercise would trigger asthma 
attacks. There was always a 50-50 chance 
that I would not be well.” 

Aside from sports, Katzman says he miss- 
ed a lot of school and always, the threat of 
the next attack was on his mind 


Despite that, he says he tried to maintain 


a positive attitude 

“It was something I always thought I 
would grow out of, ’’ he says. “I always 
knew that sooner or later, there would be 
some way to control my asthma.” 


Katzman took one of his first steps toward 
taking control when his brother received a 
10-speed bicycle for his Bar Mitzvah. Seeing 
his brother riding around, Katzman was in- 
spired and three years later, he was givena 
bicycle. It was a gift that offered a mobility 
seemingly unattainable before 

In more ways than one, it is a gift that 
keeps him going. He still rides the same 
bicycle, and it is the same spirit that keeps 
him pumping the pedals 

As he became accustomed to riding, Katz- 
man says his confidence grew and his 
susceptibility toward asthma attacks 
diminished. So much so that he ran for the 
Newton North High School cross-country 
team 

“I was probably the worst runner on the 
team, " he says. “I was the only one with 
asthma.” 

The more he did, Katzman says, the less 
he remained an athletic wallflower.

NEWTON — When Roger Marrocco took a job directing the Nonan- 
tum Multi-Service Center last spring, he could hardly have envision- 
ed the challenge that lay ahead 

He knew the position consisted of raising funds for the Center, 
which had to relocate in April to avoid a rent hike. But “How 
prepared can you be?” for fund raising your own salary, he asks. 

“It’s a struggling type of thing, "’ he says in a recent phone inter- 
view. “It’s a Catch-22.”" The Center needs a director to receive block 
grant funding from Housing and Urban Development (HUD) The 
grant pays the Center's rent and utilities 

“But there’s no money to pay the director, "' he said. As a result, 
Marrocco’s pay varies from ‘‘week-to-week.”’ Some weeks he gets 
paid. Other weeks, he doesn’t 

But there is more to his fund-raising challenge than this, Steve Gar- 
trell, director of Community Development in City Hall, expects fur- 
ther cuts in the block grant as a result of the Gramm-Rudman Act 

At best, the funding picture for the coming year is cloudy, "’ he 
said in a recent phone interview 

This year the $2.5 million federal block grant which supports 11 
other human services programs in Newton was decreased by 
$300, 000 because of a 10 percent federal budget cut and a 4 percent 
Gramm-Rudman cutback 

Next year the grant will be either level-funded or cut by $145, 000, 
Gartrell said. These decreases, however, could be offset by the tax 
bill, he said 

To help make up for the decreases, Gartrell has requested that 
program directors develop their own funds. (Other programs af- 
fected by cutbacks include two other senior citizen centers in the 
Hamilton and Emerson school buildings; a program for the treat-

State aid to public

NEWTON Garden City 
voters seem overwhelmingly op- 
posed to the upcoming referen- 
dum question concerning state 
aid to private and parochial 
schools, according to local state 
legislators. 

“I’m very encouraged by the 
feedback I’ve gotten from my 
constituents, '’ Rep. David 
Cohen, (D-Newton), said. 
“Newton seems to be decidedly 
against this question as far as I 
can tell.” 

The question — which will ap- 
pear on November's ballot — was 
defeated in 1982 by more than a 3- 
to-2 margin. The Legislature 
voted in the spring to pose the 
question to the voters again. 


Cohen, who opposes public 
funding for private schools, said 
thé Catholic church and private 
schools are far more organized 
than they were in 1982. Their lob- 
bying power should not be 
overlooked, he added. 


“Their organization this time 
around makes it a very real 
threat that this could become 
law,” he said. “I can’t em- 
phasize enough that we have to 
make our efforts even stronger to 
make sure this question gets 
defeated once again.” 


Both the League of Women 
Voter’s in the city and the 
Newton Teacher’s Association 
(NTA) will be pounding the 
sidewalks and distributing 
leaflets at the primary polls next 
week to encourage people to vote 
“no” to the private school aid 
question in November. 


The league plans to hold a 
referendum night on Sept. 30 to 
discuss the six questions that will 
be‘on the ballot. School Commit- 
tee member Sally Rizzo is slated 
to speak against private school 
aid at the forum. 


Seven members of the School 
Committee, with Chairman 
Leonard Gentile abstaining, in- 
tend also to publicly speak 
against public aid to private 
schools because it will drain 
already scarce resources from 
public education. 


“I feel there are limited 
resources available to public 
schools under Proposition 2 
1/2, ’ member Sydra Schnipper 
said. ‘A strong public school 
system is crucial in maintaining 
the wellbeing of a democratic 
society. I think it is my respon- 
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npopular 


sibilty and that of the committee 
to make sure the public schools 
stay as strong as humanly possi- 
ble.” 

The committee intends to send 
letters opposing private school 
aid to local newspapers. Schnip- 
per said several members will 
send letters to their constituents 
informing them of their position 
and the importance of citizens’ 
votes. 

“Any place I am allowed to 
speak publicly against this ques- 
tion, Iintend todo so, ”’ she said. 
“I see this as a real threat to 
public education.”’ 

According to State Represen- 
tative Susan Schur, (D- 
Newton), the statewide 
organization, Citizens for Public 
Schools, is making a tremen- 
dous effort to educate the public 
to defeat the question. The op- 
position campaign, she said, 
will go into full swing following 
next week’s primary. Schur is 
also opposed to private school 
aid. 

“Although we anticipated the 
other side (private and parochial 
school) would be strongly 
organized, I haven't seen 
anything from them yet, "’ she 
said. “I certainly don’t see a 
groundswell of support here in 
Newton.”” 


Schur said diverting public 
money to private education 
would be a “tragedy.” People 
have a choice either to go to 
public or private schools. If they 
choose the latter, she said, it 
should be at their own expense. 


While private schools are seek- 
ing state aid, Schur said they 
will in turn be answerable to 
government as to how they utilize 
monies just as public schools are. 


“That’s the other side of the 
coin, The government, in being 
responsible, will not just hand 
out money without setting stan- 
dards of accountability, '’ Schur 
said. ‘They will have to accept 
the idea that they are not free to 
do whatever they want outside 
the public domain if they accept 
state money.” 


Schur said the lines drawn bet- 
ween separation of church and 
state are continually becoming 
“blurred” which she finds distur- 
bing. 


“People are trying very hard to 
blur this distinction, even the 
courts, " she said. ‘Tome, it’sa 
dangerous tangle when govern- 
ment starts supporting church 
run activities and education,”

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Claflin artists are 
eager to move in

NEWTON Members of the 
Newton Artists Housing Project 
(NAHP) are seeing ‘‘the light at 
the end of the tunnel’’ in their 
year-long fight to establish per- 
manent living and studio space 
for local artists at the former 
Claflin School. 

“This is a significant step for 
artists, ’’ NAHP co-founder Judy 
Haberl said after last week's 
Land Use Committee public 
hearing. ‘‘The city of Newton is 
showing a devotion to the spirit of 
art and an interest in 
perpetuating that spirit.”” 

Haber! said traditionally, ar- 
tists have lived in abandoned 
warehouses and lofts, only to be 
evicted once the property value 
of those structures increased. If 
the Board of Alderman approves 
their request, Haberl said 
NAHP members no longer will 
have to worry about landlords 
throwing them out on the street. 

Another benefit to artists if the 
board approves the conversion 
will be the creation of 14 artists 
living and working spaces in a 
suburban setting 

“Many of us have children and 
want to work in the community 
we live in, "’ she said. ‘This is a 
city all of us can be proud of and 
it will be great if we can live and 
work here.” 

Nina Gilbert, NAHP represen- 
tative, said the Newton artists 
would be lucky to obtain the 
Claflin school because this pro- 
ject may be one of the last of its 
kind. 

“This is just one of about a 
dozen projects of this kind in the 
greater Boston area that is either 
newly built or on the drawing 
boards, ’’ she said. ‘‘But, I think 
we a see diminished interest 





in these types of projects in the 
future once this round of develop- 
ment is completed.” 

Lajos Heder, the architect 
who designed plans for the con- 
version, disagreed with Gilbert. 

“T think with the glut in office 
space in this area, there will be 
projects like this that will be 
built, "he said. 

Alderman Louis Irwin, a 
Newtonville resident who lives 
near Claflin, said he is pleased 
with the artist’s proposal, which 
ealls for 14 studio/living spaces 
and three low-income apart- 
ments in return for $400, 000 and 
the donation of original artwork 
to the city. 

“The artists did a good job of 
addressing the neighbor’s con- 
cerns, "' he said. ‘The neighbors 
wanted something in the building 
that would not burden them with 
too much density and too much 
traffic. I think the artists ad- 
dressed those concerns.” 

Irwin said the studios, which 
average 9, 500 square feet, are 
consistant with the one- and two- 
family homes near Claflin. By 
keeping the density low, he add- 
ed, there will be fewer residents. 
Fewer residents, he said, will 
mean less traffic. 

In addition, he said the dona- 
tion of three low-income units to 
the Newton Housing Authority is 
more than the 10 Percent or- 
dinance calls for. 


Catherine Farrell, co- 
chairman of the Claflin 
Neighborhood Association, ap- 
plauded the NAHP proposal. 


The NAHP proposal will face a 
Land Use Committee vote Sept.

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Teenager arraigned for theft of 3 guns 


NEWTON — A Waltham teen- 
ager was arrested on a warrant 
early Monday morning for 
allegedly breaking into a Chaske 
Avenue home and stealing three 
hand guns last week. 

Clifton Burtt, 19, was ar- 
raigned in District Court on 
charges of breaking and entering 
in the daytime with intent to com- 
mit a felony, and three counts of 
larceny of a firearm. 

The terms of release were set 
at $20, 000 surety or $2, 000 cash 
bail by Judge Robert H. Bohn Jr. 

Burtt petitioned for a_ bail 
review and was committed to the 
Middlesex County Jail in the in- 
terim. His case was continued for 
pre-trial conference Sept. 23. 

Last Tuesday afternoon, Burtt 
allegedly broke into the Chaske 
Avenue home and stole a .44- 
caliber Magnum with a seven- 
inch barrel, a Browning 9mm 
automatic, and a_ .22-caliber 
Smith & Wesson from under a 
bed in the master bedroom. 

Entrance was reportedly gain- 
ed through an unlocked front 


door. A resident discovered the 
theft when he came home at 
about5p.m., police said 

Detectives dusted the home for 
fingerprints and lifted about five 
latent prints from a jewelry box 
in the master bedroom. One 
fingerprint was matched with 
Burtt’s, police said 

According to the resident, am- 
munition, which was 
reportedly stolen, and records 
were kept in the jewelry box. The 
owner of the handguns had the re- 
quired firearm identification 
cards, police said. 

Burtt was also arrested in 
Waltham Saturday and arraign- 
ed in Waltham District Court 
Monday on charges of disturbing 
the peace, malicious destruction 
of private property and three 
counts of threatening to commit a 
crime. 

Burtt allegedly ripped a small 
tree from the yard of a home on 
the Southside Saturday. In addi- 
tion, he verbally threatened 
police officers with a gun which

More insurance asked for city properties 


NEWTON — The city is asking 
the Board of Aldermen to ap- 
prove additional funds to insure 
municipal properties, including 
$9,000 for a special Bigelow 
Junior High School plan. 

The aldermanic Finance Com- 
mittee Monday night supported 
the city’s request for $89, 000 to 
pay for this year’s insurance 
policy. 

Comptroller Lawrence Marino 
told FinCom the city needs the 
additional money to pay for its 
$340, 000 insurance policy with 
Alexander & Alexander. 

Marino told FinCom that the 
Bigelow, closed this June 
because of declining student 
enrollment, is the only vacant ci- 
ty building Alexander & Alex- 
ander recommended insuring. 

Generally, insurance com- 
panies are not interested in 
covering empty buildings. 
Brewer and Lord, the only other 
firm to bid for Newton’s in- 
surance contract, said the going 
rate for insuring abandoned pro- 
perties is too costly, Marino 
said. 

Empty buildings attract fire 
and yandalism, “‘It’s too much of 
a risk for them (insurance 
firms), ’’ the comptroller said. 


Insurance at the Bigelow 
became an issue briefly this sum- 
mer when local officials thought 
the building was uninsured. After 
an investigation, Marino and 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann put a 
stop to the worries when they an- 
nounced the building was still 
covered. 

The Bigelow apparently is not 
considered totally vacant 
because it is used for storage and 
there is still custodial work there. 

Alderman Rodney Barker, 
who backed the request for 
special Bigelow insurance, said 
the city should be doing the same 
for its other vacant buildings. 

Barker and some aldermen 
have complained that properties 
such as the Warren Junior High 
School and the Hyde School have 
been allowed to fall apart in the 
years since they’ve closed. 

“The truth is they let the War- 
ren go to hell and the Hyde go to 
hell, ’’ Barker has said. 

But Mann has said it is 
economically unfeasible to insure 
vacant buildings. According to 
Marino, Brewer and Lord said in 
today’s insurance market the ci- 
ty would have spend $25 for every 


Rewriting of city job profiles delayed 


NEWTON — Aldermen have 
put on hold a plan to rewrite the 
job descriptions and possibly ad- 
just the salaries of some of the ci- 
ty’s top employment positions. 

Personnel Director Richard 
Moynihan told the aldermanic 
Programs and Planning Commit- 
tee he needs $35, 000 to hire Hay 
Management, a company that 
performs job evaluations to 
determine the relative contribu- 
tion each makes to an organiza- 
tion. 

Moynihan said the company, 
if hired, would evaluate 50 to 55 
of the city’s 70 non-union posi- 
tions. The jobs studied would in- 
clude the city’s department 
heads and around 30 middle- 
management positions. 

The firm would rank the con- 
tribution each position makes to 
city government. That hierarchy 
would enable the city over time to 
address salary inequities. At pre- 
sent, the salary for a given job 
thay be too high or too low for the 
duties required. 

‘Moynihan stressed that Hay 
would be studying and rewriting 
jbb descriptions, not looking at 
the performance of the actual 
dmployees. ‘‘You're not 
evaluating the performance of 
the incumbent, ”’ he said. 

: Aldermen Richard Bullwinkle 
and Carol Robinson, who have 
experience in the personnel 
field, raised similar questions 
about the plan. 

‘The city in 1980 hired the 
American Association of In- 
dustrial Management (AAIM), 
a Dedham firm, to write job 
descriptions for the 24 municipal 
department head positions ex- 
isting at that time.

“We advertised for alternative 
space in the area, but we did not 
find anything suitable. The lessor 
allowed us to remain and extend- 
ed our lease, but we were 
notified again in 1985 that we had 
to leave. We are still in the pro- 
cess of looking for alternative 
space.”’ 

The Postal Service, Graffeo 
says, is doing everything it can 
to ensure that Lower Falls 
residents continue to have a local 
office. The Lower Falls branch 
first went into operation in 1952, 
she adds.

Signature drive for lower tax proposal 


NEWTON — The Newton Tax- 
payers Association (NTA) can go 
ahead with its drive to lower 
residents’ property taxes by $2.5 
million in fiscal 1989. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk has 
ruled the NTA can bring its pro- 
position to the voters if its 
members arouse enough public 
support. 

But Funk also decided that the 
Board of Aldermen cannot simp- 
ly adopt the proposal. 

The NTA’s petition calls on 
Newton’s voters to decide 
whether they want to reduce 
fiscal 1989 municipal property 
taxes $2.5 million. 

The figure is intended to havea 
familiar ring. Some of the 
association's members also 
belong to Citizens for Limited 
Taxation (CLT), the group that 
inspired the 1980 statewide tax- 
payer revolt that led to Proposi- 
tion 242. 

Like CLT, the association 
hopes to win in the voting booth 
rather than at City Hall. 

The NTA must collect 4, 859 
signatures - 10 percent of the tetal 
Newton voters registered for the 
last election - to force aldermen 
to vote whether the question 
should be placed on the ballot 
next November. 

If the drive gets that far and 
aldermen say ‘no, ’ the associa- 
tion will have to collect another 


2, 430 signatures to bring the 
issue to the voters. 

NTA president Ronald Nuttall 
said his organization is aiming 
for 7, 000 signatures on the first 
leg of its drive. The extra names 
are needed in case the city’s 
lection Commission rules some 
are invalid. 

“We have 120 people who are 
experienced - and I mean ex- 
perienced - petition carriers, 
said Nuttall, a Boston College 
professor. ‘‘It's not hard, We ex- 
pect we'll have no problem.”” 

The NTA drive was partly in- 
spired by the city’s $9.4 million 
surplus, Nuttall said. “Many of 
our people felt we should request 
the entire surplus, he said. 
“We decided we didn’t want such 
a sudden change. First of all, we 
think we're going to win.”

It was 
clear that he would return to the 
Philippines after three years in exile 
to take up the banner that bore his 
father’s blood. 

That was clear for two reasons: 
One, the young man radiated the con- 
fidence of his convictions, and, two, 
his mother, Corazon, was so busy 
tending to family matters inside 
house that, outside of a few random 
quotes, she never spoke with the 
press. 

Months later, back in the 
Philipines, when she finally spoke, 
her words rang out around the world. 
Her husband’s death, coupled with 
her own charisma, had galvanized 
the victims of 20 years of Marcos dic- 
tatorship into action. 

The mantle she wore was clearly 
that of the murdered Benigno; but it 
was clearly her own quiet strength 


that allowed her to bear it. 

Marcos was ousted to Hawaii, 
where reports of his decadent lifestyle 
continued to make Americans asham- 
ed of their long-standing alliance with 
him. Corazon Aquino assumed com- 
mand of the Philippine government 
while journalists, who said they 
could see dark clouds behind the flush 
of victory, openly questioned her 
ability to put a bankrupt, confused 
country back on its feet. 

Mrs. Aquino arrives in the United 
States this week on a tour aimed at 
solidifying our commitment to her 
government. She arrives in Boston on 
Saturday. During her stay, she will 
return to her Garden City home, 
though emotional entanglements will 
probably make her visit a short one. 
Speaking of the house on Com- 
monwealth Avenue recently, she 
said, “It reminds me of the time I 
was happy.” 

Let’s leave it to the wisdom of 
lawmakers in Washington to deter- 
mine how we can best aid the Corazon 
Aquino government of the Philip- 
pines. Let’s take it upon ourselves to 
extend the warmest of personal 
welcomes to Mrs. Aquino on her 
return to Newton, her home in exile. 

She will attend a private mass at St. 
Ignatius Church, on Commonwealth 
Avenue near the BC campus, at9a.m 
Sunday. After mass, she will visit her 
old home, which has been turned into 
a memorial to her husband. A show of 
Garden City residents at that time 
would convince her that we are proud 
of her and of the part she played in a 
long overdue righting of wrongs. 





Self service an explosive issue 


Regulations prohibiting smoking at 
gasoline filling stations were adopted 
years ago in light of the extremely ex- 
plosive nature of the fuel. 


Now, in Newton at least, the 
volatile mix is of a legislative nature 
— an attempt to outlaw construction 
or conversion to self-service filling 
stations. 


The city’s control over self-service 
conversions has yet to be firmly 
established. Representatives of Mobil 
Corp., which seeks to convert two ex- 
isting stations in Newton, say the 
beens has no such authority. 
Aldermen claim self-service pumps 
are illegal without a special permit. 


Legalities aside, much of the op- 
position to self-service appears to be 
without merit. Some aldermen claim 
they would bring too much traffic into 
neighborhoods and erode the quality 
of motor vehicle repair work. 


As if the arrival of self-service in 
the Garden City would result in a 
headlong flight of qualified auto 
mechanics across town lines to the 
full-service bastions of Waltham and 
Watertown. 


Others argue routine auto 
maintenance will suffer, increasing 
the likelihood of traffic accidents. 


As if Newton residents lack the 
manual dexterity to check their oil, 
tire pressure and pump their own gas. 


Alderman Paul Coletti says 
consumer-operated stations often pro- 
duce a carnival-like atmosphere 
whose bright lights attract customers 
to buy lottery tickets, groceries and 


other non motor-vehicle related 
items. 


As if full-service stations somehow 
are inherently more civilized, use 
lower-watt floodlights and are 
generally less obtrusive than their 
self-service counterparts. 


Understandably, many lament the 
disappearance of the uniformed atten- 
dant sporting free glassware with a 
nostalgic sigh — just one more bit of 
Americana steamrollered in the name 
of progress. 


But like it or not, full-service sta- 
tions, for the most part, have gone 
the way of drive-in theaters. Self- 
service stations and their offspring — 
the mixed-use station sporting both 
full-service and customer-operated 
islands — are here to stay. 


In most locations they have thrived. 
Free-market forces come to bear and 
consumers naturally seek out 
retailers offering the lowest-priced 
product. For most, pumping one’s 
own gas is relatively painless and 
neighbors quickly learn the newfang]- 
ed stations are no more annoying than 
the originals. 


Despite this, some aldermen ap- 
parently would opt for a blanket ban 
on self-service stations in the Garden 
City. 


It would be more appropriate to ad- 
dress each proposal on its own 
merits, carefully weighing pros and 
cons and the impact on surrounding 
areas. 


Anything less would be a disservice 
to self service. 






Governor's Pyrrhic victory 
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Both Duke and Collins lost

One price Gov. Dukakis will pay for his not-so- 
subtle jettisoning of Higher Education Chancellor 
Jim Collins will be the disaffection of leaders and 
members of the House. 

In the long run, the uncharacteristically heavy- 
handed Byzantine manuever to scratch Collins 
from the job to which he was elected and get him 
replaced — whatever the justification — may prove 
painfully counter-productive for the governor. 

Superficially, relations between the Governor 
and House leadership remain formal and correct. 
He talks and they listen and discuss and nod. But 
underneath, according to sources, relations have 
chilled considerably. 

You don’t insult legislators and expect self- 
respecting members not to notice. You cannot imp- 
ly that one of their best and brightest is a political 
hack — and not pay a price. 

Key legislative leaders are big enough not to 
resort to petty obstructionism to show their resent- 
ment at the Governer. They have no desire to 
retaliate by sabotaging important gubernatorial in- 
itiatives that are in the public interest. 

But the Governor cannot expect them to carry his 
water henceforth as they have so far. He cannot 
send emissaries to appease or cajole them. Certain 
of his key aides have, by their performance in this 
situation said to border occasionally on meanness, 
squandered whatever credibility they might have 
cultivated with the lower legislative branch. 

Dukakis’ honeymoon with the House under 
Speaker Keverian is, in effect, all but over. For 
any new agenda or initiatives, he’ll have to con- 
vince rank and file members on his own. Topside, 
it’ll be hands off. 

It is unfortunate that personal animosity towards 
Collins — and perhaps fear of being upstaged — led 
Gov. Dukakis to paint himself into a corner from 
which he could not retreat without showing 
weakness. This at a time when effective innovative 
leadership is becoming the Governor’s calling card 
on the national scene.

Misuse of college trust funds 


One sidebar of the Westfield State College allega- 
tions of misconduct that will probably receive 
legislative attention is the use — or misuse — of 
numerous mysterious trust fund accounts that pro- 
liferate at public institutions of higher learning. 

We're talking big money here — by some 
estimates over $300 million nestling in many hun- 
dreds of accounts. 

It was from one such nebulous fund that the 
$10, 000 payment to an aggrieved student at 
Westfield was made apparently to settle his con- 
cerns following an alleged sexual assault by the col- 
lege president. The whole campus scene burst on 
the public when the institution sought to have the 
curious payment reimbursed by the state. 

These various trust funds contain sums 
generated from student fees for books, parking, 
athletics and the like or from extension services 
like continuing education. They do not revert to the 
state treasurer as do revenues from standard agen- 
cy fees. They are spent at the discretion of campus 
officers. Additional private foundations exist also 
which are beyond the reach of the state auditor. 

Too often, these trust accounts constitute slush 
funds into which college officials can dip to cover 
random expenses — even foreign travel, upkeep of 
a president’s residence, loans to individual 
students, etc. 

Look for the House Post Audit and Oversight 
Committee, asa result of its probe of Westfield, to 
move. It is said to believe the independent Board of 
Regents should set standard guidelines for handling 
potential educational crises such as the sex scandal 
and for handling private monies that aren’t run by 
the prying eyes of the state.

An American educator kidnap- 
ped by Arabs. A reporter held 
hostage by Russians. Two 
Americans killed during the 
Karachi hijackings. 

Once again Americans are 
outraged over this nation’s im- 
potence in preventing a 
worldwide debauching of our 
citizens. We demand some kind 
of action to rectify these 
grievances. 

Yet there is a weakness in our 
moral resolve. We still place a 
higher priority on individual 
dese¢rations of our national in- 
tegrity than on mass murders in 
other countries. 

A depressing case in point is 
the massacre of 21 Turkish Jews 
while they were worshipping in 
their Istanbul synagogue. 

Terrorists are savages. 

They succeed universally 
because there is no universal 
outrage. 

Within hours of the atrocity in 
Turkey, spokesmen for 
worldwide Jewish groups, a few 
Arab organizations, Israeli of- 
ficials and President Reagan 
swiftly condemned the bar- 
barism 

But they were lonely voices. 
There was no massive outpouring 
of indignation by the world’s na- 
tional leaders and religious 
authorities, none of whom at- 
tended the funeral service in 
Istanbul. 

A few days ago, a long article 
in The New York Times was 
headlined: ‘‘The Roots of Ter- 
rorism Are Found in Brutality of 
Shattered Childhood.”’ 

Icouldn’t care less. 

At this point, I’m not in- 
terested in ‘‘What makes Sammy 
run?” 

Understanding the mind of the 
terrorist is fine for the analyst, 
but it’s rotten protection for the 
victims. 

Such abstract scholarship 
reminds me of a debate in the 
Philadelphia City Council about 
reforming graffiti artists with 
educational programs. 

“This is all well and good, ”’ 
responded John Street, a black 
city councilman, ‘‘but- what I 
want to know is when do we break 
their fingers?” 


When do the nations of the 
world construct a_ protective 
methodology to break the backs 
of terrorists” 

Retaliatory strikes 
applause, but 
guarantee security 

When terrorism is responsible 
for the destruction of synagogues 
and the assassination of innocent 
Jews, it is not simply 2 ‘Jewish 
crisis, ’’ any more than Hitler’s 
Holocaust was simply a Jewish 
survival problem. 

It is ‘our’ crisis, and we are 
linked indissolubly to whatever 
happens to Jews whether we 
are Catholic, Baptist, Hindu, 
Moslem or Buddhist. That’s the 
eternal meaning of the war the 
world fought to destroy Nazism. 

But until the world’s threshold 
of anger is lowered to the point 
where it compels governments to 
coordinate a worldwide attack 
against terrorists, none of us are 
safe. The Pakistanis made that 
frightening discovery in Karachi. 

Maybe the world has developed 
a moral immunity to terrorism 
because of its inability to deal 
with South Africa’s organized 
terrorism. 

The only difference between 
the Arab terrorists who blew up 
the Turkish synagogue and the 
South African policemen who ter- 
rorize all non-whites is 
geography. Both murder at will. 
Both practice genocide. Both 
paralyze our capacity to act. 

In the last few weeks, I’ve 
been thinking about the late 
President John F. Kennedy, my 
thoughts probably inspired by his 
niece and nephew running for 
political office in two states. 

Kennedy electrified the world 
when he stood in West Berlin — a 
municipal bulwark represen 
freedom from the Berlin Wa: 
tyranny — and declared, 
bin ein Berliner.” 

Everywhere in the world those 
of us who believe in the sacred 
right of all people to live without 
fear should stand up and declare 
in Turkish, ‘‘Ben Musevi 
Turk’uyum’”’: “I am a Turkish 
Jew.’’ Just as we must declare “I 
am a black South African.” 

Until we do, all of us are can- 
didates for terrorism.

Debate over illiteracy intensified after report

For more than a decade there 
has been fierce debate among 
academics, educators, interest 
‘roups and government experts 

er the extent of illiteracy in 
thus country. Recently the federal 
government came out with a new 
study that it hoped would put the 
matter to rest. However, it has 
only intensified the debate, with 
the new government numbers be- 
ing attacked as both too high and 
too low. 

For years the accepted study 
on the subject was one published 
by the University of Texas in 
1975. It attempted to examine 
adult performance levels in 
terms of ‘‘functional competen- 
cy,’ including skills in com- 
munication, computation and 
problem solving. Using this 
method, it found that almost 20 
percent of American adults were 
unable to perform everyday 
tasks. Another 34 percent could 
perform them, but not well. 

Then in 1979 the Census Bureau 
weighed in with a count that was 
much more reassuring to a na- 
tion that prides itself on its 
educational system. The agency 
estimated that only 0.5 percent of 
adult Americans over age 14 
couldn’t read. To arrive at this 
rosy conclusion, the study 
assumed that anyone who had 
finished five years or more of for- 
mal education could read well 
enough to function in society. 
This notion was dismissed by 
most experts. 

Then, last May, the Census 
Bureau released a new estimate 
of U.S. illiteracy. Rather than the 
0.5 percent it found in 1979, it 
now estimated that 13 percent of 
American adults — approximate- 
ly 23 million people are il- 
literate. It based this estimate 
not on a survey of educational at- 
tainment, but on a 26-question 
literacy test given to 3, 400 peo- 
ple in 1982. 

This shocking increase over the 
previous Census Bureau estimate 
was explained in part by the 
numbers of non-English- 
speaking persons tested. Among 
those said to be illiterate were 48 
percent of the test takers whose 
native language was not English. 
However, only about 9 percent of 
those who grew up speaking 
English were illiterate 

One of the immediate problems 
was the test itself. Test takers 
were asked to decipher

“You may request a review of 
the decision made on the applica- 
tion or re-certification for 
assistance and may request a 
fair hearing concerning any ac- 
tion affecting receipt or termina- 
tion of assistance.”’ 

Questions such as that one pro- 
mpted many experts to claim the 
test was not of the ability to read 
and understand English, but of 
the ability to understand 
“‘bureaucratise.”’ Those giving 
the test defended it. They said 
that type of language is likely to 
appear on applications for a 
driver’s license or welfare and 
so, to function in our society, a 
person should be able to unders- 
tand it. 

Others the 


challenged ar- 


* bitrary standards that testers set 


up for literacy. If a person 
answered 21 of 26 questions cor- 
rectly, he or she was literate; 20 
or less, illiterate. If the testers 
had demanded that just one more 
question - for a total of 22 out of 
26 be correct, the number of 
“illiterates’’ would have been 
significantly higher 

One major problem in quanti- 
fying the extent of illiteracy in 
this country is defining it. Most 
everyone in the field now accepts 
a definition that is not linked to 
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grade attainment in school and is 
instead tied to the ability to func- 
tion successfully in society — a 
concept that covers more than 
reading and writing, 

Still, there are many problems 
with this definition, In our pro- 
gressively more multilingual 
society, can you really say thata 
person who may be fluent in 
Spanish or Vietnamese, but who 
has only a marginal grasp of 
English, is illiterate” 

Then, too, there is probably 
no single absolute standard that 
allows a person to function suc- 
cessfully in society. It may take a 
significantly higher standard of 
literacy to function in a complex 
city like New York than, say, in 
rural Arkansas. 

Almost all experts agree that 
illiteracy is a widespread pro- 
blem. Does it really matter if the 
number is one in 10, as the Cen- 
sus Bureau now estimates, or 
one in five, as another recent 
study estimates, or as high as 
one in three, which is the 
estimate given by writer 
Jonathan Kozol, whose 1985 book 
“Illiterate America”’ is now con- 
sidered a standard work in the 
field 

The answer is yes, because an 
accurate gauge of the problem's 


size might indicate if we as a na- 
tion are devoting enough of our 
resources to solving the problem.

across from city hall, not at the 
Warren as some West Newton 
residents wish, Mann said 
Those residents have argued the 
Warren would be a less expensive 
site, but the mayor said they are 
wrong. 

“The figures speak loud and 
clear, ” he said. ‘It’s a benefit 
that the new main library will go 
across the street.’” 

Municipal unions will press for 
wage increases similar to those 
recently granted to teachers, 
firefighters and police, he said. 

But each 1 percent across-the- 
board wage increase costs the 
taxpayers $800, 000 ‘‘forever, " 
the mayor said. ‘‘The city’s posi- 
tion is unequivocal wage ad- 
justments must be met with (con- 


tractual) language and produc: 

tivity inmprovments.”’ 

rattled off a series of his ad- 
ation’s accomplishments 
last year, ranging from a 20 per- 
cent reduction in the crime rate, 

to 20 miles of street reconstruc- 
tion or repavement. He also cited 
four victories by the Law Depart- 
ment in the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court 

The city gained national 
recognition in the battle against 
drug abuse with programs for the 
schools and drug-testing 
language in its police and fire 
contracts, he said. 

“We want our schools drug 
free. We want our workplace 
drug free, ’’ he said. ‘‘And we are 
not being swept up in the hysteria 
of the moment.” 

The city’s Solid Waste Task 
Force is working on a master 
plan that includes recycling, 





composting and disposing trash, 
Mann said. 

His administration also has 
forged ahead with ‘creative and 
innovative” efforts to solve the 
local housing shortage, he said. 
The city added 12 subsidized 
dwellings last year and plans to 
make another 140 units available 
to low-income families and 
developmentally disabled 
adults, among others. 

But despite this list of 
achievements and his plans for 
the future, the mayor again and 
again returned to the subject of 
his critics. He called on them to 
be constructive, to com- 
municate with him before a plan 
is implemented and their ideas 
and advice become nothing but 
futile carping. 

“Now is the time for criticism 
and complaint, ’’ he said. ‘‘Now 
is the time to come forward.”

“He took credit for every 
achievement except the pooper 
scooper law, '’ said McGrath. 

Alderman Elaine Gentile said 
she was struck by the strength 
with which the mayor delivered 
his views.

As a result, Marrocco is 
scrambling for sources. ‘‘The 
trouble is, people think the 
Center is just for Nonantum, ” he 
said. 

To increase visibility, Marroc- 
co sponsored a debate on senior 
citizen issues between Congres- 
sional candidate William Rosa 
and incumbent Barney Frank, 
He has also been approaching 
non-profit and other organiza- 
tions in the city for donations. 

“I have eight to 10 different 
fund-raising approaches in the 
works, " he said, ‘‘but I really 
don’t want to say until they're 
definite.” 

One fund-raiser that is definite 
is the summer partnership set up 
between Nonantum Multi- 
Service Center and community 
radio station WNTN. For every 
$25 donated to the Center, 
listeners receive 60 seconds 
worth of free ad space. 

All this fund-raising could have 


Coletti saw the mayor’s speech 
as a ‘‘pat on the back” to city of- 
ficials and aldermen. But the ad- 
dress also called on the board not 
to delay initiatives that are im- 
portant to the continued health of 
the city, he said. 

“TI got the impression he was 
asking the board to bear down 
and complete the items in his 
master plan, ”’ Coletti said. 

Later that evening, the board 
would in fact pass one of the 
mayor’s proposals, a request to 
appropriate $1 million in 
hotel/motel tax receipts for the 
proposed new main library. 

But the board also took so 
much time debating three land 
use issues that it had to adjourn 
before deciding the sale of War- 
ren Junior High School and the 
renovation of the Crafts Street 
garage. Mann wants to use pro- 
ceeds of the Warren sale for the 
$12 million library proposal. 

McGrath charged that Mann’s 
speech was ‘“‘loaded’’ with 
criticisms of him. The mayor ac- 
cused critics of not speaking up 
until a plan is well along the way 
to being implemented. He urged 
them to bring their criticisms 
directly to his office as soon as 
possible. 

The same charge has been 
leveled at McGrath for his role in 
the Crafts Street renovation pro- 
ject. 

: Some officials said the alder- 
man waited until the project was 
ready to go before he pointed out 


possible flaws that eventually 
stalled the proposal. McGrath 
has said he did not receive the 
plans until just before the city’s 
Design Review Committee was 
about to evaluate them. 

He said the mayor does not 
have an open-door policy for him. 
“T don’t get invited to his of- 
fice, ’’ McGrath said. “I’m not 
allowed into his office. When I go 
into his office, I’m treated with 
hostility and venom.” 

Mann vigorously rejected 
McGrath’s complaints. ‘The 
past is prologue, ’’ he said. “‘If 
Mr. McGrath has any construc- 
tive suggestions, I welcome him 
into my office.’’ 

He refused to get involved in 
charges and counter charges 
with McGrath. “This kind of 
futile involvement in the 
newspapers is counter produc- 
tive, '’ he said. 

McGrath’s charge that he was 
taking credit for the ac- 
complishments of other also was 
unfounded, Mann said. His 
speech was spiced with praise for 
city departments and the board. 

“T’m not going to waste my 
time with him, ’’ Mann said to 
McGrath. ‘‘How do you respond 
to a persistent, nagging 
backache?”

been avoided if Newton had suc- 
cessfully found a location for a 
new multi-service center 
building 12 years ago. The city 
allocated $250, 000 of the grant 
for the building. 

The city could not decide where 
to build the Center, After three 
years passed, the federal 
government threatened to revoke 
the money. To avoid losing the 
funds, the money was placed in 
a general fund and used for other 
projects. 

“T still feel we should have had 
(the money), but what are you 
going to do about it? It’s gone, ” 
said Alice Webber, chairman of 
the Nonantum Advisory Commit- 
tee for Community Development. 
Her board meets annually with 
the Community Development 
staff at City Hall to discuss pro- 
jects needing grant funding. 

She said a number of sites were 
considered. ‘‘We wanted to 
revamp the Hawthorne gym, "’ 
she said. ‘‘But the mayor thought 
it wouldn’t be right to renovate a 
gym when schools were being 
closed,"’ 

Another idea was to purchase 


Mazzola’s old bakery on Adams 
Street, she said. But the 
building’s owner worked at City 
Hall. If the city bought the 
building, there would be a con- 
flict of interest. 

She said the group also con- 
sidered buying homes, but was 
unable to find anything ap- 
propriate. Then the $250, 000 was 
taken away. 

Finally, the Center rented 
space in a building on Silver Lake 
Avenue in Nonantum. The Center 
had to move again recently 
because it could no longer afford 
the rent, which had been in- 
creased following remodeling. 

Now the Nonantum Multi- 
Service Center and Roger Mar- 
rocco are based out of 367B 
California St., a room about half 
the size of the Silver Lake Avenue 
facility. Programs and privacy 
have been cut, parking is dif- 
ficult and pedestrians risk injury 
when crossing the traffic-clogged 
intersection near the facility. 

Acknowledging the downward 
path the Center is taking, Mar- 
rocco can only say, “‘It’s getting 
tougher.”

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Developers lose vote; 
lawyer threatens suit

NEWTON A controversial 
petition to convert a two-family 
home on Church Street into a 
three-unit condominium fell one 
vote short of being passed by the 
Board of Aldermen Monday 
night. 

‘Despite the legislative defeat, 
developers Laurence and Sherrie 
Cutler have another option. Their 
attorney, Mark White, said he 
will sue the board and Land Use 
Committee Chaitman Cynthia 
Creem. 

Creem was not available for 
comment because she left city 
hall after White made his state- 
ment. 

In addition, White said he will 
seek to overturn the 10 Percent 
ordinance, a law designed to in- 
crease the city’s affordable hous- 
ing stock that is undergoing 
aldermanic revision, which he 
helped author when he was an 
alderman. 

The Cutlers, who own the 120 
Church St. building, needed 16 
votes to obtain a special permit to 
undergo the conversion. Special 
permit requests require a two- 
thirds majority of the entire 24- 
member board and the petition 
was denied even though the final 
vote was 15-7. 

White said the board’s decision 
was, ‘‘an abuse of discretionary 
power and a violation of the 
Cutlers’ civil rights." 

Controversy over the petition 
centered on whether the 
developers should contribute 
money to the 10 Percent or- 
dinance fund for affordable hous- 
ing. Aldermen voted to ask the 
Cutlers for a $7, 000 contribution 
after earlier board and commit- 
tee Tae of $17,000 and 
$5, 000. 

White has argued that any con- 
tribution figures were arbitrary 
and capricious because the or- 
dinance, as it now reads, says 
nothing about how much money 
builders of sub-10 unit 
developments should contribute. 

The Cutlers agreed to both the 
$5, 000 contribution requested by 
the Land Use Committee last 
week and the $7, 000 contribution 
requested by Alderman Matthew 
Jefferson. With the board 
denial, however, White said he 
will also challenge the validity of 
the 10 Percent ordinance. 

“These people are lunatics, ”’ 
White said of the aldermen. He 
also blamed Alderman Elaine 
Gentile for the petition’s defeat. 

“Elaine was ready to vote with 
us, but she changed her vote 
because the petitioner was will- 
ing to give more money, ” he 
said, ‘I just don’t understand it.” 

Gentile was unwilling to com- 
ment on White’s charges. 

Those who voted against the 
petition said they were opposed 
to the wheeling and dealing by 
White. 

“Are we running an auction 
here or what?’’ Alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle said of the 
bargaining between the peti- 
tioners and the board. ‘‘First, 
White offered us zippo. Then, 
after we voted the petition down 
with anger the first time, he 
came back and offered us $5, 000. 
Now he is willing to offer $7, 000. 
The Cutlers already have the 
signs up and are doing work 
without board approval. I don’t 
think this is the right way to do 
business.””

Some West Newton residents 
questioned Tappe’s conclusions, 
but Mann said he will trust the 
judgment of the experts. 

“The bottom line is there has 
been a lot of misleading informa- 


tion sent and published as to 
where the library should go, '’ he 
said, 

Mann is counting on proceeds 
from the Warren sale to help 
finance the new facility. 

The city’s recently released 
Capital Improvement Program 
(CIP) outlines a library funding 
program that includes $2 from 
the Warren sale. 

That money and the sale of five 
other surplus municipal proper- 
ties are expected to account for 
$5.6 million of the total needed for 
the library, according to the 
CIP. Aldermen must approve 
those appropriations. 

One surplus building, the 
Bigelow Junior High School, is 
conspicuous by its absence from 
the library funding program. 

Mann had hoped to raise 
several million dollars by selling 
the Bigelow, closed because of 
declining enrollment this June. 

The School Department, 
however, wants the building

ed the board, they estimated the 

total sale price of the three units 

would be $510, 000, nearly 
$200, 000 less than what they are 
estimating now. 

Proponents of the petition said 
the decision should be made on 
the merits of the Cutlers’ plan. 

“This meets all the re- 
quirements of an Ordinance 30 
conversion, ’» Alderman Verne 
Vance said. ‘‘It meets the square 
footage regulations and the 
building was erected prior to 
May 7, 1979, the date selected 
by the board as a cut-off for such 
conversions. We should be voting 
on whether this meets those re- 
quirements.”’ 

White said because the 10 Per- 
cent ordinance does not currently 
apply to Ordinance 30 conver- 
sions, the board had no right 
asking for a contribution. 

Had the Cutlers been able to 
put off their petition for another 
month or so, Monday night’s 
heated debate might have been 
moot. Aldermen are considering 
changes to both the 10 Percent or- 
dinance and Ordinance 30 con- 
versions that will clear up the 
discrepancies encountered by the 
Cutlers. 

Alderman Joshua Davidson 
devised a formula that builders 
of sub-10 unit developments must 
adhere to if it is passed. The plan 
takes into account the number of 
units requested above what is 
allowed by right, the number of 
units allowed by right and the 
average selling price of all the 
units. 

Davidson’s plan was approved 
by the Programs and Planning 
Commitee last week and is 
awaiting legal review by the 
Legislation and Rules Commit- 
tee. 


The Ordinance 30 conversion 
law, designed to protect the ci- 
ty’s older homes by allowing 
owners to build additional units 
for rental or sale, is awaiting a 
board vote on whether it should 
fall under the scope of the 10 Per- 
cent ordinance. Aldermen will 
vote on that Thursday.

held in reserve in case it shifts 
grade six to the junior highs, in 
which case the Bigelow would

The mayor said he will support 
the department’s request. “‘I’d 
rather err on the side of caution 
and make sure that building is 
available, '’ he said.

NEWTON HIGHLANDS 
As a small boy, Leon Trefler 
rememb watching his 
father, Eric, drop breakable 
objects from the second story 
of their Brookline home in 
order to test the strength of a 
unique adhesive he'd invented. 

These days, the late craft- 
sman’s 26-year-old son, 
owner of the Trefler Studios 
antique restoration shop in 
Newton Highlands, faces a 
different test: bringing an old- 
world skill into the competi- 
tion of the modern-day 
marketplace 

The need to transform the 
art into an efficient business 
operation has b 
necessitated by the studios 
tounding success, based on a 











en 





tradition begun by Leon's 
grandfather, Abraham 
Trefler in 1928. The elder 


Trefler brought his ability to 
restore art from Europe to 
Boston, where he had a shop 
with apprentices working 
alongside. Leon’s father ex- 
panded the business by 
developing a unique method of 


restoring ceramics, 
porcelain, ivory, jade and 
marble. The Treflers had 
studios in Boston, Brookline 


and Needham before locating 
here. 

Five years after his father’s 
death, and two since he took 
over, Leon oversees an opera- 
tion where everything from 
old furniture to chipped glass 
goblets is repaired. 

The business now has a solid 
reputation, echoed by the 
many recommendations 
Trefler has received from 
worldwide manufacturers like 
Steuben glass, Waterford 
crystal and Lenox china. It is 
also reflected in the studio’s 
current workload: Last week, 
1, 100 pieces sat on the shelves 
of the artists’ work areas 
awaiting repair. Six hundred 
others were ready to be 
returned to their owners. 


“We are booming, " Trefler 
said during a recent interview 
from his new location on 177 
Charlemont Street. ‘‘We are 
well established in the com- 
munity. People know if they 
bring something to us it will be 
done well and in a matter of 
months rather than years.” 


During the past two years, 
the business has grown “‘in 
every respect by about 120 per- 
cent, ” Trefler said. He would 
not reveal any details on the 
company’s profit growth, 
noting it is family and com- 
pany policy not to. 


The Trefler reputation is 
joined by a strong demand for 
antique restoration and the ex- 
pansion of repair markets, he

said. In addition to glass, 
Trefler studios has begun to 
restore paintings and to repair 
objects made of metal. The 
studios were commissioned 
earlier this summer by the Ci- 
ty of Cambridge to restore por- 
traits of 15 mayors who have 
served that city over the past 
100 years. 


Trefler is responding to the 
growing business in a number 
of ways. One was moving out 
of his previous studio on 14 
Wexford St. in Needham to 
this location where he has ap- 
proximately 3, 200 square feet 
of space, twice what he had 
before. 


His most serious attempt at 
modernizing, however, has 
been through automation. One 
and-a-half years ago, he and 
his older brother, Alan, a 
specialist in computers, 
began laying the foundation 
for computerizing the delicate 
repair of broken objects rang- 
ing from collectibles and 
museum pieces to broken 
dishes and bric-a-brac. 


“How do you go about com- 
puterizing a craft?” Trefler 
said. His answer was to 
develop computerized 
worksheets which divide the 
studio’s workload into 
categories. Continuously up- 
dated lists assign artists to 
each repair, detail the work 
needed, cite the tools and 
time required to complete the 
repair and note the date the 
piece has been promised to the 
customer. 


The computerization, in ef- 
fect for the past six months, 
has had “remarkably good 
success, ’’ Trefler said, in- 
creasing the studio’s produc- 
tivity level by nearly 100 per- 
cent. “‘We went from (fixing) 
70 orders a week to 180, "’ he 
said. 


But there is more work to be 
done. Although computers 
have found a place beside 
cracked medallion vases from 
the 18th and 19th centuries, 
Trefler says he still faces ‘a 
puzzling problem. We current- 
ly have a four-month backlog 
of orders,’ he said. “Our 
(eight) artists are working at 
90 percent efficiency. You 
really can’t ask any more of 
them.” 


And, unlike other 
employees, the artisans re- 
quire months of training 
before they can actually begin 
to produce. “It takes six mon- 
ths before you see any pro- 
fits, ’’ Trefler said. 


He hired five artistans 
recently and may hire two 
more shortly, he said. In addi- 
tion he hopes to hire six more 
next spring in order to reduce 
the backlog from four months 
to no more than two. He also 
plans to add on to his work 
space to meet the demands of 
increased production. 


Despite the complications of 
modernization and expan- 
sion, Trefler is confident the 
antique restoration business — 
especially the Trefler business

- has an assured future in the 
marketplace. 


While it takes six months to 
train his artists, for exam- 
ple, he said others may take 
up to three years, as they try 
to teach their employees all 
aspects of the craft, while 
Trefler teaches one specialty 
at a time. Other companies, 
he said, face backlogs of a 
year or more, so that the cur- 
rent four-month waiting 
period at Trefler Studios is lit- 
tle in comparison, he said. 


In addition, he said there 
are few other restoration 
businesses with which to com- 
pete in this dying art — only 70 
or 80 in the country — while 
customer demand continues to 
increase. In addition, Trefler 
says his company has an edge 
over competitors because his 
father’s innovative techniques 
allow him to repair objects 
more quickly and inexpensive- 
ly than others. Some outfits 
charge $100 to $150 per repair, 
while he charges $30 to $75, he 
said. 


But modernizing the antique 
business is no easy task, 
Trefler says. “You could say 
there’s an easier way to make 
a living, but I love working 
with objects. Not just museum 
pieces, but those which are 
also of sentimental value.”” 


The young businessman 
believes this dedication will 
translate into success. “If we 
can figure out the formula to 
make it go, the potential is 
limitless, ”’ he said.

Changes proposed for 
10 percent ordinance 


Sub-10 unit housing projects eyed

NEWTON — The 10 Percent or- 
dinance subcommittee, after 
two years of debate, last week 
presented a draft of proposed 
changes to the controversial 
housing law. 

The key element of the draft, 
presented to the Programs and 
Planning Committee by subcom- 
mittee Chairperson Carol Robin- 
son, is a sliding scale that will 
determine a precise dollar figure 
which developers of sub-10 unit 
housing projects must contribute 
to the city’s affordable housing 
pool. The draft was written by 
freshman Alderman Joshua 
Davidson. 

The ordinance requires 
residential developers to con- 
tribute either money or housing 
units, depending on the number 
of units they want to build. 
Developments of more than 10 
units required a contribution of 
one unit for every 10 requested. 
Controversy arose because there 
was no formula to figure con- 
tributions for smaller 
developers. 

The latest controversy 
centered on a petition by 
developers Laurence and Sherrie 
Cutler, who are asking the 
Board of Aidermen for permis- 
sion to convert a_ two-family 
home into a_ three-unit con- 
dominium. Aldermen asked as 
much as $17, 500 in return for 
granting the Cutlers a special 
permit — a figure that sparked 
charges from the developer that 
the 10 Percent ordinance was ar- 
bitrary and capricious. 

Davidson introduced a_for- 
mula, based on calculations 
made by the Cutlers, that 
eliminates ambiguities in the or- 
dinance by outlining a sliding 
scale for calculating contribu- 
tions. 

That scale takes into account 
the number of units a developer 
can build without board permis- 
sion (by-right); the number of 
units the developer is asking for 
above what can be built by right 
(bonus units); and the average 
selling price of units in the 
development. 

Under the Davison-Cutler for- 
mula, the Cutlers would con- 
tribute $3, 437.50, as opposed to 
the $5, 000 requested of the 
Cutlers last week by the Land 
Use Committee. 

Because the maximum number 
of units a builder of sub-10 unit 
housing developments can re- 
quest is nine, Davidson’s for- 
mula subtracts the number of 
bonus density units requested 
from nine. The resulting figure 
then becomes the denominator in 
a fractional equation. 

The Cutlers, for example, are 
requesting one bonus unit. The 
bottom half of the fractional 
equation is eight (nine minus one 
bonus unit.) The top half of the 
equation is the number of bonus 
units requested (one). The frac- 
tional equation, in the Cutler 
case, becomes one-eighth, 
which equals 12.5 percent. That 
figure is multiplied by 10 percent 


of the average selling price of the 
units in the development 
($275, 000), which equals 
$3, 437.50. 

While the formula may seem 
complicated, it is based on two 
logical and legally defendable 
premises, according to Assis- 
tant City Solicitor G. Michael 
Peirce. 

The first is that because 
available land is a finite quanti- 
ty, the construction of market- 
rate housing precludes the con- 
struction of affordable housing on 
any given plot. The more market- 
rate units, the fewer the af- 
fordable units. 

Under the Davidson-Cutler for- 
mula, a developer seeking eight 
density bonus units would con- 
tribute eight times as much 
money as a developer seeking on- 
ly one density unit. 

The second premise is that a 
developer seeking eight density 
units is in a better position to 
spread the cost of the contribu- 
tion over a greater number of 
units. In addition, Peirce and 
Alderman Arthur Reilly said it is 
a general construction principle 
that it costs the builder less 
money per unit the larger a 
development is. 

The second element in the draft 
ordinance is the question of 
whether developers of projects 
containing 10 or more units 
should build those units on or off 
the development site. 

Under the present ordinance, 
developers can opt to build the 
contribution units at a location 
other than the site of the propos- 
ed development, 

The committee voted that a 
developer may build off-site units 
if the number of units to be con- 
tributed to the city’s affordable 
housing pool is doubled. 

In addition, the committee re- 
quested that off-site units be built 
in the same ward as the main 
development. 

The rationale behind that, ac- 
cording to Robinson, is to per- 
suade developers to build af- 
fordable housing units on site and 
assure they do not concentrate 
affordable housing units in any 
one section of the city. 

In addition, Davidson sug- 
gested that aldermen round off 
the number of units being re- 
quested when figuring contribu- 
tions to the ordinance. Ten to 14 
units would require a one-unit 
contribution, 15 to 24 units a two- 
unit contribution and so on. 

The third element of the draft 
ordinance is a stipulation that 
developers offer 10 Percent units 
similar to the market-rate units, 
If a developer is building a com- 
plex made up of three- and four- 
bedroom units, the city should 
get three- and four-bedroom units 
as a contribution to the af- 
fordable housing stock. 

The draft will now go to the 
Legislation and Rules Committee 
for a legal review before facing a 
full board vote. 

After the meeting, committee 
Chairman Louis Irwin commend- 
ed Davidson and Robinson for 
their efforts.

He offers some very ‘s

Photographs, certificates, 
posters, burnper stickers — a 
collage of messages lines the 
walls of the MDC Special Ser- 
vices Center on Charles Street 


“Drive as if my life depend- 
ed on it.” ‘One day at a time.”” 
“Celebrate sobriety.’ These 
are some of the slogans which 
adorn John T. Mahan’s office 
at the Special Serv: Senter. 

The office at the Center is 
cluttered with paper. The gold- 
covered couch is torn and sag- 
ging. The red rug is spotted 
and the orange curtains are 
faded. But Mahan is happy 
with the decor. 

“If we fixed the building, it 
would scare some people 
off, ’’ he explains, ‘“‘We don’t 
want anything fancy 
Everyone is together in the 
business of recovering from 
alcoholism or drug dependen- 
cy, and it helps to come to an 
old place like this with people 
from all walks of life.” 

The MDC Special Services 
Center was founded in 1972, 
and Mahan estimates that 
since then, 20, 000 people 
have walked through its doors. 
As director, Mahan deals 
with both MDC employees and 
local residents who come to 
the center seeking to recover 
from alcohol and drug addic- 
tions. 

The center refers people to 
recovery groups, such as 
Narcotics Anonymous, or to 
private therapists. In addi- 
tion, it provides in-house 
counseling; regular Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA) meetings 
are held in the MDC building. 

Mahan’s first-hand ex- 
perience with alcoholism 
made him eager — and 
qualified — to help others. 
After a four-year stint with the 
navy during the Korean War, 
he took a job as a journalist. 
However, by this time he 
fulfilled the AA definition of an 
alcoholic — part of his life (his 
job) was unmanageable 
because of his drinking. 

“T had a lot of good things 
going for me, "’ he says. ‘‘ButI 
started to drink. Eventually, I 
was fired from the newspaper. 
That was the best thing that 
ever happened to me.” 

Mahan suceeded in_ his 
recovery; he proudly declares 
that he has not had a drink for 
almost 24 years. He still at- 
tends recovery meetings, but

now he is in a position to help 
those who come to the Special 
Service Center. 

One of the ways in which 
Mahan helps is through plann- 
ing events like Sober Day 
1986, which will take place on 
September 27. The day will 
feature meetings for former 
drug and alcohol addicts, 


speeches, entertainment, a 
road race, and softball and 
volleyball games.

Be sure, also, to check for 
density.

Pillows

Toss pillows are a wonderful 
way to update a tired interior or 
to camouflage a less than perfect 
upholstered sofa or chair. But did 
you ever have to decide which of 
two pillows to buy and wonder if 
one was of better quality than the 
other? 

Some decorative pillows are 
sturdier than others, says Jay 
Jacobs, pillow buyer for the 321 
Pier 1 stores in the United States 
and Canada. Jacobs, who 
travels the world to find pillows 
for this home furnishings retail 
chain, recently offered some 
guidelines to spotting the pillows 
with staying power. 

He says that while the cover is 
the major factor in price, other 
variables include type of filling 
and the method of covering. Of 
four fillings in common use (all 
polyester, a cotton-poly and 
rayon blend, chipped foam and 
kapok) he prefers 100 percent 
polyester, though it is the most 
expensive, because “‘it fluffs 
well and gives a smooth line.” 

Prices for the polyester filling 
itself vary since there are a 
number of different grades, 
some of which perform better but 
also cost more. The goal, he 
says, is to strike a happy 
medium between performance 
and cost. 

The slightly less expensive 
poly-cotton and rayon combina- 
tion is adequate for floor pillows 
because it is dense, allows a 


scorching it. 

Drawbacks include higher cost 
(as much as five times the cost of 
traditional electric coil burners) 
and the requirement for special 
cookware. Glass, copper and 
aluminum cookware will not 
work on an induction cooktop. 

Induction cooktops are the 
latest in what has become a 
widening array of cooktops 
While the choices are more 
varied, they have also made 
selecting the kitchen range a 
more complex decision process 
than it used to be when con- 
sumers had only to weigh the 
merits of gas and electric ranges. 

Nowadays, besides gas 
burners, there are four electric 
cooktops: induction cooktops, 
conventional coil elements 
burners, solid element burners, 
and glass-ceramic cooktops. 

Each type has its advantages 
and disadvantages, according to 


help to

the least expensive filling, is 
also least acceptable, says 
Jacobs, since it flattens down 
and breaks down. The resulting 
dust often comes through the 
covering, he adds. 

Though by tradition, down has 
been considered the most lux- 
urious pillow filling, nowadays it 
is rarely used. Besides being 
very expensive, it is inconve- 
nient because it must be fluffed 
continually. 

Although you can't see the fill- 
ing, you can easily find out what 
has been used, since manufac- 
turers are required by law to af- 
fix a label listing cover and filling 
contents to each pillow they ship. 

“Our customers use pillows as 
a fashion item. They may have 
several sets for winter and spr- 
ing, or for everyday and com- 
pany. So we bring them in as in- 
expensively as possible’ He 
estimates that the construction 
method utilizing liner and zipped 
cover would add from $3 to $5 to 
the cost of each pillow. 

Pillow covers with zippers 
naturally can be unzipped and 

The retailer says his firm 
prefers to have pillows sewn clos- 
ed, instead of adopting the more 
expensive expedient of encasing 
the fiberfill in a liner and then in- 
stalling a zipper in the outer 
cover. 


Designer dresses up walls

Today’s interest in dressing up 
the surfaces of walls has led to a 
new emphasis on unusual pain- 
ting techniques. 

Strie, which is also known as 
combed texture; antiquing; lac- 
quer, and trompe l'oeil are 
among several methods interior 
designers are employing. 

The enthusiastic amateur can 
tackle these specialized finishes 
with a willing heart and a little 
practice, says Marilyn Rolnick, 
an interior designer in Dallas 
who has made painted finishes 
something of a specialty in her 
residential work there. 

Recently, Rolnick offered 
some tips for both the do-it- 
yourselfer and the individual who 
chooses to hire a professional 
painter to apply these effects, 

“The first step in any technique 
is preparing the walls," she 
said, Floating, which involves 
applying a layer of a bedding 
compound to walls, is the best 
method to obtain the requisite 
unblemished surface. 

Select the strie technique if you 
want to add texture to a wall. The 
process involves raking with a 
broom or a metal painter's comb 
the still-damp bedding compound 
(available premixed from paint 
stores) to create a series of 
ridges. If the wall is combed ver- 
tically, the ceiling will appear 
higher; if horizontal lines are 
made, the room will appear 
wider, 

To add even more texture to a 
Strie wall, she recommends 
painting the combed wall and 
then topping that coat with a 
glaze in another color, which is 
then partially wiped off. If the 
base coat is white, it Is 
necessary to apply a clear sealer 
before glazing. 

To give new life to wood panel- 
ing, try painting or antiquing it 

“Painting dark wood paneling 
with a light-colored enamel is 
relatively easy and really 
brightens a room, '' added the 
decorator 

You could also antique the 
paneling, which lends a more 
traditional feeling to a room. She 
advocates that method when in- 





expensive paneling (often put up 
in tract homes during the 1950s 
and 1960s) becomes dingy with 
age. 

It takes courage to add 
blemishes to a wall, but Rolnick 
says an attractive rustic effect 
can be created by physically 
distressing the walls to achieve 
irregularities and indentations 
before antiquing. 

Instead of distressing, you 
might prefer to achieve an anti- 
que finish by application of a thin 
undercoat of latex enamel follow- 
ed by a glaze that is wiped down, 
Allow the glaze to dry for 48 hours 
to prevent cracking. Then dot the 
walls with irregular pin pricks of 
brown or black paint. Seal the 
whole with a synthetic varnish 
for asoft, aged look. 

To retain dark walls, while 
still reflecting light into them, 
look into a shiny finish, Lacquer, 
a difficult but beautiful finish 
when done properly, achieves a 
shine similar to the glossy polish 
of automobiles. Lacquer is 
dramatic and its effect increases 
in dark colors such as deep red, 
green and black, 

“The key to a good lacquer job 
is wall preparation. After 
floating, the walls should be 
sanded until they are blemish- 
free and smooth as glass and 
sealed with a primer coat, "’ she 
said, You will need to lacquer the 
ceiling, too, for compatibility, 
She suggests combining jewel- 
tone walls and a white ceiling. 


Trompe !’oeil is another techni- 

que that can be rewarding if well- 
done, The technique (a literal 
translation of the French is “fool 
the eye’) involves painting a 
Scene in an unexpected place. 
“You might paint an open pantry, 
an outdoor view or a library ona 
wall. Attempt it if you have some 
experience painting for fun or 
hire a painter whose work you 
like, If you do it yourself and it 
doesn't work, you can always 
paint it out 


Regardless of the technique 
you have employed, the last step 
is always painting the wall witha 
transparent sealer (ask your 
paint retailer) to protect the 
finish

She says that matching the 
cooktop with compatible pots and 
pans is essential if you want to 
derive maximum benefit from 
the advances made in 
technology. 

She adds that the conventional 
coil element which made its first 
appearance in the United States 
in the 1890s has a number of ad- 
vantages. It is the least expen- 
sive of today’s cooktops, has a 
good heating speed and is the 
most forgiving of pots with 
warped bottoms, Furthermore, 
coil tops will accept large can- 
ners and woks (some newer 
cooktops will not) and can ac- 
commodate cookware of any 
material. The major disad- 
vantage to the traditional coil ele- 
ment burner appears to be the

sent out to a dry cleaner, which 
does appear to be a great ad- 
vantage.

He advises 
against washing a pillow, even if 
the cover is of a washable 
material “because you can’t be 
sure the dyes won’t run.” 





If the pillow isn’t already 
treated with a stain repeller 
when you buy it, he recommends 
applying a finish yourself when 
you get it home. Then treat spots 
immediately and for general 
maintenance shake out the dust 
once ina while. 

Most of the time, toss pillows 
don’t get very hard wear, but if 
you anticipate a problem, seek a 
very durable pillow or choose an 
inexpensive one that can be 
replaced. For hard wear, Jacobs 
recommends a wool cover in a

Solid element cooktops, which 
have been popular in Europe for 
many years, have been in- 
troduced in the United States in 
the last two years or so. Their 
popularity is partially based on 
the fact that they are promoted 
for their “European styling.”’ 

They work in the same way as 
coil element cooktops but the 
heating coils are embedded in a 
cast iron plate mounted to the 
stove top, which may be either 
of ceramic or stainless steel, 
thus eliminating the drip pan and 
the chore of cleaning it. 

Since cast iron heats up 
gradually and retains heat for 
quite a while, you can turn off 
the heat and finish cooking food 
after the power has been shut off. 
Another advantage is that solid 
element burners never get as hot 
as coil types, hence are easier on 
pots and pans, which tend to 





wrap under 
temperatures. 

Some solid element cooktops 
have one or more thermostatic 
controls which make it possible 
to closely control temperatures 
for delicate cooking jobs, such 
as melting chocolate or maintain- 
ing precise temperatures for 
deep fat frying. 

In order to realize the ad- 
vantage of the solid elements, 
pots and pans must be absolutely 
flat bottomed and precisely fit 
the cooking element. It is ineffi- 
cient to use large pots, such as 
canners, on such a burner, an 
important consideration for those 
who cook in oversize pots. Solid 
element cooktops are more ex- 
pensive than the traditional coil 
type. 

Introduced in this country in 
1966, glass-ceramic cooktops 
can be cleaned easily and have no 
drip pan to clean, On the other

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TRADITION

Tradition alludes to the shy bride, retiring behind 
her veil of delicate white. 

Well, today’s bride cannot be categorized so 
easily. The age range of brides is wider than ever, 
and whether the bride is getting married for the 
first or second time, and whether the first-time 
bride is young or a senior citizen, each bride wants 
her wedding to be unforgettable. 

And since the brides are so different, each will 
have different criteria for creating the wedding she 
desires, whether it be contemporarily bold or soft- 
ly traditional. 

The ideal leans to tailoring the day to the couple’s 
preferences with a nod to timeless wedding tradi- 
tions. 

Weddings of a more formal nature are return- 
ing, but they may vary in theme. The Victorian 
wedding and the wedding fashioned in the art deco 
style of the ’20s are two of the most popular trends 
for women desiring a lavish presentation, and the 
place to begin to set the mood is with the dress. 

The bride should feel free to let her imagination 
reign in deciding whether her look will be formal 
and elegant with a flowing gown and a train several 
pews long, or a more up-to-date affair with a tea- 
length gown purchased off the rack. Special-order 
gowns from traditional wedding collections take as 
long as 12 weeks to be delivered. 

More young brides are choosing the traditional 
gown, which naturally is complemented with a 
long line of attendants, formal church wedding and 
a sit-down dinner afterward. Bridal consultants say 
the return of the formal engagement allows the 
young bride to have the necessary six to eight mon- 
ths, or even year, necessary for planning such a 
formal event. 

Professional women who are just a little bit 
busier or those planning a second wedding may join 
their younger sisters in the return to tradition, but 
ina more streamlined manner. A beautiful wed- 
dings can be planned in only two or three months, A 
bride can choose a smaller wedding party, adress 
purchased off the rack or an elegant dinner suit. 

Color also helps to set the tone of the event. 
Romantic soft shades always will be popular, but

colors this season are bright and bold, from bridal 
attendants’ apparel to invitations, flowers and 
other wedding party decorations.

Imagine a wedding reception 
without a towering wedding 
cake, punch or refreshments 
to savor after the ceremony, 
one without small bags of rice 
to throw at the departing cou- 
ple. How can one toast the 
new bride and groom if 
there’s no champagne? 

A reception without food would 
be like a groom without a bride 
It's a given just as love and 
marriage go hand in hand, so do 
wedding receptions and good 
food and drink. 

Although food is deemed part 
of the wedding by tradition, 
tradition doesn’t dictate what you 
must serve. Today’s bride can 
dream to her heart’s content, 
then relay those dreams to a 
reliable caterer who can make 
them reality. 

Some brides dream big. One 
Texas bride threw a reception at 
her parent’s ranch complete with 
barbecued ribs, chicken, 
teriyaki shrimp, corn on the 
cob, potato salad, hamburgers 
and hot dogs. A miniature bride 
and groom on horseback topped 
the wedding cake. 

Other brides have smaller, 
more economical receptions in 
mind. A quaint English tea is an 
appropriate and relatively inex- 
pensive idea for an afternoon 
reception; yet it still holds the air 
of romance many brides want. 

A good rule of thumb is to serve 
guests the amount of food they 
would expect at the particular 
hour when the reception takes 
place, according to ‘‘The Bride’s 
Book of Etiquette’ (Perigee; 
$6.95). It’s smart to time your 
wedding accordingly. Guests will 
most likely expect a sit-down 
meal or buffet during the lunch 
and dinner hours; but a tea or 
cocktail party would be fine in 
the late afternoon or evening.

Once you've found the caterer, 
don’t hestitate in finding out all 
the specifics. This is no time to be 
shy 


- an oversight by either you 
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or the caterer could result in a’ 
reception disaster. Ask about 
sampling the meal or hors 
d'oeuvres you’ve ordered. 

For smaller affairs, the 
bride’s family may decide to take 
on catering themselves. H 

It's best to plan a menu for 
which everything can be bought, 
prepared and stored in advance, 
and to recruit reliable friends jor 
relatives to help with cooking, 
organizing and preparation. 

Arrangements will have to be 
made to rent or borrow glasses, 
flatware, plates, linens and 
chairs from a party rental ser- 
vice. Plan to set up the food table 
sans food at least six hours before 
the wedding and have serving 
pieces identified for the serving 
staff. You’ll probably want ‘to 
hire at least one waiter to serve 
and help clean up afterward. 

Whether you employ a caterer 
or do it yourself, you'll have to 
make some decisions on liquor 
and the wedding cake. 

The cake will likely draw a lot 
of attention, so a_ beautiful 
presentation is a must. For'a 
catered reception, you may 
want to have the caterer do the 
job. Otherwise, choose a baker 
or talented friend. Pete

When planning a reception, a 
bride and groom need the 
creativity of a director, the 
resourcefulness of a producer 
and the knowledge of a behind- 
the-scenes technician to bring it 
all together. 

They're staging a production of 
sorts, complete with costumes, 
lighting, music and props ... 
even “performers.” There’s no 
set script, but most couples hope 
guests walk away entertained. 

Deciding on the perfect 
“‘stage’’ — the reception location 
— is one of the first decisions that 
confronts a couple. It’s best to 
consider the type of wedding 
ceremony being planned — 
elegant vs. casual, traditional 
vs. avant-garde — before making 
achoice, says Bride’s magazine. 

Among the leading candidates are restaurants, hotels, private 
clubs and catering halls, largely because they not only supply the 
location and attractive decor, but can sometimes provide food, 
flowers, music and decorations. Remember to make reservations in 
advance — a year before is not too early. 

Houses of worship are also popular choices because of convenience 
— guests need only move from the chapel to the recreation area. 

Some couples feel there’s no place like home, even when it comes 
to a wedding and reception. A big back yard filled with flowers and 
trees could accommodate a large reception while a formal living 
room or cozy family room would suit a small, informal gathering of 
well-wishers. The family will probably welcome any home im- 
provements made for the occasion and enjoy them long after the 
reception is over. Consider weather and parking facilities before 
making a final decision.

The Chamber of 
Commerce can be helpful in pro- 
viding a list of potential reception 
sites. 


Once there’s a stage, there 
will have to be scenery. Besides 
the essentials like tables and 
chairs, a couple will want to 
decide on centerpieces, 
backdrops for the line and 
displays for the cake and food. 
Some situations might require 
additional lighting. 


Find out what the reception 
location offers for the base rental 


price, then consult with a caterer, professional decorator or florist 
on ways to make the setting more festive. A couple might consider 
renting plants for the day or constructing a large party tent in the 
yard if the reception is outdoors. 

Now comes the costuming. No wedding would be complete without 
a bridal bouquet, groom’s boutonniere and blossoms for 
groomsmen, bridal attendants, parents and grandparents. 

The bride traditionally carries a white bouquet, but the rules can 
be broken. It’s a good idea to give the florist a complete description of 
the bridal gown, including sketch and fabric swatches so he or she 
can recommend a style most flattering to the overall look. 

The bridesmaids and honor attendants usually carry arrangements 
similar to the bride’s. A person’s preference, on the other hand, 
should take priority when the couple is planning corsages for the 
mothers and grandmothers, says the ‘‘Bride’s Book of Etiquette” 
(Perigee; $6.95). 

White carnations are the traditional choices for fathers and 
groomsmen; the groom and best man can get fancier with a white 
rose. Some sentimental brides might choose to follow the age-old 
custom of plucking a flower from her bouquet to pin on the groom’s 
lapel. 

If a bride wants her bouquet to be as pretty on her 10th anniversary 
as it is on her wedding day, she might consider silk flowers for 
herself or the entire wedding party. Silk flower specialists can con- 
struct arrangements in any color and design. The flowers are prac- 
tical choices when the couple will be attending more than one recep- 
tion.

The bride may decide to 
have a professional makeover 
for the formal portrait.

A friend or 
relative sees the event dif- 
ferently than a hired profes- 
sional and may provide a more 
personal slant on the wedding. 

But giving a friend or 
relative sole responsibility for 
shooting your wedding can be 
a burden. What if the film 
doesn’t develop properly’ 
What if a key shot is blurred? 
Hiring a professional for the 
key shots and leaving a friend 
or relative to shoot candids 
might be the best combination.

Planning a wedding brings

This return to tradition has 
resulted in less of what Grosser 
calls ‘novelty’? honeymoons. 

“Taking the first week of mar- 
riage to relax from the wedding 
and spoil themselves a little is the 
route that most couples take, ” 
she said. ‘I'd say a few of the 
most popular destinations are 
Jamaica, Hawaii, Bermuda 
and Mexico, with the average 
price for a week in a very nice 
location running around $1, 000 
per person. This is not to say that 
one can’t have a very nice honey- 
moon for less than $1, 000.’’

MELROSE — Ken Meharg is a 
man who likes to practice what 
he preaches. 

Overything in this office, " he 
8 “except for the picture of 
my daughter and the fish on the 
wall that I caught, I traded for.” 

Six years ago, as a recent 
graduate of North Shore Com- 
munity College, Meharg and 
some friends founded Unlimited 
Business Exchange (UBE) of 
New England, a franchise of a 
similar operation in Salt Lake Ci- 
ty. Instead of selling merchan- 
dise, UBE acts a brokerage 
house for businesses interested in 
exchanging goods 1 services 
for other goods and ices, 

“Bartering isa good alter- 
native for the businessman with 
exc! inventory to get rid of, " 
he says. ‘It is a $600 billion in- 
dustry world-wide, and I see my 
job as bringing it down to the 
local level." 

When he and his friends first 
started the business, Meharg 
says they had problems faced by 
any new operation. 

“I spent a lot of time on the 
phone and knocking on doors, "” 
the 34-year-old entreprenuer 
says. “We had some tough 
times, but I'll be rich someday.” 

Last May, Meharg bought out 
his friends and is now UBE’s sole 
owner. In the six years he has 
been in the barter business, 
Meharg says his client list has 
grown to more than 600 com- 
panies providing a wide range of 
goods and services. 

From accounting and advertis- 
ing services to word processing, 
yarn and Ziebart rust-proofing, 
Meharg has hundreds of 
businesses at his fingertips. Us- 
ing a large rolodex, seven phone 
lines and a computer, Meharg 
spends his days playing Let’s 
Make a Deal. 
























Those interested in joining the 
barter exchange pay a one-time 
$300 membership fee and an 8 
percent service fee every time 
they make a transaction with 
UBB's vast network of goods and 
services. In addition, Meharg 
Says those who stay on for more 
than a year pay an annual fee of 
$100. 

“If someone stays on that 
long, they like the service we are 
providing, '’ he says. “If they 
don’t stay on for a year, we don’t 
charge them any dues.”’ 

The barter exchange, he 
says, is based on the principle 
that business owners want to con- 
serve their cash flow by trading 
excess merchandise for products 
or services they might otherwise 
buy ata retail level. 

Using an imaginary clothing 
store as an example, Meharg ex- 
plains how his operation works. 

“Say the clothing store owner 
became a member of our net- 
work,’ he says. “Say the 
clothing store owner was paying 
$200 for invoice slips. What we 
could do is bring the clothing 
store owner together with so- 
meone printing invoice slips who

might want to trade the slips for a 
suit. If the suit only costs the 
clothing store owner $100, he 
would get $200 worth of invoice 
slips at half the price he would 
pay in cash. The same would be 
true for the printing shop owner. 
He would get the $200 suit for 
whatever wholesale price he 
pays for the invoice slips. 

To further illustrate his point, 
Meharg pulls out a monthly 
tabulation sheet from one UBS 
customer ting all the various 
goods and services he purchased 
and those he sold through the ex- 
change. 

“We have this one baker who 
baked a wedding cake and 
received a trip in return for a trip 
to DisneyLand, "' he adds 

Meharg likens his barter 
system to Matercard or Visa 

“We issue our clients a plas' 
card similar to any credit card, "' 
he says. ‘They call us up and let 
us know what kind of products 
they are looking for and we send 
them in the right direction. When 
a transaction is made, the 
clients fill out an invoice slip with 
one copy going to me. That goes 
into our computer system and we

Same tax rules apply 


NEWTON — Even though cash may not change hands in tran- 
sactions made through the Unlimited Business Exchange (UBE) 
of New England, Uncle Sam still gets a piece of the action. 

According to UBE owner Ken Meharg, those doing business 
through the barter exchange network must still pay taxes as if 
they were buying or selling goods and services for cash. 

“The same tax rules that apply to cash transactions apply to 


customers that apply to the seller of a good or service.” 
Using Meharg’s theoretical clothing store owner and printing

Tax code revisions may be temporary 


Dear Mr. Frankel: 


Some of my colleagues at work 
have been discussing the new 
changes in the tax code. Some of 
them seem to feel that the pro- 
posed lower tax rates won't last 
for long. I don’t understand their 
reasoning. Is there a chance they 
may be correct?

Dear D.A.: 


I would no more venture to 
predict the future form of the tax 
code than I would New England 


weather. However, your col- 
leagues are not alone in their 
thinking. 


Our economy provides employ- 
ment for those who seek it, and 
over the years has also provided 
an increasing number of benefits 
for those who are unemployed, 
ill, disabled or retired. These 
benefits require more and more 
money, and are dependent upon 
those who are employed to pro- 
vide it. The strategy has been to 
use legislation and tax provisions 
to encourage businesses to raise 
money, and to invest in job- 
providing plants and equipment.

employees. Many of these are in 
the service industries just men- 
tioned. At the same time, many 
of the nation’s largest employers 
have, and are continuing to, cut 
back on their workforce. 

The Senate Small Business 
Committee recently made a 
number of recommendations in- 
tended to encourage the growth 
of such small businesses, to 
therefore provide continued 
stimulation to the economy. They 
resolved that no fundemental 


changes in the federal tax code 
are warranted, and that any 
such changes should not be 
retroactive. They maintain that 
small businesses today bear a 
disproportionate share of the tax 
burden, are charged higher in- 
terest rates than competing 
businesses, and have been 
adversely affected by the in- 
creasing number of anti- 
competitive merges and acquisi- 
tions. 

If all this is true, action should 
be taken to encourage the 


businesses that will be providing 
much of our future growth. In- 
stead, Congress proposes to: 
eRestrict the growth of long- 
term investment capital by 
reducing the benefits of IRAs. 

*Reduce the growth of long- 
term capital by sharply reducing 
401K retirement plans. 

eRepeal the Investment Tax 
Credit (ITC), which has 
stimulated investment in plant 
and equipment. 

eInstall an alternative 
minimum tax at a rate which will 
affect many smaller businesses 
otherwise not showing a taxable 
gain. 

eTax capital gains on ordinary 
income — thereby removing an 
important incentive for equity in- 
vestment in smaller firms which 
have profit potential. 

Based upon these facts alone, 
it would seem your colleagues 
have some justification for the 
skepticism.

Schur favors maintaining reservations 


NEWTON - Rep. Susan D. Schur (D-Newton) testified in favor of 
a bill she has co-sponsored which would provide regular 
maintenance by the Metropolitan District Commission (M.D.C.) of 
the Hemlock Gorge and Elm Bank Reservations along the Charles 
River. 

The bill would authorize the M.D.C. to hire a professional staff 
which would consist of planning, conservation, park manage- 
ment, trail maintenance, and visitor service personnel. 

“When Hemlock Gorge was first acquired by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission in 1982 it was called ‘one of the most beautiful 
spots in Metropolitan Boston, ’’’ Schur said. ‘‘Unfortunately, this 
site’s natural beauty has been marred by decades of neglect.” 

In addition to the bill, Schur is actively pushing for the $235, 895 
the M.D.C. needs to fund the Charles River program 

A bill also sponsored by Schur, which would improve the state’s 
child support enforcement system, received a favorable report 
from the Committee on Human Sevices and Elderly Affairs. A 
similar bill passed in the House last year, but died in the Senate. 

“All states are required by recent federal legislation to improve 
their child support laws and procedures,” Shur testified. 
“Massachusetts only has until April 1 to implement legislation. If 
we fail to meet this deadline we could lose up to $21 million in 
federal reimbursements for our child support programs.” 

In 1985, Schur was appointed by the Governor to serve on a 32- 
member Child Support Commission which reviews current 
Massachusetts law and recommends changes. The Commission 
found the major problems were fragmentation of the system, a 
lack of uniformity in setting and enforcing orders, and inadequate 
provision of services. All of the Commission’s recommendations 
have been incorporated into Shur’s bill. 

Schur said the bill will make better use of the taxpayers’ money. 
“By improving our child support enforcement system, 
Massachusetts will potentially save millions of dollars now spent 
on welfare payments, ” Shur said. 


Frank backs lower insurance rates 


NEWTON - In response to the concerns of several area 
businesses, Rep. Barney Frank (D-MA) is calling for a federal 
commission to recommend ways to deal with the economic effects 
of mounting liability claims. 

Frank announced plans to join U.S. Rep. Hank Brown (R-CO) in 
introducing legislation that would establish a commission to make 
recommendations on reducing the insurance burden on businesses 
which results from increasing liability claims. 

“J think it would be outrageous to allow a lack of ability to get in- 
surance to drive a responsible businessperson out of business, "’ 
Frank said. ‘I believe the problems facing legitimate businesses 
are severe enough that the federal government should study possi- 
ble limitations on liability.”’

NEWTON - Rep. David B. Cohen (D-Newton) hosted a strategy 
session with consumer advocate Ralph Nader to establish a Con- 
sumer Utility Board (CUB), an organization designed to ensure 
consumer input into the rate-setting procedures of utility com- 
panies. 

CUB would be organized as a private not-for-profit corporation 
funded and controlled by a board of directors elected by dues- 
paying members. Utility consumers would be informed about CUB 
and invited to become members through a contribution. These 
membership dues would fund a staff of utility experts to offer ex- 
pert testimony on behalf of consumers at rate hearings. 

“I am confident that there is enough support and momentum 
behind CUB that we will finally see its enactment this year, ” 
Cohen said. ‘‘The overwhelming show of support in the House vote 
proves that this is an idea whose time has come; consumers in 
Massachusetts need rate relief.”

Welfare office gets Child Support Award

has received the Department of 
Public Welfare’s Child Support 
Award for its efforts to collect 
support payments on behalf of 
150, 000 children on welfare in the 
commonwealth. 

This year, the Department of 
Public Welfare collected a record 
$50 million in child support 
payments. The child support en- 
forcement staff of the 
Brookline/Newton office col- 
lected more than their goal of 
$550, 000 in child support. 

“More than 90-percent of the 
families on welfare in 
Massachusetts are on welfare 
because one parent — usually the 
father — does not pay child sup- 
port, ’ said Charles M. Atkins, 
commissioner of the Department 
of Public Welfare. 

“In the first year following a 
divorce, women and children ex- 
perience a 73-percent drop in 
their standard of living, while 
men experience a 42-percent 
rise, ‘he said. 

“Fathers who don't pay sup- 
port hurt us all. The children suf- 
fer because they are forced to 
live in poverty. Taxpayers suffer 
because we have to foot the bill 
for welfare programs. And socie- 
ty suffers when absent parents 
are permitted to ignore their 
moral, legal and financial 
obligations to support their 
children, ’’ Commissioner Atkins 


“The child support enforce- 
ment staff of the 
Brookline/Newton office has 
done an outstanding job of collec- 
ting support payments and I am 
extremely pleased and proud of 
their work. Not only have they 
saved tax dollars, they have 
helped ourmost vulnerable 
citizens—the children on welfare 
in this state, '’ the commissioner 
concluded. 


Child support enforcement 
workers increased the amount of 
collections by automatically 
deducting payments from absent 
parents paychecks, intercepting 
approximately $2 million in 
federal and state income tax 
refunds, more vigous enforc- 
ment of voluntary support 
orders, better coordination with 
the district and probate courts 
and the use of collection agen- 
cies 

The child support staff of the 
Brookline/Newton welfare office 
received the award from Atkins 
at a special ceremony on June 18 
in Provincetown at the 50th an- 
nual welfare conference 

The Brookline/Newton office 
also received the ‘‘Commis- 
sioner’s Excellence Award”’ for 
reducing errors in welfare cases 
to less than 3 percent and placing

Aldrich murder trial 


Woman's jail term is suspended

CAMBRIDGE A Newton 
woman, who pleaded guilty last 
week to being an accessory after 
the fact to her mother’s murder, 
was sentenced to the time she has 
already served while awaiting 
trialat MCI, Framingham. 

Judge Cortland Mathers, sit- 
ting in Middlesex Superior 
Court, ordered Susan Aldrich, 
37, of 25 Oak Terrace, to serve 
348 days — the time she has 
already served — and suspended 
the remainder of a 3-5 year MCI 
Cedar Junction State Prison 
term. Miss Aldrich was to have 
been released on probation last 
week. 

The victim, Emily Aldrich, 
78, of 25 Oak Terrace, was stab- 
bed to death about 4 a.m. on Sept. 
13, 1985, by Miss Aldrich’s 
boyfriend, Tyrone O'Neil, 22, 
of; Salem. O'Neil, last June 9, 
réceived a life sentence after 
pleading guilty to the second 
degree murder of Mrs. Aldrich. 

Miss Aldrich admitted she pro- 
vided a false alibi for her 
boyfriend in an attempt to cover 
up the crime. Her lawyer, Jack 
Young, asking for a sentence to 
the time already served, said 
Miss Aldrich has ‘‘suffered 
enough” for a crime she commit- 
ted out of love for O'Neil. ‘For 
less than one half hour, your 
honor, in the interest of love, 
she gave a statement to police,

Drug rehab stressed in Italy 
to ‘instill a faith in life’

NEWTON - An inquisitive Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann wanted to know if Italy faces the same pro- 
blems of drug and alcohol abuse as America. 

He was surprised - and a little skeptical - when 
some of the 20 high school students visiting from 
Florence, Italy and their teacher said substance 
abuse was not as great a problem in their 
homeland. 

“The problem is more in America, but it ex- 
ists, ’’ said Clara Vella Cingari, a teacher of 
English literature at Liceo Scientifico Gramsci. 
“We don’t try to hide the problem.” 

“T find it difficult to believe you have no problem 
when I’ve been reading differently, " said Mann, 
speaking to youngsters in the main aldermanic 
chamber last week. 

Drug and alcohol abuse were on the mayor’s 
mind because he had just returned from a two-day 
meeting devoted to the subject in Washington D.C. 

A 20-member panel of the United States Con- 
ference of Mayor’s adopted Mann’s plan to hold a 
National Mayors’ Day, tentatively set for Nov. 15, 
to educate the public on drug abuse. 

The Italian youngsters are visiting Newton under 
a student exchange program between Italy and the 
local schools. 

Mann was curious about the details of Italian life 
and found out from them that some youngsters get 
around Florence on Mopeds. He also described to 
them the facets of local culture the youngsters 


might find familiar, such as the recent growth of 
soccer's popularity here. 

But with the Washington conference still fresh in 
his mind, he devoted most of the time to a discus- 
sion of alcohol and drugs. 

Drug abuse, he told the youngsters, is an inter- 
national problem. The coca plant, which is used to 
produce cocaine, is grown in South American 
countries and shipped throughout the world. 

But the Italian youngsters persisted in saying 
drugs and alcohol are not a great Italian problem. 

Emilio Frigerio, 19, said alcohol does not hold 
such a great attraction for Italian youth because it 
is not forbidden. ‘In Italy, we can go into a store 
and we're not that interested, ” said Frigerio, a 
recent high school graduate from the town of Como. 

When asked if marajuana can be obtained at 
school, one youngster said, ‘‘No, drugs are for- 
bidden.” 

Eventually, however, some admitted that drugs 
are available. Frigerio said heroin is a problem 
among the affluent in Italy. 

But drug abuse is not as pervasive in the sun- 
drenched Mediterranean country as in America, 
he said. And the government is waging a much 
more intense war against terrorism than nar- 
cotics, he said. 

When narcotics use is discovered, Italian of- 
ficials stress rehabilitation, Cingari said. ‘In Ita- 
ly, we try to recover the people who are induced in- 
to drugs, ’’ she said. ‘‘We try to instill a faith in 
life.”

Clinics go beyond check ups 


NEWTON Mrs. Smith had 
been coming to the Health 
Department’s clinic at the 
Newtonville Senior Center occa- 
sionally over the past few years. 
Her husband had died several 
years before, and she appeared 
to cope well with the loss. 

This particular morning she 
complained of not feeling well 
and questioned if her blood 
pressure was up. She had a 
history of hypertension, and in 
fact her blood pressure was 
significantly elevated. The nurse 
began by reviewing her medica- 
tion and diet. Mrs. Smith then 
said, ‘I have not been hungry 
lately. Nothing appeals to me. In 
fact, I just don’t feel like doing 
anything.” This alerted the staff 
that there might be more to her 
situation than an elevated blood 
pressure. The nurse said, “It 
sounds as though you might be 
upset. Is there something going 
on in your life that is making you 
sad?” Mrs. Smith burst into tears 
and said, “It’s been two years 
this month since my husband 
died. I know I should be used to 
being alone, but it still hurts. My 
friends don’t want to hear me 
complain, so I try to keep up a 
front, but my heart aches all the 
time.” After spending time let- 
ting Mrs. Smith verbalize her 
feelings the nurse suggested a 
few things. Acknowledging that 
she was still grieving over her 
husband, the nurse asked if she 
would like more time to explore 
these feelings with one of the 
mental health nurses who could 
arrange to meet with her private- 
ly. Mrs. Smith agreed. Since her 
blood pressure was indeed 


elevated, it was suggested she 
check with her doctor. 

The nurse also suggested she 
get involved in new interests like 
the walking club where she could 
meet new friends and get some 
excercise. 

Nutritional counseling was also 
offered so that she could learn 
about a low salt diet and a more 
healthy way of eating. 

The staff then encouraged her 
to come back to the clinic after 
the doctor’s visit to check her 
blood pressure and review her 


medication especially if any 
changes were made. 
A few months later, Mrs. 


Smith returned to the clinic. She 
was feeling better about herself 
and said, ‘I never knew how 
much it would help just to have 
someone listen. I still can get 
lonely sometimes but I’m beginn- 
ing to learn how to help myself 
when I feel depressed. I went to 
the M.D. as you suggested and he 
felt no changes needed to be 
made in my medications at this 
time. He was happy to hear that I 
was getting some help coping 
with my sadness.” 

Mrs. Smith continues to visit 
regularly at the Drop-In Center 
where she has become increas- 
ingly active in the various pro- 
grams offered. 

The Newton Health Depart- 
ment’s Adult Division has a lot to 
offer Newton residents. The Divi- 
sion consists of four (4) public 
health nurses and four (4) grant- 
funded mental health counselors. 
They offer a wide range of ser- 
vices with the main objective be- 
ing health promotion and disease 
prevention. The services are free 


of charge and available to those 
residents 18 years of age and 
older. 

There are two main health 
clinics open daily located in 
Newtonville at 345 Walnut St. and 
Nonantum at 367 California St. 
They function on a drop-in basis 
and provide blood pressure 
monitoring, diabetic and 
anemia screening, medication 
teaching and nutrition counsel- 
ing. A public health nurse is 
available to discuss and monitor 
your health problems in-between 
visits to your regular doctor. 

These services are also 
available during a visit to the 
home for those who are complete- 
ly housebound due to illness or 
disability. 

The public health nurses also 
offer health education and 
screening programs. Some ex- 
amples of programs offered in 
the past are weight loss, 
sodium's relationship to 
hypertension, seat belt safety, 
skin cancer screening and hear- 
ing screening. Flu immuniza- 
tions are also administered each 
fall by this division. 

Mental health counseling is 
also provided through a grant: 
funded program that targets the 
high-risk, low to moderate in- 
come elderly. The nurses can 
provide counseling and support 
to those having difficulty coping 
with many situations often met in 
older life such as loneliness, 
grief and depression.

Children today 


What I 
test means 
for a child

Intelligence tests Wechsler, 

Stanford-Binet and McCarthey are 
given a lot of importance by teachers 
and doctors. They do not provide the 
same information that other testing 
does. 
The results of an 1.Q. test can be 
wrongly interpreted. When correctly in- 
terpreted, however, 1.Q. tests can help 
parents make better decisions. 

1.Q. tests are really screening devices 
that help experts begin to figure out how 
learning works. Once an I.Q. test is 
given and the results are understood, a 
psychologist can decide what special 
learning tests should be given. 

In general, “intelligence” is the same 
thing as a child’s abilities. Ideally, 1.Q. 
would tell teachers and parents what a 
child is capable of. In other words, alow 
1.Q. should mean that a child will not do 
well at school, no matter how good the 
teaching is, and a high I.Q. child should 
excell even if the teaching is so-so. Un- 
scetunately; things are not quite so sim- 
ple. 

Interpreting an I.Q. test gets more 
complicated as children get older. Ver- 
bal subtests increasingly test what a 
child has learned at home and school. If 
there is a learning problem or cultural 
deprivation, verbal I.Q. could be low. 
Yet this does not mean that the child has 
limited abilities. Parents should feel that 
they can ask how the subtest scores in- 
dicate basic school ability versus ad- 
vantages and disadvantages in learning. 

The results of an I.Q. test are affected 
by many factors. For this reason, 
parents must make sure what each score 
means. Unless we understand how each 
learning process works in simple 
language, then the scores will only label 
the child. 

Fourteen-year-old Alex and his 
parents were upset about his low 1.Q. 
scores. He had been doing poorly in 
school, and his parents were sadly con- 
cluding that he wasn’t very smart and 
would never do very well. His verbal I.Q. 
was at the low end of the average range, 
and this was about as well as Alex had 
done on the group standardized tests. 
The wrong decision would have been 
made had the investigation stopped with 
the intelligence test. 

‘The I.Q. test scores were used in deter- 
mining what should be done next. Two 
important strengths and two important 
weaknesses were discovered. Alex was 
found to be strong in receiving informa- 
tion visually. In contrast, he has a 
weakness with auditory discrimination 
and processing. 
Information coming through the 
spoken word to his ears does not get to 
his thinking in an organized way. This is 
how most of the teachers in his school 
had been teaching him over the last 
three years and also how most of the ver- 
bal section of the 1.Q. test is ad- 
ministered. 

Alex also was found to be good at con- 
centration and memorization but he has 
what is called an attention deficit 
disorder. In group situations, such as 
classrooms where lessons are taught 
and standardized tests are given, he is 
easily distracted. In these situations it is 
like turning a radio on and off, and try- 
ing to understand what is being said. In 
the end, Alex was trying to concentrate 
on information that was only partially 
received. 

This boy was excited about beginning 
the school year after a good summer 
sehool catchup experience. He has learn- 
ed ways to pay attention better in class, 
ahd will take medicine to help him with

NEWTON — The Garden City was well represented on a list of 
alleged tax scofflaws the state Department of Revenue released last 
week as part of a collection crackdown aimed at recovering millions 
in delinquent tax revenues 

The last known residence of 27 of the alleged tax scofflaws is 
Newton. 

One former Newton man, Frank M, Mason, of 47 Clements Road, 
ranked ninth among the nearly 1,500 names made public last week by 
Revenue Commissioner Ira A, Jackson 

Mason allegedly owes the state $248,163.60. 

In all, the taxes allegedly owed by local scofflaws total $1,198,451.43 
or nearly 4 percent of the $30.3 million in delinquent state 
assessments Jackson hopes to recover. 

Although he promised a series of get-tough measures to snare the 
lost revenue, Jackson admitted the best efforts of his department and

A lot of these people are the hardcore we know we're not going to 
collect,” Revenue Department spokesman Harry Durning said last 
Friday. “But we're not in business of writing-off taxes, we're in the

Massachusetts is the only state that publishes the names of tax 
delinquents. The list released last week gave the names of the 1,477 
persons who reportedly have owed $5,000 or more for a minimum of

In Boston and Cambridge, the pregnancy 
rate is so high that officials may start offer- 
ing students contraceptives in the public 
schools, But, in Newton, teachers are shrug- 
ging off the need for such drastic measures 
and relying on a more traditional approach 
to sex education. 

The Newton school system offers sex 
education in the seventh and tenth grades 
throughout the city, and, in many schools, 
the topic is first discussed in the fifth grade 
A recent survey of neighboring com 
munities showed Newton placed con 
siderably more emphasis on beginning the 
learning process in the elementary grades. 

But some Newton parents, educators and 
social workers wonder if enough is being 
done. One high school counselor said she 
has seen four pregnant teenagers since the 
school year started two weeks ago. 

And, according to social workers, teen 
pregnancy runs through all levels of society 

in poor as well as affluent communities 
They add that it is not rare for Newton 
students to have sexually-transmitted 
diseases

Vaunita Schnell, a guidance counselor at 
Newton North High School, does not know 
exactly what sort of sex education should be 
offered; but she just wants to see more of it, 
“School's been in session for two weeks,”’ 
she said, “and I have worked with four 
students on the issue,”’ 

These students were all freshmen and 
sophomores, she said. "They're not inform- 
ed. They're really very naive (about con- 
traceptives) They're all very vulnerable 
and think this can't happen to them.” 

But, according to Susan Sawyer, director 
of the Adolescent Health Center on Centre 
Street, girls in Newton get pregnant as easi- 
ly as their counterparts in other, less af- 
fluent communities.

With the decline of the extended family

‘Society has changed drastically over the 
past 15 years,’’ Schnell said, ‘and kids are 
caught up in that."’

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State auditor criticizes 
court's recordkeeping

NEWTON State Auditor 
John J. Finnegan has slammed 
the city’s District Court and Pro- 
bation Office for deficiencies in 
their financial recordkeeping 
procedures, but spokespersons 
for both offices say they already 
have corrected the problems 
cited in his report. 

Finnegan first cited 
‘discrepancies in source 
documents” that chronicled the 
payment of fines levied by the 
district court. In ten percent of 
the cases surveyed, ‘‘the dockets 
showed discrepancies ranging 
from $20 to $105 a month between 
the records of the Clerk- 
Magistrate’s Office and the Pro- 
bation Office,’’ Finnegan stated. 

“The discrepancies were ap- 
parently caused either by a lack 
of communication between the 
Clerk-Magistrate’s Office and the 
Probation Office or by errors on 
the various supporting 
documents maintained by the 
Probation Office. The First 
Justice acknowledged the 
seriousness of the situation and 
stated that, on occasion, 
representatives from the Clerk- 
Magistrate’s Office and the Pro- 
bation Office look at the judge’s 
notes in order to resolve any 
discrepancies,” according to the 
report. 

Assistant Clerk-Magistrate 
William McEvoy pointed out that 
the information in the auditor’s 
report was gathered between Ju- 
ly, 1983, and June, 1985. ‘‘You’re 
looking at stale data,’’ he said, 
adding that the problems refer-

red to in the audit had been taken 
care of in the interim. 

The key to correcting the defi- 
ciencies, according to McEvoy, 
was to increase the numbers and 
the proficiency of personnel 
assigned to the problem areas 
pointed out in the audit report. He 
said the staff of the district court 
made the corrections a top priori- 
ty. ‘‘The staff deserves a real pat 
on the back,’’ McEvoy said, ad- 
ding that a number of ‘‘short 
lunch hours” and ‘missed coffee 
breaks” were evidence of their 
dedication. 

Marie Stevens, head of the ci- 
ty’s Probation Department 
echoed McEvoy when she ex- 
plained how problems pointed out 
by Finnegan had been corrected 
in her office. The audit landed on 
two bookkeeping deficiencies in 
the Probation Department: Mon- 
thly bank statements were not 
reconciled regularly and the 
financial histories of proba- 
tioners paying off fines were not 
kept up-to-date. 

The audit report noted that 
much of the delinquent recor- 
dkeeping could be attributed to 
the lack of a bookkeeper in the 
Probation Department. Stevens 
said it took more than a year to 
fill the slot after the depart- 
ment’s bookkeeper retired, with 
the job being posted on more than 
one occasion. 

Like McEvoy, Stevens said the 
combination of commitment 
among Probation Department 
personnel and specialized train- 
ing by the Trial Court’s Internal 
Audit staff was responsible for a 
speedy correction of deficiencies.

Looking for better education for deaf

NEWTON — A new State agen- 
cy committed to improving ser- 
vices and education for the hear- 
ing impaired plans to see to it 
that the deaf are given the right 
to lead independent lives. 

Barbara Jean Wood, commis- 
sioner of the Deaf and Hearing 
Impaired, who is deaf, explained 
the commissions’ powers and 
capabilities to Newton North 
High School special needs 
teachers, hearing impaired 
students and their parents last 
week, 

Wood addressed the audience 
using sign language, while her 
translator communicated for 
her. In her opinion, it is time 
schools play a much larger role 
in demanding change and sup- 
port from the state to ensure that 
deaf children reach their max- 
imum potentials. 

The deaf community in the 
state has drafted a bill now 
before the Legislature proposing 
a special branch be developed in 
the Department of Education to 
focus soley on deaf education. 

“Right now there are no 
specialists in deafness in the 
Department of Education,” 
Wood said. “This sort of exper- 
tise is needed to assist students 
and parents. I think it should 
really be there. It is up to schools 


and parents of the hearing im- 
paired to show the department 
how important such a resource 


It is most important, in 
educating the deaf, to avoid 
isolating them from hearing 
students in the classroom or in 
after-school activities, she said. 
To make this possible, schools 
need an abundance of sign- 
language translators for the deaf. 
“A lot of schools don’t provide 


Wood said the commission’s 
role is to also ‘“‘raise the con- 
ciousness”’ of the general hearing 
public.

is deaf. 

“One thing the deaf community 
complains about is there are not 
enough deaf teachers,”’ she said. 
“It is so important for deaf 
students to have strong role 
models. It allows them to see for 
themselves that there are no 
limits to their achievment. 

In 1977 the state established the 
Massachusetts Office of 
Deafness, which has evolved into 
what is now know as the Commis- 
sion for the Deaf and Hearing Im- 
paired. The new commission, 
started in July, will prove to be 
more powerful, according to Ed 
Mulligan, director of EDCO's 
(Education Colaborative of 
Greater Boston) secondary pro- 
grams for the hearing impaired 
at Newton North. 

“The Massachusetts Office of 
Deafness was much more 
limited,’’ Mulligan said. “They 
had no funding or political sup- 
port, which at this point the new 
commission has.” 

The new commission, Mulligan 
said, has given the schools new 
hope for better services. 

“They have put someone in the 
state department that has a deep 
understanding of the deaf and the 
needs we as educators are work- 
ing with,” he said. “I think we're 
going to see some very positive 
changes.”

Frank Spitzer, the health 
education coordinator at Newton 
North, says the key topic discuss- 
ed during sex education classes 
in tenth grade is taking respon- 
sibility for the consequences. 
“We talk about it from the very 
beginning,’’ he said. 

Information on contraception 
and the human body is not 
enough. And distribution of con- 
traceptives within the school 
“hasn’t even been discussed,’ 
Spitzer said. ‘‘The issue of 
pregnancy may be higher in 
Boston, so it may be more ap- 
propriate there.” 

What's important, he said, is 
discussing students’ and parents’ 
attitudes towards sex. By 
understanding the origin of their 
attitudes, students will become 
more comfortable talking about 
sex to their boyfriends and 
girlfriends, counteracting a 
tendency to submit to peer 
pressures. 

And, judging by the class mood 
by the end of the year, ‘‘We might 
be making some headway,” 
Spitzer said. 

Ronnie Werner, director of 
Alliance for Young Families, has 
discovered a different mood 
among teens. ‘‘We get (preg- 
nant) kids who are 15 and 16 
years old,” she said, who ‘‘don’t 
really know the consequences of 
becoming sexually active.” 

Whether the course is suc- 
cessful or not, by emphasizing at- 
titudes over the nuts and bolts of 
sexual activity, Spitzer is bypass- 
ing subject matter which was 
first introduced to some students 
in the fifth grade. 

According to Bob Kilburn, the 
science department head for 
grades K through 8, two-thirds of 
the elementary schools teach sex 
education in grade five or six. 
The course instruction, however, 
is optional. 

In fact, said Kilburn, instruc- 
tors should not teach sex ed if 
they feel uncomfortable with the 
subject matter, 

For Lynne Browne, a Parent- 
Teachers Organization president 
who has a sixth grader in the 
Newton school system, this is ‘“‘a 
cop out."’ Sex education should be 
made mandatory in every 
elementary school. 

“Are we meeting the teachers’ 
needs or the students’ needs?” 
she asks. ‘‘Who are we trying to 
help? 

“I think there are valuable 
things to be said before the hor- 
mones start raging in junior 
high,” Browne said. 

According to Liz Kirsch, a 
Newton parent of two, “If they're 
going to have (sex ed) as part of 
the curriculum, then it should be 
part of the curriculum,’ and of- 
fered in every school. 

Sex education is offered in the 
fifth or sixth grade because, ac- 
cording to Kilburn, that is when 
adolescent development begins. 

Children start thinking about 
their sexuality at a very young 
age, said Joseph Massimo, chief 
psychologist with the Newton 
public schools. “Anything that 
helps them understand what it 
means to be a human being is im- 
portant.” 








Judy Eyal, who wrote the 
elementary school sex education 
curriculum, has a strict set of 
rules for students in her 
classroom. No giggling or 
laughing is allowed, ‘‘unless they 
hear me laugh first,’’ she said 
And students can not use slang 
words for parts of the body. 

“Tt's done as a serious subject 
.. There’s no sensationalism.” 

Students will review material 
learned in the fifth or sixth grade 
in the seventh grade, when it is 
mandatory that all Newton 
public school students take sex 
education. 

Kilburn suggests that the 
seventh grade class could be im- 
proved if computer software 
were available for the lessons, 
allowing teachers to cover more 
ground with students who have 
already taken sex education in 
elementary school. 

Another idea for improving sex 
education, is to include lessons in 
morality just knowing 
what's moral and what isn’t.”’ 
said Schnell. Further, students 
should learn a few practical 
lessons. For instance, ‘Boys 
need to know they can be charged 
(by police) for getting someone 
under 16 pregnant,” she said. 

Unfortunately for many teens, 
sex education lessons do not sink 
in until they or their girlfriends 
become pregnant. 

“Tn these cases,” said Schnell, 
“everybody feels bad.”

The Newton Graphic is as concern- 
ed as any agency in the Garden City 
about the proliferation of drugs in our 
schools. But the befuddlement it has 
created among our students has been 
matched by the puzzlement of those 
assigned to solving the problem. 
There must be a better way. 

Put on your helmets. The second 
wave of the campaign against drug 
abuse, which was building a couple of 
weeks ago when congressmen elected 
to override some of the elements of 
the U.S. Constitution, is set to hit 
cities all over the country on ‘‘D Day - 
Drug Awareness Day,’’ Nov. 18. 

The first wave came a couple of 
years ago when New England’s DEA 
head Robert Stuttman showed up at 
an anti-drug forum at Newton North 
and told the boys in the crowd they 
could develop breasts if they smoked 
marijuana. 

Stuttman wore a toupee at the time. 
Channel 2, WGBH, made a slip on the 
evening news when they ran the cap- 
tion “Robert Stuntman’ under his 
picture. At the peak of his concern for 
the well being of New England 
teenagers, he parlayed the hoopla sur- 
rounding his campaign into a new job 
as head of the DEA for the New York 
City area. Once in New York, he drop- 
ped the toupee. 

You remember the time. It was just 
before ex-Celtics star Dave Cowens 
came to North to convince the kids it 
was unwise to experiment with 
alcohol. Approximately one week 
later, Cowens showed up with 
Milwaukee Bucks star Bob Lanier ina 
well known TV commercial touting 
Lite beer. 

In fact, the anti-drug/alcohol cam- 
paign in Newton has proven to be a 
springboard for several people. Now 
our own Mayor Theodore D. Mann has 
hit the national limelight with his plan 
for “D-Day, Drug Awareness Day.” 
As a member of the Committee on 
Drugs of the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors, he has convinced his col- 
leagues from New York, Detroit, 
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WILL TAKE MY DRUG TEST RIGHT 
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Atlanta and other cities of the viabili- 
ty of his plan. On Tuesday, Nov. 18, ci- 
ty and school officials will join with 
youth counsellors and other advisors 
in “‘war councils” all over the country 
to formulate the most effective 
strategy for combatting teenage drug 
and alcohol abuse. 

“Tt was my idea,’’ Mann assured 
the local press, adding his plan just 
happened to coincide with the cam- 
paign President Ronald Reagan has 
moved to the forefront over recent 
weeks. 

We do not doubt the mayor’s com- 
mitment to putting errant youths back 
on the track. The amount of time and 
energy he has devoted to trying to 
solve the problem of drug and alcohol 
abuse in the schools is eloquent 
testimony to his concern. We genuine- 
ly applaud any and all efforts to con- 
vince schoolkids that drugs will only 
confuse and confound them in pursu- 
ing their goals. 

But we do not subscribe to the 
repetition of appeals that, until now, 
have fallen on deaf ears. 

Nor do we appreciate the scare tac- 
tics, such as the ones that made the 
1930’s ‘“‘Reefer Madness’’ a comedy 
classic over the years, or the misin- 
formation that still colors much of the 
propaganda against drugs. 

What we want to see is a straightfor- 
ward approach to the causes of the 
problem. Why do kids turn to drugs 
when all they can cause is confusion, 
pain and suffering? What is the need 
they are trying to satisfy? What other 
means could be used to satisfy that 
need? 

We already have a large network of 
agencies in Newton aimed at 
eliminating this problem. The Newton 
Police Department, which recenily 
developed a separate unit to concen- 
trate on drug-related activities in the 
city, has been in the front line of the 
battle for decades now. A number of 
educational programs have been in- 
stituted in the schools, all the way 
down to the elementary grades. 


If these approaches 
are failing to address the 
problem effectively, let’s 
not duplicate them. ‘‘Say 
‘no’ to drugs’ might 
make a neat slogan, but 
it is dogma of the sort 
kids can spot in a second. 
They react adversely to 
it. They want reasons. 
Let’s find them. 

Let’s nail down the 
crux of the problem. In 
this campaign, we need 
input from real experts, 
not the ones who carry a 
number of capital letters 
after their names. 
These, of course, would 
be the kids themselves. 
They know what’s going 
on. They might even 
know why. Let them tell 
us.

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Now the war against drug abuse 
has become a political stampede

In the course of just a few 
weeks, the issue of drug abuse 
has so captured public attention 
that politicians are caught in a 
stampede to do something to 
keep from being trampled and 
left behind in the dust. 

“Suddenly all you hear about is 
drugs,’ said an aide to Vice 
President George Bush, who was 
handed a piece of the issue back 
in 1982 and has sought to focus at- 
tention on his leadership role in 
the drug war ever since. 

“The vice president talks about 
it,"’ the aide said, who agreed to 
be interviewed on the condition 
he would not be identified. “But 
he has always talked about it. 
Now, all of a sudden, nobody is 
talking about anything else.” 

The issue, of course, had been 
around for a long time. It was 
adopted as first lady Nancy 
Reagan's pet project less than a 
year after she moved into the 
White House. 

But the Bush aide, like several 
White House officials questioned, 
said the cocaine-related death of 
University of Maryland basket- 
ball star Len Bias on the eve of a 
promising professional career 
acted as a catalyst, precipitating 
a national outpouring of concern 
as no speeches or public hearings 
ever could do. 

Bias died June 19, just as law 
enforcement authorities, medical 
experts and the news media had 
begun to focus attention on crack, 
a new form of chemically 
purified cocaine that was gaining 
popularity in the drug-using com- 
munity. Experts say crack ex-

Like the sands of the sea- 
lapped Massachusetts shoreline, 
the Bay State political scene con- 
tinues to shift, 

Nowhere is this more apparent 
than in this year’s cast of 
nominees for statewide office, 

For the first time this century 
there isn’t a so-called Yankee ~ 
or even a reasonable facsimile - 
running in either party for any of 
the commonwealth’s six top elec- 
tive chairs, from governor to 
auditor. 

While almost nothing in polities 
~ especially Massachusetts-style 
~ is certain, the next head of state 
will be of Greek ancestry. 

Both third-term-bent 
Democratic Goy. Michael S. 
Dukakis and industrialist George 
S. Kariotis, his apparent 
Republican challenger, are 
Americans whose parents came 
from Greece. 

Mr. Kariotis, from Wayland, 
running in an 1ith-hour write-in 
candidacy, finished third in Tues- 
day’s GOP gubernatorial 
primary. But unless Gregory 8S. 
Hyatt, who won the nomination, 
there is no doubt that the high- 
tech executive will be the GOP 
contender, (State Rep. Royall 
Switzler, who had also dropped 
out, finished second. ) 

That 1986 may well be the year 
of the Greeks, at least in the 
political arena, here in the 
Athens of America, is further 


acerbates the highly addictive 
and potentially deadly nature of 
the drug. 

Although aides are vague about 
the date, suggesting the presi- 
dent’s concern had been evident 
for months, about three weeks 
after Bias’ death Reagan told his 
advisers he wanted to play a 
more personal, visible part in the 
antidrug campaign, and they 
began studying the issue, looking 
for things he could do and tactics 
he might adopt. 

“This is an issue that needs 
everybody’s attention, so why not 
the president's?” Mrs, Reagan's 
spokeswoman, Elaine Crispen, 
quoted the first lady as saying at 
the time. The first lady’s press 
secretary said the president ‘‘of- 
fered to do something, and she 
certainly didn’t say no.”’ 

Some senior aides say Reagan 
was ahead of the public opinion 
explosion, sensing the need for a 
renewed public campaign even 
before the Bias case. 

And indeed, the Reagans had 
begun to share the drug issue 
weeks before, when the president 
saluted his wife’s trip to 
Malaysia and Thailand to recruit 
international support for her an- 
tidrug campaign. And Mrs. 
Réagan shared her husband's 
podium as the couple sought 
public support for the ‘Just Say 
No”’ program she inspired. 

But just as on Capitol Hill, 
where some 300 drug abuse bills 
languished as other pressing 
issues moved along, the demand 
for action had not yet been felt. 

Before Reagan's advisers were 
ready to recommend a course, 
the issue seized the Congress, 
too. 


Less than two weeks after 
White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said Reagan was con- 
templating a personal campaign 
against drug abuse, a band .of 
Republican House members pro- 
posed a ‘‘Drugs Out of America” 
program. That was quickly pre- 
empted by House Speaker 
Thomas P. O’Neill Jr., D-Mass., 
who announced the House would 
“wage a legislative war against 
drugs that is equal to the 
devastating battle being waged 
by those who make a living injec- 
ting poison into the bloodstream 
of our country.” 

O'Neill directed his committee 
chairmen to come up with a 
package of antidrug legislation 
ready for House action by Sept 
10. The House considered the 
package, toughened it and sent it 
to the Senate last week with a 
pricetag some say could rise as 
high as $6 billion between now 
and 1991. 

Reagan’s own, less expensive 
proposals, embracing some 
House provisions, such as institu- 
tion of the death penalty for cer 
tain drug-related crimes, were 
unveiled last week. 

White House strategists, aware 
of the pressure for a new drug 
law in plenty of time to campa’ 
on it this fall, are now working 
with Senate leaders to slow the 
stampede enough to regain con- 
trol of the issue — and the costs 
before Reagan is faced with the 
prospect of having to cast a veto 
to halt a popular, election-year 
spending spree.

ines. And that includes weleom- 
ing into the party both in 
dependents and Democrats, 


especially those who share thi 
philosophy of the political right 
including less government, fewer 
taxes, and the reinstatement o! 
capital punishment. 

Mr, Kariotis, Mrs. Hampers, 
and former US Attorney Edward 
F. Harrington of Needham are 
Democratic dropouts, as |s 
former Gov, Edward J, King 
who until last winter had been ex 
pected to try a gubernatorial 
comeback in his new party 

If nothing else the newly 
chosen GOP slate could be a fur 
ther step toward respaping the 
party along ideological lines. Te 
what extent it produces a more 
cohesive Bay State GOP remains 
to be seen, Clearly Republican 
liberals and moderates of the 
stripe of the party's three 
previous most recent guber 
natorial nominees ~ Francis W 
Sargent, Francis W, Hatch Jr 
and John W, Sears - are con 
spicuously on the party sidelines, 
if not in voluntary exile. 

The Republican slate, as hard 
hitting as it will surely be, faces 
an uphill battle in the November 
election.

“T can’t say anything to him. 
His room is a mess. He talks back 
to me. He stays out late at night.” 

“Her grades are terrible. All 
she seems to care about is talking 
to her girlfriends on the phone. 
She won’t talk to us, or spend any 
time with the family.” 

“All he does is mope around the 
house, and keep the door to him 
room closed. What should we 
do?” 

Over the years, I have heard 
many complaints parents have 
with teenagers, along with re- 
quests for help with their son or 
daughter. I have seen parents 
feel sad, angry, frustrated and 
helpless when describing their 
children, and have concluded 
that when a child becomes an 
adolescent, effective parenting 
becomes, for better or worse, an 
em, tionally draining, nearly im- 
poss).le experience. Why this 
should be so is complex, but a few 








general principles might be 
useful in understanding this 
phenomenon. 


Adolescents unerringly tune in- 
to their parents’ vulnerabilities 
and find some way to challenge 
or expose them, either directly or 
indirectly. If you as a parent 


have any unresolved conflicts, 
and what human being doesn’t, 
you will be confronted with them 
in some way. In one family I saw, 
the 17-year-old son, a seemingly 
“normmal’’ boy in his parents 
eyes, drove home on a newly pur- 


chased motorcycle, causing a 
major family blow-up. The 
parents had many concerns 


about safety, but for the father, 
with his cousin having died 
tragically in a car accident many 
years ago, this act of his son’s 
represented one of his worst 
nightmares. 

The importance of tuning into 
and exploring one’s own reac- 
tions to your teenager’s behavior 
is essential. Otherwise your own 
conflicts will get played out with 
your children and your partner. 
It was important for the father in 
the previous example to unders- 
tand the source of the intensity of 
his reaction before he could talk 
effectively with his son about his 
misgivings. 

Teenagers will definitely test 
you on what you find acceptable 
and unacceptable behavior. They 
will find ways to disagree in some 
obvious and some not so obvious 
areas. This is normal. In- 
furiating, frustrating, at times 
gut wrenching, but normal. If 
you, as an adolescent, found 


ways to thumb your nose at your 
own parents, your children may 
in all likehood find ways to do 
that to you. If you, as an adoles- 
cent, were ‘“‘good’’, you may be in 
for some rude shocks. You can 
try to finesse your way out of this 
situation by being ‘“‘friends’’, or 
“nice’’, but this often serves 
either to delay the inevitable or 
increase the kinds of things your 
children must do to get a reaction 
from you and others. 

You may try to clamp down on 
your teenagers, but this usually 
leads to either open warfare or 
covert guerilla action on your 
children’s part. Adolescents need 
to test your limits, to rebel, as 
part of their own maturational 
process of defining and testing 
themselves. 

What can you do about this? As 
a start, accept the inevitable, 
even hope for it. Don’t be afraid 
of disagreements and _ setting 
limits. The art of setting limits in 
a firm but caring way is, 
however, easier said than done. 
Picking the area you want to 
disagree on and practicing on 
smaller issues can be useful 

One mother in a family I saw 
began to practice setting limits 
with her 13-year-old daughter by 
disagreeing about the length of 
her daughter’s fingernails. In ac- 


tuality, she didn’t care much one 
way or the other about the length, 
but found it a useful place to 
begin. If she lost, there were no 
dire consequences. In fact, she 
rather hoped her daughter would 
win to give her a chance to 
disagree and win ina safe arena 

Involving teenagers in defining 
ground rules and appropriate 
consequences can be helpful. In 
doing this, it’s important to find 
areas of agreement, if you are a 
two-parent family, with your 
partner so that you are not work- 
ing at cross purposes on the ma- 
jor issues. Sometimes, ‘‘couple”’ 
issues get played out through 
disagreements about children, 
and, if this is the case, you may 
need to discuss your ‘“‘couple’’ 
relationship. 

Often, surprisingly, teenagers 
pick harsher punishments then 
their parents think are ap- 
propriate. Talking about these 
issues allows for parents and 
teenagers to hear and understand 
each other in important ways for 
a family. Trite as it might sound, 
talking rather than yelling or 
distancing is the key to making it 
through your child’s adolescence. 

Finally, underlying all of 
adolescence for you and your 
family are the themes of separa- 
tion, loss, growth and change. 








Duke, Seabrook figure in N.H. governor race

HAMPTON BEACH, N.H. — 
The race between New Hamp- 
shire Gov. John Sununu, running 
for his third term, and the can- 
didate the Democrats nominated 
last week has the making of a 
tortoise-and-hare match. 
Sununu, a facile, bright, cocky 
technocrat, has brought high 
employment and a big surplus to 
the state. Paul McEachern is a 
tall Portsmouth a /:ney, rather 
halting of speech and schoolboy- 
shy, who lost big in a guber- 
natorial primary two years ago 
for his blasphemous suggestion 
of a 3 percent income tax, and 
who ruefully admits that “55 per- 
cent of the people of New Hamp- 
shire never heard of me.” 

But this is one election where 
an issue may be more important 
than the candidates. The issue is 
Seabrook, the nuclear power 
plant set on a lovely stretch of 
New England’s short seacoast, a 
mile and a half from the rolling 
blue of Hampton Beach. Sununu, 
an advocate of nuclear power, 
says it is essential to New Hamp- 
shire’s new prosperity and can- 
not in any case be stopped. 
McEachern says Seabrook can 
be stopped by stopping Sununu. 

New Hampshire voters can see 
Sununu’'s point about energy — 
even though 60 percent of the 
electricity would go out of state — 
but they have a speck in their 
eye. It is Chernobyl. Talk to 
anyone in the Granite State about 
anything for more than three 
minutes and you'll hear about 
Chernobyl. A housewife in An- 
trim, who pays Sununu the 
supreme compliment of compar- 
ing him with her idol Ronald 
Reagan, said suddenly, “‘Do you 
realize that people are still dying 
over there?” 

A retired secretary from 
Plaistow, a town that would 
receive evacuees in the event of a 
nuclear accident, is sitting in the 
lobby of a seaside hotel when the 
governor passes by. ‘‘Him,”’ she 
sniffs. ‘Wants to open Seabrook. 
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Let him put it in his back yard 
and then start it up. What about 
Chernobyl? I have neighbors and 
all they think about is when to put 
the potato in the oven so it’s 
ready when the husband comes 
home. They never think of the 
rest of the world, or their grand- 
children. Nobody’s safe. Look at 
the reindeer they had to destroy. 
McEachern? Never heard of 
him.”’ 

The ‘“‘Live Free or Die’’ state 
turned back a nuclear threat last 
winter when the federal govern- 
ment proposed putting a nuclear 
waste dump within its borders. 
Amazed at the residents’ fury — 
and belatedly mindful of the 
devastating effects on Sununu’s 
re-election and the first presiden- 
tial primary — the Reagan ad- 
ministration backed down. But 
many feel powerless about 
Seabrook, where workmen are 
scurrying about readying a low- 
power test for later in the fall. 

“T hate it, but what can you 
do?” said the proprietor of An- 
trim’s supermarket. ‘‘It’s 
politics. And you have to ask 
yourself if it’s worth giving up a 
good governor just because of 
Seabrook? Is it overriding?”’ 

Last week’s results would sug- 
gest that, for many New Hamp- 
shire voters, it is. The combined 
totals of the anti-nuclear can- 
didates (three Democrats and 
one Republican) was 46,667. 
Sununu, who won last time by 67 
percent, got 42,000. Republican 
Roger Easton, a total unknown 
who spent $6,000 on his cam- 
paign, drew a surprising 12,000 
votes. 

One Republican politico said, 
“Yeah, they’re voting Seabrook 
in September, but will they in 
November?” 

Sununu will try to make 
McEachern and his hapless — and 
since renounced — tax proposal 
the issue. But McEachern will go 
against the dictum that dollars 
dictate in New Hampshire and 
try to make survival, not 
economics, the question. 
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McEachern will have a united 
Democratic Pariy at his back. 
His two rivals appeared at his 
Tuesday victory celebration, and 
have accepted campaign 
assignments. 

One reason Democrats are 
dreaming dreams of a repeat of 
1978 — when they threw out Gov. 
Meldrim Thomson on a 
Seabrook-related issue, a pro- 
posal to tax rate-payers for con- 
struction costs — is McEachern’s 
campaign manager. Jeanne 
Shaheen, a quiet, auburn-haired, 
awesomely focused mother of 
three, steered Gary Hart to his 
stunning primary upset victory 
in 1984. She is lining up the anti- 
nuclear forces, which have kept 
Seabrook at bay for 10 years, to 
go door-to-door for McEachern — 
as they would for anyone 
breathing who tries to stop the 
plant. She will emphasize phone 
calls and house calls to counter 
the huge television war chest 
amassed by Sununu. She wants 


Easton to head up Republicans 
for McEachern. 

She is also praying for outside 
help from Gov. Michael Dukakis 
of Massachusetts, who so far has 
refused to accept evacuation 
plans for the six Bay State towns 
that lie within 10 miles of the 
plant. Seabrook would like to cut 
the radius down to two miles, and 
cut out Massachusetts. Dukakis 
is a hero to anti-nuke forces anda 
“Just for fun’’ poll conducted by a 
Boston firm showed him beating 
Sununu for governor by 10 points 
in Sununu’s own state. 

Sununu charges Dukakis with 
using Seabrook for presidential 
ambitions, and McEachern with 
being ‘one of those people who 
will say anything to win an elec- 
tion.’’ 

But before Nov. 4, he’ll have to 
come up with something better 
than that.

Children begin the process of 
separation from parents at birth, 
but it accelerates dramatically 
starting with puberty. There is a 
mourning process that goes on, 
both conscious and unconscious, 
as your adolescent struggles with 
his or her ambivalent feelings 
about growing up and you strug- 
gle with your mixed feelings 
about saying goodbye. This pro- 
cess can trigger off long forgot- 
ten memories and feelings you've 
had about both your own strug- 
gles to separate from your family 
of origin and your own losses, 
changes, hopes and dreams. 

In addition, when your child 
leaves home, your life will in- 
evitably go through a re- 
organization. Even if it’s one you 
have prepared well for, such a 
major change is difficult. A new 
phase of family life begins when 
your children leave home, and 
this phase can bring its own 
rewards and struggles 
Acknowledging to oneself (and 
others) this level of emotional 
reality is important in helping 
you and your adolescent mature.

Although he modestly declines 
full responsibility, Brown was the 
first to suggest to the housewife 
from Newton that she aspire to be 
president of the Philippines. But 
that is what Corazon recently told 
her friend Arnold Zeitlin, who 
wrote of it in this month's Boston 
Magazine. 

At a function at the Harvard 
Club of Boston during the year 
following Benigno's death, Co 
azon said to Brown that she w 
still being pressured to be presi- 
dent 

Brown recalled the conversa- 
tion, “I said, ‘Don’t let anybody 
steamroller you, It’s a decision 
only you can make. . . you should 
do the right thing for you and the 
Philippines.’ 

“Then she said, ‘Besides, what 
do I know about being the presi- 
dent?’ 

“T said, ‘You know as much as 
anybody. There's no school for 
becoming a president. There's no 
way to train for the presidency. 
Life experiences prepare you for 
that.” 

Brown and his wife Margaret 
became friends with the Aquinos 
during their three-year stay in 
the Boston area. The friendship 
solidified over frequent dinners 
at the Brown’s Cambridge home, 
during formal affairs at Harvard 
and through casual conversation 
on campus. 

Brown initially contacted the 
Aquinos in the early 1970s when 
he invited Benigno, then a 
senator in the Philippine 
legislature, to Harvard. The 
fellows program each year br- 
ings 18 to 20 ‘very experienced 
people’ from public life to Har- 
vard for a year of advanced study 
and research, Brown explained. 

Aquino accepted the offer, but 
was then imprisoned for seven 
years in Camp Bonifacio, in the 
Philippines, on the eve of the 
presidential election, which pit- 

‘ted Aquino against Ferdinand 
: Marcos. Marcos fabricated false 
{murder and conspiracy charges 
- against Aquino and arrested him 
‘ after declaring martial law. 

In September of 1980, Benigno 
and Corazon came from Texas to 
‘Cambridge and moved into their 
+175 Commonwealth Ave. home. 

Brown met Corazon before he 
‘met Benigno at a luncheon for 
‘new fellows at the Harvard 
-Faculty Club. At this function 
‘and others, he was seated next to 
her, he recalled, but she never 
said much. This was because her 
husband would “dominate every 
conversation,’’ said Brown. 

“Nobody talked when Aquino had 
the floor.” 

Yet, despite her quiet disposi- 
tion, she had a strong influence 
on Benigno and the Philippines’ 
opposition party. “I don’t think 
he made any important decisions 
without Corazon’s concurrence. 
That includes his decision to 
return to the Philippines,” he 
said, ‘‘She was his court of ap- 
proval, his conscience, She has a 
very strong feeling for what is 
right, what is wrong.”’ 

While her husband was im- 
prisoned, Corazon was his liaison 
with supporters of the opposition 
party.‘‘She kept the opposition 
alive . . , She made speeches, 
negotiations,’ said Brown, ‘She 
was not only her husbands eyes 
and ears, she was his tongue and 
legs. She was his alter-ego. She 
became not just a politician, but 
astatesperson.”’ 

Corazon ‘‘didn't want (to be 
president) that much,”’ as oppos- 
ed to Benigno, who, perhaps, 
wanted it too much and was will- 
ing to make too many com- 
promises, according to Brown, 

But because she has a ‘strong 
sense of duty’ and is ‘deeply 
patriotic,” Corazon ‘‘saw she was 
uniquely placed to help her coun- 












try in a time of desperate need,” 
he said. 

Preparations for becoming 
president began, however, before 
she met Benigno. Corazon grew 
up in an elite, rich family which 
was involved in public affairs and 
public service. ‘Opportunities 
were not wasted on children’’ to 
become adept at socializing with 
high-placed bureaucrats, said 
Brown. “Mrs. Aquino is ac- 
customed to meeting bigwigs of 
the world and she doesn’t lack 
self confidence in those circles.” 

She was sent to the best schools 
and attended college in the 
United States — at Mount St. Vin- 
cent College in the Bronx — later 
returning to Manila for law 
school 

Corazon was socialized into the 
Philippine woman’s role to quiet- 
ly support her husband, but to 
rule the household 

In the Philippines, said Brown, 
“The ideal male swaggers. The 
ideal female flutters.” So Cor- 
azon “comes over milder and 
meeker than she really is. She is 
very savvy politically and as 
strong as any male I’ve ever 
known. She’s good at making 
decisions and taking responsibili- 
ty,”’ Brown said 

Following Benigno’s death, 
Corazon was not only responsible 
for soothing her own family, but 
she marched in memorial 
parades through most towns and 
villages in the Philippines before 
organizing her campaign for the 
presidency. 

When elected, she had to rally 
and unify her nation against 
Moslem and Communist  in- 
surgency, and to begin piecing 
together her country’s 
fragmented economy in the wake 
of Marcos’ departure with a still 
unknown amount of assets. 

Since her husband’s death, said 
Brown, ‘‘She’s never had a vaca- 
tion. No weekends off. Yet people 
still talk of her like a housewife.” 

She is capable of “great deci- 
sions,” according to Brown. She 
was told by high-placed advisors 
that she could not contest Mar- 
cos’ election because it would be 
rigged. 

“She made the decision 
herself’’ to contest the elections, 
he recalled. ‘She said the discon- 
tent is so strong” that foul play 
during the election could not be 
hidden. 

In another major decision, Cor- 
azon refused to use weapons to 
fight against an armed insurgen- 
cy during the elections. ‘‘The 
revolution was unique, in a 
sense,” said Brown, ‘because 
not a shot was fired (by Cor- 
azon’s supporters).” Instead, 
women, children and nuns made 
a human blockade in front of 
Marcos’ tanks, and the tanks 
stopped. 

“People don’t do what they’re 
told when they can see what 
they’re doing,’ Brown said. 
“Corazon gave the world a 
message: How to bring about 
nonviolent change. This is a uni- 
quely, important lesson,”

On this day, Cory Aquino was 
anything but in the background. 
As she left her pew and walked up 
to the altar, she was greeted with 
a hero's welcome. Her speech 
was a mixture of gratitude for the 
help given to her by family and 
friends and a fond 
rememberance of her husband. 

‘I have stood, for the past 10 
months, in the vortex of political 
events,’’ she said, “first, as the 
challenger to the dictator and 
then as president that took away 
his place. If I had plotted the 
scenario of events, I would not be 
at the center, but Ninoy 

“T would have given to Ninoy 
the role of populist leader and 
revolutionary,’’ she added 
“After all, he was the star of the 
family. And, he was better 
rehearsed for the part. Ninoy had 
been our country youngest 
mayor, governor and senator. He 
was the chief challenger to 
(deposed dictator Ferdinand) 
Marcos’ ambition.” 

Though she spoke of the hard 
times, of the seven years Ninoy 
spent in solitary confinement as a 
political prisoner and his even- 
tual murder, Aquino showed the 
warmth, humor and strength that 
made her the hit of Congress last 
week. 

“In the lives of those who are 
committed,”’ she said, ‘nothing 
happens by accident. Even when 
Ninoy won too many rounds of 
Mahjong, I knew there was more 
to it than luck. In fact, the word is 
out that those of you who played 
with him would let him win to lift 
him out of his occasional depres- 
sion.” 

Most of all, Aquino used her 
time at the dias to thank her 
friends in the Garden City, who 
were packed into pews decked 
with yellow ribbons, symbolizing 
the struggle against Marcos. 

“Among you, (Ninoy) regained 
his good cheer and confidence,” 
she said. ‘With the resident pro- 
fessors and wits of Boston, Ninoy 
matched and sharpened his wits. 
In this liberal and reflective at- 
mosphere, Ninoy found the space 
and atmosphere to work out and 
refine his vision of non-violent 
change in the Philippines.” 

In addition to the St. Ignatius 
Medal, Aquino was presented 
with an Icon of Our Lady of 
Czestokowa. The Icon, presented 
by Bernard Cardinal Law, sym- 
bolized the Polish struggle to ob- 
tain the freedoms Aquino gained 
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in the Philippines. 

According to Law, the Icon was 
first given to Cardinal Medieros 
by Polish clerics and was in turn 
given to him 

After her speech, Aquino was 
whisked away by American and 
Philippine Secret Service agents 
But, before her speech, she had a 
chance to meet with supporters 
at her former home on 175 Com- 
monwealth Ave., now the home of 
the Benigno S. Aquino Mermorial 
Foundation 

Those who greeted her said, 
despite her triumph, she has not 
changed much since her days as 
a suburban housewife 

“She was still the same, sweet, 
lovable person as she was when I 
knew her before e became 
president,’ Hipona said. “She is 
the same as she was before.” 

While proud of her friend, 
Hipona said she was a little un- 
sure of how to greet Mrs. Aquino, 
now that she is president. 

Myf alittle nervous,” 
Hipona said. “I am so proud and 
so happy for her, but I didn't real- 
ly know how to react to her. I 
guess that the only way she 
changed is now, she is tougher 
politically.” 

Dr. Steven Agular, a close 
family friend and president of the 
foundation, said he remembers 
Cory Aquino’s transition from 
housewife to president. 

“It was at a memorial at Har- 
vard in May, 1984,”’ he said. ‘‘Dr. 
Benjamin Brown told Cory that 
she should run for president. 
That was one of the first times I 
think it really began to sink in.” 

Aquino paid a high price for be- 
ing elected, he said. 

“It is ironic that the woman 
who fought to bring freedom to 
her people no longer has her own 
freedom,’’ he said. ‘‘She was tell- 
ing me that she wished she could 
go to the drugstore or go shopp- 
ing without all the security. But, 
you could see with all the protec- 
tion she had that we are very con- 
cerned for her safety.” 

With her safe departure after 
the Mass, Agular breathed a sigh 
of relief, although it was only 
temporary. 

“She is safe for now, but she 
has to be protected wherever she 
goes,”’ Agular said. 

With her, he added, went the 
hopes of Filipino-Americans. 

“There is a lot of work left,’’ he 
said. ‘There is still the problem 
of reviving the economy and 
dealing with the Communist in- 
sergents. We will continue to 
work with Cory to make sure this 
independent government of the 

















Filipino people will survive.”

NEWTON — Any hope that the 
city would turn West Newton’s 
“ugly duck’ into a municipal 
“swan’’ died last week as 
aldermen voted to sell the War- 
ren Junior High School, rather 
than renovate it for a new main 
library. 

Aldermen voted 20-to-1 to sell 
the long-vacant Warren for at 
least $2 million. It is to be 
developed for not more than 75 
housing units, at least 10 percent 
of which must be reserved for 
low-income families and 10 per- 
cent for moderate-income 
families 

Some West Newton residents 
had hoped the city would convert 
the Warren into the new library, 
even though Mayor Theodore 
Mann has staunchly held to his 
conviction that it should be 
located on a parcel across from 
city hall. 

Those residents feared housing 
at the Warren would bring too 
much traffic into the 
neighborhood. Mann, who must 
negotiate the building’s sale, 
wants to use the proceeds from 
the Warren sale for the estimated 
$12 million library. 

Ward 4 alderman and 
neighborhood activist Polly 
Bryson refused to back down 
even in the face of overwhelming 
opposition. 

“T'll guess this will be my last 
hurrah on this,”’ said Bryson, the

only member to address the 
board. 
Even Alderman Richard 


McGrath, who lives right next to 
the school and helped carry the 
fight for a library there, gave up 
the fightin silence. 

McGrath on Aug. 11 delayed 
the sale of the Warren one final 
time when he convinced the Real 
Property Reuse Committee to 
make sure the proposed housing 
would not encroach on the sur- 
rounding recreational fields. 

He promised the board back 
then he would not hold up the sale 
if the city could assure him of 
that. 





Bryson said she still fears 
groundwater on the mayor's 
preferred site the junction of 
Homer and Walnut streets 
may cause construction pro 
blems and raise the cost of the 
facility. 

“T do hope I’m wrong, 
however,'' Bryson said 


“because it (the Warren sale) 
has the votes to go through.”” 

Selling the building virtually 
guarantees the city will have to 
build the library on Mann’s site 
as there are few if any other 
feasible parcels in Newton 

The mayor has touted the 
Homer and Walnut location in 
part because it is near the center 
of the city. An old, abandoned 
building such as the Warren is 
not the proper place for the $12 
million, ‘‘2lst century’’ facility 
he hopes to build, Mann has said

of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) will grant 
Newton approximately $5 million 
for the work. 

According to Carr, the city ex- 
pects to submit its grant applica- 
tion in October and it could be ap- 
proved by December. The DEQE. 
has scheduled Newton's project 
for funding in fiscal 1987. 

The city is eligible for state 
funds under a program passed by 
the Legislature in 1985. The state 
will reimburse Newton for 70 per- 
cent of the costs relating directly 
to sewer construction in this 
case, around $7 million of the pro- 
ject’s total expense. 

Newton also hopes to receive at 
least $1 million more in state 
sewer funds, Mann said. ‘‘We ex- 
pect to receive additional 
grants," the mayor said. “We're 
not through.”’ 

The mayor praised Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) 
Commissioner James L. Hickey 
for securing the $5 million state 
grant. Hickey in turn gave credit 
to Dale Silin, DPW programs 
coordinator. 

The commissioner had been ac 
cused of missing out on a $2 
million DEQE grant in late 1984. 
Hickey said Newton, like many 
other communities, passed up the 
grant because it w not far 
enough along in its planning. 

“Had we kneejerked or had 
Mr. Hickey succumbed to 
criticism, it’s very unlikely we'd 
be able make this report from the 
DEQE,” Mann said. 

The southside sewer project is 
part of an estimated $17 million 
citywide sewer improvement 
plan. Mann has included funding 
for that construction in his seven- 
year $111 million Capital Im- 
provement Program (CIP), 
which the Board of Aldermen has 
backed.

began discussing a_ five-year 
lease with artists groups, Shick 
said. Two weeks earlier, the Ken- 
dall Center for the Arts told 
Reuse it needed at least a five- 
year lease to manage and share 
the facility with local artists 
groups. 

Gentile later was quoted as 
saying, ‘I don’t know where they 
(Reuse) got the impression we 
would not need the building for 
five years.” 

“He knows where we got the 
five years,’ Shick countered. 
‘‘They ought to be com- 
municating with us. I feel we 
went about our business proper- 
ly.” 

Gentile said it was impossible 
to give Shick’s committee a 
definite timetable last June since 
the School Committee had made 
no decisions. 

“The only thing we said was we 
anticipated knowing what direc- 
tion we wished to go by the end of 
the (1986-87) school year,’’ Gen- 
tile said. ‘Somebody said we pro- 
bably won’t be able to lease the 
building for less than five years. 

“The superintendent said the 
earliest he could forsee needing 
the school building was 
September of 1988, That’s the on- 
ly timetable we ever gave,’’ he 
added. 

Gentile recalled that Reuse 
discussed leasing the building for 
five years and 10 years and sell- 
ing it outright. But school of- 
ficials have no authority to tell 
aldermen what to do with 
buildings declared surplus, he 
said, 

The School Committee ap- 
preciates that aldermen are do- 
ing what they can to accomodate 
the needs of the schools, Gentile 
said, “If somebody's being of- 
fended, I think they’re being 
overly ‘sensitive or they have an 
agenda I’m not aware of,’ he 
said. 

Strand said both Shick and 
Gentile are right and the whole 
issue is one of miscommunica- 
tion. 

‘Looking from her point of 
view, I ean see why she says, 
‘Why didn’ t they stop us?’”’ Stand 
said, ‘She's correct. We did not 
tell them not to rent it for five 
years.” 

But, Strand said, ‘‘Lennie is 
right. We never said when we 
would need the building. I’m also 
certain we didn’t say five years is 
great ... Who are I or Lennie to 
tell them not to lease it for five 
years?” 

The issue is complicated 
because there are both pros and 
cons to a grade reorganization 
that would create the need to 
reopen the Bigelow, Strand said 

‘I don’t want you to assume as 
a foregone conclusion that we ‘re 
going to reopen the Bigelow,’ ‘the 
superintendent said. ‘‘It’s not go- 
ing to be an open-and-shut case.”

Some studies could only be con- 
ducted during the spring when 
water levels are high, Carr said. 
Others, such as smoke tests, 
could only be done during the 
summer 

But each 








test was essential, 
Giunta said. ‘‘They’re all parts of 
the puzzle in analyzing the 
sewers,” he said 

“T look back and consider all 
the steps and they're probably 
are a couple of points where it 
could have been expedited, but 
we had to follow the process,” 
Carr said. 

With the recent drive to clean 
up Boston Harbor, the state is 
now taking an area-wide ap- 
proach to sewer problems, Carr 
said. As a result, it may ask com- 
munities to re-evaluate its initial 
sewer studies 

The state had hoped catch 
basins were the source of water 
entering regional sewer systems, 
but recent data suggests leaks in 
the pipes, sump pumps and 
building gutter drains are the 
cause, Carr said. 

Getting rid of sump pumps and 
disconnecting gutter drains from 
sewers are more difficult pro- 
blems than engineers expected to 
encounter, Carr said. ‘‘You’re

Why low-calorie diets don't work

As a woman living in 
America, you are almost cer 
tain to be affected by this 


country’s mania for thinness. , 


In every woman’s magazine, 
there are articles on dieting, 
telling us how to get rid of 
those extra pounds and pro- 
claiming yet another 

miracle" way to lose weight 
We are likely to blame 
ourselves if our figures aren’t 
fashion-model slim, and to 
think that a low-calorie diet 
will surely do the trick 

With so much pressure on us 
to be thin, it is worth taking a 
closer look at the actual ef- 
fects that low-calorie diets 
have on our bodies. Research 
on weight has revealed some 
astonishing facts about dieting 
which dispell the myths that 


we all can--and  should--be 
thin. 
Myth No. 1: Heavy Women 


Eat More than Thin Women 
Until recently, researchers 
assumed that heaviness is a 
result of eating ‘too much.” 
This sounds logical since we 
know that calories that aren’t 
used are stored in the body as 
fat. But recent studies show 
that weighty women generally 





do not eat more than thin 
women, nor do they get less 
exerc! This confirms the ex- 





perience of many weighty 
women who say they don’t eat 
more than their thin friends. 
What determines our size is 
not food so much as heredity 
and rate of metabolism. 


Heredity refers to the fact that 


we tend to inherit a certain 
size and shape from our 
parents. A recent European 


study showed that babies who 
are adopted grow up with the 
weight of their biological 
mothers or fathers, not with 
the weight of their adopted 
parents. It is rarely possible to 
change an inherited figure to 
any great extent and keep it 
changed over many years 
Dieters know this from their 
own experience. 

Rate of metabolism refers to 
the speed with which we burn 
calories. Some women have a 
naturally faster rate of 
metabolism than others. Your 
rate of metabolism can differ 
from another woman's by as 
much as 770 calories 
for sedentary 
as typing and reading. 
means that your

Myth No. II: If You Want to 
Keep Your Weight Down, Go 
Ona Low-Calorie 
Diet 

It is true that you'can lose 
weight through low-calorie 
dieting. But keeping it down is 
another matter. Ironically, in 
the long run, dieting sets you 
up for a vicious cycle of w eight 
gain. Th because 
body rea to low-ca 
diets the way it would react to 
actual starvation: It gets the 
message that food is scarce, 
and lowers its rate of 
metabolism. When you go off 
your diet your body will res- 






pond by adding more fat to 
store energy in case you 
deprive it of food once again 


This explains why studies 
show that 98 percent of dieters 
regain their weight over a five 
year period, and 90 percent 
regain more than they lost 
Some researchers think that 
repeated low-calorie dieting is 
a major cause of considerable 
weight gain and of lifelong 
frustration with weight 

What Are the Alternatives? 

As women, we need to learn 
other, healthier ways of deal- 
ing with food and weight. This 
isn't easy, since it means 
closely examining our at 
titudes toward our own bodies 


and toward food. Here are 
some suggestions 
1.) Don’t eat less, eat dif 


ferently 
Instead of cutting calories, 
shift the emphasis of your food 


away from fats such as red 
meat and whole-milk dairy 
products. Instead, eat more 
fish; fresh vegetables; fruits; 
whole grain cereals (brown 
rice, whole wheat >, barley, 





oats and corn); and dried peas 
and beans. This does not mean 
deprivation or boring meals. 
Use a good vegetarian 
cookbook for ideas 

2.) Listen to your body: Eat 
when you are hungry, and stop 
when you are full 

3.) Get plenty of exercise 
When your body has good mus- 
cle tone it looks better—and 
you feel better. Exercise also 
increases your rate of 
metabolism. One study show- 
ed that women who siinply ad- 
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ded a half-hour walk to their | 
daily routines lost 20 pounds in 
a year without dieting 

4.) Accept your basic size 
hape 

This is a difficult suggestion 
since most of us grew up think- 
ing we had to have an ideal 
figure. But the fact is that we 
come in all shapes and sizes 
The “perfect” figure is an in: 
vention of the advertising 
business and Hollywood. Most

Will-look that way 

5.) Form or join a support 
group on body image and 
Weight

on the subject together. Try 
Marsha Hutchinson's 
Transforming Boay Image 
Learning to Love the Body 
You Have (The Crossing 
Press).

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Black students are falling through cracks in school system

NEWTON Low scholastic 
achievement by black students in 
the school system — reported to 
be a manifestation of societal 
racism has prompted the ad- 
ministration to try to lessen the 
gap between white and black 
students’ academic success 

Supt. John Strand described 
the situation as “urgent” at a 
School Committee meeting Mon- 
day night. He said the respon- 
sibilty falls on the School Depart- 
ment to do more to raise black 








poorer rather than better in the 
schools the longer they stay with 
us,”’ Strand said. ‘‘The issue we 
have to address is how much as a 


school system are we con- 
tributing to that?” 
There are about 570 black 


students in the system. Approx- 
imately 70 percent of them are 
‘O (Metropolitan Council 
Sducational Opportunities) 
students. METCO is a voluntary 
system of busing black Boston 
students to suburban schools. 
The remaining 30 percent of 
black students enrolled in the 
Newton schools are city* 










Strand outlined several 
weaknesses in the system that 
could be contributing to low black 
student achievement. He said the 
schools may respond to below 
average students with heavy 
reliance on remedial and special 
education services. The cultural 
differences black children bring 
to Newton classrooms could be 
too often seen by some educators 
as disadvantages, he added 

“About 30 percent of black 
students are placed in special 
education programs — twice the 
rate of the school system as a 
whole, which is much too high,”

“The real challenge here is to 
tap our abilities as educators to 
be self-critical without blaming 
each other and the students 
themselves,” Strand said 

Strand proposed raising black 
student achievement by increas- 
ing teacher expectations of them 
This can be accomplished by 
reducing ‘‘their cultural isolation 
as a small minority group in a 
suburban school system,’’ he ad- 
ded, 











“T think many of our black 
students are lost and isolated 
because they ar thinly spread 
out through the tem,’ Strand 
said, ‘I think we should concen- 
trate the number of schools MET: 
CO students attend so they can 
get the rnost out of their educa 
tion in Newton.” 

Strand said this proposal has 
“a lot of room for controversy” 
because it would result in some 
schools being integrated and 
some possibly being segregated,

program is to racially integrate 
Newton and other suburban

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Local bicyclists club to race in Dedham

DEDHAM — This weekend, eleven riders 
from the Newton-based Boston Road Club 
Bicycle Racing Team will go up against 100 
top New England riders, four racers from 
Milan, Italy, and four professionals from 
Belgium in the three-day, 184 mile Coors 
Stage Race. 

The Belgian team includes Eric 
Vanderarden, who has won stage races in 
the Tour d’ France and the 1985 Belgian Pro 
Championships. : 

Vanderarden is one of the fastest sprinters 
in the world and will be the feature attrac- 
tion in the the final leg of the stage race 
which will be a high-speed, 25-mile, race 
through downtown Dedham starting Sunday 
at 11:30 a.m. 

This race is sponsored by D’Angelo Sand- 
wich Shops and will get the riders sprinting 
at close to 40 m.p.h. as they circle the 
twisting six-tenths-of-a-mile course 42 times. 





The winner of the weekend stage race is 
determined by the lowest added time at the 
end of all four stages. As in the most famous 
stage race, the Tour d’ France, riders must 
finish each stage to advance to the next. The 
riders will compete for over $4,000 in cash 
and prizes. 

The four-man Italian team contains some 
of Italy’s finest amateurs and will give the 
Belgians some stiff competition. Stefano 
Morelli, 23, won the Italian Amateur Cham- 
pionship 1985. Andrea Albonetti, 24, is the 
defending Northern Italian Champion and 
Alberto Zanabonni, 24, has won five interna- 
tional races in Europe this year.

NEWTON Naomi Ribner's 
monotypes of people impose their 
presence beyond the paper. Peer- 
ing down at the viewer from 
above, or leaning forward to such 
an extent that the figures appear 
to be only inches away, they loom 
and sometimes seem to menace 
the viewer. 

Many of their squarish, gawky 
hands, which seem ready to 
pounce, are closer to the viewer 
than their faces. The figures lean 
against the borders of the paper, 
as though they are crammed into 
aroom. 

Ribner’s one-woman show 
“Recent Monotypes’’ in the 
Newton Free Library Gallery, 
414 Centre St., will be on view 
Oct. 1 to Oct. 26. A reception for 
the artist will be held Thursday, 
Oct. 2, 7:30 to 9 p.m. 

Ribner strives to maximize the 
involvement of the viewer with 
her images which are heightened 
by a larger-than-life scale, an off- 
beat, disconcerting perspective 
anda strong light source. 

Her works allude to the expres- 
sionist tradition in their emo- 
tional content, their distortion of 
facial features and gesture, and 
the frequent use of lurid colors 
for expressive purposes.

NEWTON Broadcasting 
courses at Newton North High 
School can go full-steam ahead 
this year with the newly con- 
structed television studio that 
seems to have the same, if not 
more, production capabilities 
than some local cable television 
stations. 

Although plans for a television 
studio have been in the making 
for two years, high construction 
bids exceeding available funds 
slowed the project down, 

“Before this, the courses most- 
ly dealt with remote production 
work because we didn’t have a 
fully operational studio,’’ Newton 
North Principal Marya Levenson 
said. ‘It should be very exciting 
because students will learn about 
television production from begin- 
ning toend.”” 

According to Levenson, the 
scope and popularity of the 
television courses are attributed 
to teacher Lynne Rossman. Even 
when equipment and facilities 
were scarce 5 ago, 
Rossman, a film instructor, 
volunteered to develop introduc- 
tory an@ advanced television 
courses. 

“T really wanted to see a pro- 
gram like this offered in the 
school,” Rossman said, “My 
students have done some tremen- 
dous work especially considering 
the equipment and facility con- 
straints. They have shown a real

creative flair and commendable 
respect for the expensive equip- 
ment.” 

Rossman estimates the studio 
has approximately $80,000 worth 
of production equipment. She 
said it is phenomenal that no 
equipment has disappeared and 
that there has been no major 
breakage. It is because students 
“appreciate what they have here 
and take their responsibility 
seriously,’’ she said. 

Last year, Newton North won 
first place and an honorable men- 
tion in a New England high 
school video competition in the 
entertainment category. They 
also placed third in the documen- 
tary category for a monthly 
magazine show called ‘Tiger 
Magazine.” 

“This year, it will be much 
easier to teach the course with 
this studio,’’ Rossman said. 
“Last year we had a filing 
cabinet separating the studio 
from the control room which 
wasn’t ideal. This year, students 
will get a realistic feel for what 
television production is all 
about.” 


“Tiger Magazine’ and other 
student-produced programs are 
aired on Continental Cable’s local 
programming station. She said 
Newton North’s new production 
capabilities perform a service to 
both the school and the communi- 
ty. 

“By airing our productions on 
cable, the community can see 
how rich and diverse the school is 
and the talent we have here,”’ 
Rossman said. ‘‘My students 
spend a lot of time in here — dur- 
ing their free time and after 
school — and sometimes we have 
to kick them out and remind 
them they have a home to goto.” 

Students also tape school 
events and guest speakers for the 
school library and instructional 
use. They learn production from 
initial script writing, crew 
organization, lighting, audio and 
taping to the post-production 
editing phase. A majority of pro- 
grams produced by advanced 
television students are in- 
dependently done with instructor 
guidance when needed. 

“They learn about deadlines — 
although they don’t always meet

them — and responsibility of 
completing projects based on 
their proposals,” Rossman said. 
“Many of these kids will go into 
college courses knowing more 
about television production than 
the upperclassmen.

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Newton-Wellesley prepared for AIDS

NEWTON Some call it the modern 
plague. Others categorize it as a venereal 
disease. But all agree AIDS is deadly. 

Since AIDS surfaced in the United States 
several years ago, four patients afflicted 
with the syndrome have been treated at the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, according to Dr 
Mark Drapkin, chief of Infectious Disease 
Services at the hospital. 

Of those four, two patients were treated for 
the duration of the ailment at the hospital 
from diagnosis until death, he says. 

While the hospital may be small in com- 
parison to some in Boston, Drapkin says he 
and his staff are equipped with the 
knowledge and facilities to provide AIDS pa- 
tients with state-of-the-art treatments and 
tests. 

“We have the ability to perform all im- 
mediate testing and most treatment at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital,” says Drapkin. 
“We are equipped to handle any typical in- 
fections manifested by AIDS.” 

Constant communication with other 
specialists at the larger hospitals in Boston 
gives Drapkin access to the latest informa- 
tion regarding the deadly virus. 

“The patients at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital are enrolled in the same protocol 
that exists in other institutions,’ he says. 
“We have a strong relationship with the New 
England Medical Center and Mass. General 
(Hospital).”’ 

AIDS, an acronym for Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome, which first appeared 
in the United States in the mid-seventies, is 
caused by a virus that destroys the body’s 
ability to ward off infection. The virus 
HTLV III — was isolated in a laboratory by

AIDS itself is not a disease, but rather a 
condition caused by HTLV III that weakens 
the body's immune system to a point where 
victims are sere to a variety of 
ailments, Drapkin says 

Victims don’t die from AIDS, but from the 
infections they develop as a result of the ef- 
fect of HTLV III, he adds. 

“Patients develop a group of infections not 
normally in the average person,” 
Drapkin says. ‘‘When a patient develops a 

», there is treatment. But because the 

si run down, the 

disease persists and usually keeps coming 
back.” 

Victims often develop Kaposi’s Sarcoma, a 
rare skin cancer identifiable by its purple le- 
sions. Although highly treatable, AIDS vic- 
tims often die from the skin cancer because 
their bodies have little ability to ward of its 
advances. ‘It spreads early and kills early,” 
Other diseas ed by the virus in- 
clude, lymphomas, rare pneumonias, viral 
and fungal infections, he 3. 

The myths and hysteria surrounding AIDS 
have caused significant alarm among the 
public and some health care workers. But, 
Drapkin says, contracting the disease 
through casual contact is virtually impossi- 
ble. 

“Your chances of getting hepatitis from a 
patient are much greater,’’ says Drapkin. 
“You have to work at getting AIDS. It is not 
a disease that is easily transmitted. Soap 
and water, alcohol, and common household 
bleach kill the virus — it is not a very hardy 
disease.’

The HTLV III virus, found in high concen- 
trations in blood and semen, has been 
medically proven to not exist in saliva. 

At Newton-Wellesley Hospital, Drapkin 
says he is proud of the attitude nurses and 
laboratory workers have adopted in caring 
for the AIDS patients. 

“We have never had anyone ask to be ex- 
cused or express concern over treating a pa- 
tient, compared to other institutions,’ he 
says. 

Only two known cases of health care 
workers contracting AIDS occured after 
they accidentally stuck themselves with 
hypodermic needles containing the blood of 

im, he says. 

AIDS mainly afflicts homosexual men, in- 
travenous drug users, hemophiliacs and Hai- 
tians. However, there have been cases that 
prove the disease can be transmitted 
through heterosexual contact, Drapkin says. 

‘We don’t know why it spreads,” he says. 
“But it is no longer restricted to male to 
male contact.” 

Some people infected by HTLV III con- 
tract ARC, or AIDS-related complex, which 
causes mild infections of the throat, skin, 
and problems with blood clotting, he says. 

ARC victims do not always develop AIDS, 
he adc ‘Picture an iceberg. People with 
AIDS constitute the tip, while the base 
represents carriers of the virus, some of 
whom may never get infected.” 

Becaus ll AIDS victims eventually die, 
Drapkin says discouragement and sadness 
are feelings frequently felt among those who

There is so much written 
and spoken about the new tax 
bill that it is difficult to know 
what action — if any — should 
be taken now. What are some 
of the immediate steps one 
might take to lock in the 
benefits of the current tax 
system?

Many of the changes in the 
tax code will be phased in 
gradually over the next few 
years. Some (the Investment 
Tax Credit, for example) have 
been made retroactive to the 
beginning of 1986. There are, 
however, some steps you can 
take this year that will give 
you the benefit of both the old 
and new systems. 

Tax rates in 1986 are higher 
for most people than they will 
be in 1987, It makes sense, 
therefore, to postpone 
whatever 1986 income you can 
to 1987. Business owners 
should wait to send out end-of- 
the-year bills until the beginn- 
ing of next year. 

In the same vein, it is to your 
advantage to lower your tax- 
able income in 1986 as much as

*Make an IRA contribution 
If you contribute to a company 
pension plan, or if you have in- 
come above $25,000 (single) or 
$40,000 (married), you won't 
be able to make a completely 
tax deductible IRA contribu- 
tion after 1986.

Tigers gunned down, 14-

WATERTOWN What was 
billed as the Mark Adams Hour 
turned into a personal showcase 
for rookie quarterback Nick 
Anastasides, who completed 
eight of 15 passes for 100 yards to 
lead his Watertown Red Raiders 
past Adams' Newton North 
Tigers, 14-6, Friday night at Vic- 
tory Field in the season-opener 
for both clubs. 

Anastasides filled the shoes of 
graduated all-star Mark Khozo- 
zian nicely in his first-ever varsi- 
ty start. The 5-10, 165-pound 
junior figured in both Watertown 
touchdowns, sweeping right for 
four yards in the second quarter 
before hitting halfback Sandy 
Campbell on a_ fourth-down, 
three-yard toss in the last 
quarter, All in all, it wasn’t a bad 
night for Anastasides. 

“He won the game for them,” 
Newton North head coach Peter 
Capodilupo said of Anastasides. 
“He showed a lot of poise out 
there, especially in his first 
game, and he threw the ball as 
well as anyone we'll see.”” 

Watertown coach John Barbati 
agreed. ‘We couldn’t have asked 
for anything more from him. I 
don’t know if flawless is the right 
word, but Nick wasn’t that far 
off.”” 

Adams, North’s premier runn- 
ing back, rushed for 98 yards, but 
the 1,000-yard rusher did so quiet- 
ly. The Watertown defense never 
allowed the halfback to get going. 

“T think he had a hell of a 
game,” Barbati said of Adams, 
who the coach was_ having 
nightmares about before game 
time. “We just didn’t allow him 
to break one. One hundred yards 
is a lot of yards — we bent but we 
didn’t break.” 

“They played us tough on 
defense,” Capodilupo said of 
Watertown. ‘I knew they were a 
strong defensive team, and they 
proved it. They hit hard — harder 
than we hit.”” 

Anastasides showed his 
brilliance and poise early, con- 
necting with Campbell for a 12- 
yard gain and a first down on on- 
ly the second play of the game. 
The rookie followed his first com- 
pletion with a 13-yard flip to Rus- 
ty Bigelow on the left sideline 
and, if Tiger Nick Mariano hadn't 
jarred the ball loose from the 
Raider receiver, Watertown 
might have lit the scoreboard 
early, 

The Raiders did score to open 
the second period and again, it 
was Anastasides leading the 
charge on the six-play, 50-yard 
drive. Anastasides sandwiched a 
pair of first-down passes around 
a Mike King 12-yard bolt, setting 
Watertown up inside the 10. 

Two plays later — both 
Anastasides’ rushes — Water- 
town was in the lead, 6-0. He bar- 
rled his way to the four-yard line 
before following a Campbell 
block just inside the right end- 
zone cone for the six points. A 
King pass on a fake kick for the 
extra-point attempt failed, and 
Watertown led by six. 

North's offensive frustrations, 
including a 56-yard drive that 
halted at the Watertown one-foot 
line when time ran out in the half, 
finally ended in the third quarter.

NEWTON Holliston’s Bob

A kitchen facelift adds color, 
light and pattern, but doesn't re- 
quire the time, work and cash of 
a full-scale remodeling. 

More light and more color are 
what many people want when 
they decide to redo their kit- 
chens, said home economist Mar- 
tha Nichols, owner of Paragon 
Home Fashions in Minneapolis. 

Starting with the ceiling and 

working her way down, Ms. 
Nichols made these recommen- 
dations: 
Ceiling interest gives a 
larger look to the space. Because 
the ceiling is not broken up (by 
windows or cabinets), it appears 
tb have more area. Use a foil 
covering on the ceiling to give the 
kitchen a taller feel. Use a domi- 
nant color on the ceiling to pull 
the room scheme together. 

— More and better lighting is 
the key to brightening the kit- 
chen. Make sure to light the work 
and eating surfaces. Consider 
under-counter fluorescent 
lighting, hanging fixtures and 
track lighting before deciding; 
each one solves a different kind 
of problem. 


— Wall coverings offer smart 
pattern with easy upkeep. Wipe- 
elean vinyl wall coverings are 
ideal for kitchens where spills 
and spatters may occur. Putting 
up a wall covering in a clear, 
distinct pattern, topped with a 
border if the ceiling is high, is an 
easy way to brighten a dull kit- 
chen. 


— Floors also can play a unify- 
ing role. Tiles in lovely colors are 
available, and polyurethane seal- 
ing materials make it possible to 
uncover hardwood floors and en- 
joy the warmth of natural wood.

— Paint walls in light colors 
‘and use a slightly darker shade of

choices.

| —Use the same colors on walls 
and trim throughout the house. 
Also, the same color of carpet in 
every room will make the space 
Jook much larger. Don't break up 
aroom with area rugs.

Try to avoid placing the desk 
against the wall or in a cramped 
corner, The monotony of staring 
at the same blank wall for long 
periods of time can be a real 
drain on productivity, and lack of 
sufficient breathing room is also 
onerous, if several hours at a 
time will be spent at the desk. 

Consider these suggestions for 
desk location: as a room divider 
between the dining and living 
room; in an el; in a spacious 
foyer, or in a part of the dining 
room. 

Those who live in a two-story 
house may find the upstairs 
hallway is an ideal spot to locate 
a quiet study area. A bedroom 
work area is excellent for a stu- 
dent since it offers more privacy 
than a public spot and work can 
be left out, which is rarely the 
case when the desk is in the 
public areas of the home. 

To screen off a messy desk, 
however, a decorative screen can 
be set up in front of it. Cabinets or 
shelving used to create an el or 
small separate work area can 
also serve the same purpose, 
while at the same time adding 
work storage space. 


decorating small places, Don't 
over-decorate. 

— Select furniture with slim 
lines that is not overstuffed or 
bulky. 

— Ms. Aday recommends buy- 
ing quality furniture because 
marketing studies show that peo- 
ple wind up holding onto fur- 
niture they intended to use only 
temporarily. 

For that reason, she recom- 
mends buying furniture that can 
later be used in another part of 
the house. 

A wrought iron dining room 
table, for instance, could later be 
moved to a sunroom, breakfast 
room or patio. 

An armoir, which can be 
purchased at auctions and anti- 
que stores, is a versatile piece 
that can be used in a kitchen as a 
china cabinet or for storage in a 
bedroom. Mrs. Stone has one in 
her nursery for baby clothes. 


Buy other pieces of multi- 
functional furniture such as night 
stands and end tables equipped 
with storage areas. Vertical wall 
systems can hold a lot of equip- 
ment and also serve as room 
dividers. 

Glass top furniture — such 
as end tables, coffee tables and 
dining room tables makes a 
room appear larger 

Organize closets as efficient- 
ly as possible. A small chest of 
drawers in the back of the closet 
is a good idea. Or install double

Storage is at least as important 
as work surface. Among the 
choices are wall-mounted 
cabinets and open shelving. 
Shelves mounted on brackets and

To have the optimum arrange- 
ment, make a rough sketch of 
your wall or walls and position 
shelves drawn to scale on paper 
before actually ordering the 
materials. Take into considera- 
tion both convenience and attrac- 
tiveness. 

Storage needs vary depending 
on the tools you will use. Among 
special equipment for which 
some additional provision has to 
be made are a_ telephone, 
typewriter, personal computer 
and printer. All of these, in- 
cluding today’s newer full- 
feature telephones, need elec- 
trical outlets. 

The most comfortable height 
for typing at a typewriter or com- 
puter keyboard is three to four in- 
ches lower than standard desk 
height. If it is impossible to pro- 
vide a surface for this, you can 
compensate with a desk chair

~ Take advantage of every 
cubby hole in the house. Put a 
desk under the stairs or install 
shelves under low eaves in the at- 
tic, 

- Use the backs of doors to 
hang shoe racks or storage racks. 


Mirrors can do wonders to 
enlarge a room. Use mirrored 
cubes to lighten up dark corners. 


- Don't use elaborate window 
treatments. Mini blinds are ex- 
cellent choices for small homes 
or apartments, Or put up a 
decorative rod and drape it with 
a piece of fabric. If the window 
treatment is the same color as 
the walls, the room will look 
larger. 

Plants give an airy look to 
rooms, but don’t use too many. 
It’s better to use one or two large 
plants or trees — a ficus or a 
dracena — than several smaller 
plants. If there’s one thing you 
don't want in a small apartment, 
it’s clutter 

Always stay away from 
large squares in floor coverings. 
If you do choose a pattern, make 
sure it’s subtle so it does not 
become the dominant pattern of 
the room, Flooring should com- 
plement the room, but it should 
not be the focal point

“The appliances that hang 
under cabinets appeal to people 
who like to have things look neat, 
with everything off the counter,” 
said Wanda Olson, extension 
specialist in household equip- 
ment at the University of Min- 
nesota. “But if the place you 
want to hang a microwave is the 
only place you have for rolling 
out doughs, I would really 
discourage it. You can make Jell- 
O anyplace, but every kitchen 
needs 18 inches of open counter 
space for mixing and rolling. 

She cited two other things to 
think about before buying under- 
cabinet appliances: cost and 
upkeep. These appliances have 
been designed to be hung, which 
requires special insulation (to 
protect the cabinets from heat) 
and ventilation; therefore, they 
are more expensive than similar 
appliances that stand on the 
counter, sometimes as much as 
twice the price. 

Another way of updating the 
kitchen is improving its storage, 
Ms. Olson said. ‘‘A lot of people 
are working outside the home. 
They have their work areas ar- 
ranged for easy access and 
they’ve taken that idea home 
with them. How much time does 
it take you to locate and retrieve 
the ingredients or the utensils 
you need? Adding storage racks 
is a good idea ...””

Distrust of city-run compost program

NEWTON Aldermen will 
wait for the results of an Oct. 1 
Auburndale neighborhood 
meeting before voting on a 
$12,000 grant request to start the 
city’s proposed composting pro- 
gram at the Rumford Avenue 
dump. 

Residents who question the 
plan packed Monday night’s 
Public Facilities Committee 
meeting. And while most favored 
the concept of composting, many 
residents and some aldermen 
said they did not trust the city’s 
ability to manage the program. 

Opponents also voiced concern 
about what lies below the surface 
at the former landfill on Rumford 
Avenue. 

“I have lived here for 20 
years,” said Mary Clossey of 100 
Lexington St. “We have had 
many problems with the dump in 
the past. The latest incident was 
the burning of wood left behind 
by Hurricane Gloria. I don’t want 
this here because the city has 
never proved it knows what it is 
doing with this site.”’ 

The city is working with the 
state to set up a pilot program of 


leaf composting that, if suc- 
cessful, would be a model to other 
Bay State communities. Ac- 
cording to Public Works (DPW) 
Commissioner James Hickey, 
the state will assist the city in the 
collection and composting of leaf 
material collected by the DPW. 


He said the state will provide a 
consultant who will help design 
the site plan, train city 
employees and monitor the pro- 
ject. Those opposed, however, 
said the city’s past track record 
on Rumford Avenue is reason for 
concern. 


“The Public Works Depart- 
ment let the fire at Rumford 
Avenue burn uncontrolled after 
Hurricane Gloria,’’ Alderman 
Richard McGrath said. ‘These 
people don’t know what they are 
doing, so how can you expect the 
neighborhood to trust them?”’ 


McGrath, who long supported 
the composting proposal, said he 
also opposed the Rumford 
Avenue site because it is a 
former landfill. 


“Nobody knows what is buried 


under there,’’ he said. ‘How can 
we allow leaf composting when 
there may be drainage of water 
from the leaves that could trickle 
down through whatever is 
underneath into the watertable?”” 


Hickey said that, while two 
alternative sites were con- 
sidered, Rumford Avenue is best 
suited to handle the composting 
program. He said the Eliot Street 
DPW yard is too small and would 
require removing many trees on 
the site. A site on Winchester 
Street near Novitiate Park also 
was rejected, he said, because it 
was too close to the park and the 
nearby Community Gardens. 


Hickey added the city intends 
to cover the Rumford Avenue site 
with topsoil. He said it would be 
cheaper to compost at the site 
because there would be minimal 
transportation costs. 


Those who live near Rumford 
Avenue remained unconvinced. 


“T don’t mind composting,” 
William Clark of 163 Lexington 
St. said. ‘I just don’t think the ci- 
ty knows what it is doing.” 


Some other city residents, 
though, said the program could 
work with resident input. 


“T think we should form a 
citizens advisory committee,’ 
David Del Porto said, handing. » 
out bags of homemade compost. 
“I work with composting at my 
home, and done properly, this 
can be a great idea for the city.” 


Hickey said he would ‘‘serious- 
ly consider” any recommenda- 
tions made by an advisory com- 
mittee. 

Aldermen voted to hold a re- 
quest by Mayor Theodore Mann 
for a $12,000 start-up grant pen- 
ding the results of an Oct. 1 
neighborhood meeting. The 
delay, according to John Schall, 
recycling director of the state 
Bureau of Solid Waste Manage- 
ment, could make the vote moot, 
because the program would have 
to be initiated at the Oct. 21 board 
meeting. 


Because the potential for 
parliamentary delaying tactics 
exists, aldermen may not get a 
chance to vote on the proposal un- 
til after that deadline has passed. 


Officials seek funds for waste disposal system

NEWTON — City officials are 
seeking aldermanic approval to 
join a regional solid waste 
disposal system that could save 
the city $200,000 annually. 


According to Public Works 
Commissioner James Hickey, 
the city could save money it now 
spends on hauling solid waste out 
of the city by joining Cambridge, 
Brookline, Watertown and Bel- 
mont in a regional plan to recycle 
metal and glass cans and bottles 
and old newspapers. 


The plan, administered by the 
state Bureau of Solid Waste 
Management (SWM), would 
enable the city to dispose of an 
estimated 5,000 tons of recyclable 
waste free of charge, he said. 


SWM Recycling Director John 
Schall said the state would pro- 
vide trucks to haul the waste and 
a Materials Recovery Facility 
(MRF) to sort and break down 
the waste. 

In addition, Schall said the 
state will provide at least one 
curbside collection box to each 
household in the city. The blue 
containers will be large enough,

he said, to enable an average 
household to store a week’s worth 
of recyclable waste. 


To make the plan work, Schall 
said the city must pass an or- 
dinance requiring residents to 
separate the waste from the rest 
of the trash. He said studies show 
up to 10-fold increases in percen- 
tages of those who separate 
waste when faced with penalties 
for non-compliance. 


In addition to money the city 
would not have to spend to collect 
and haul the 5,000 tons of 
recyclable waste, Schall said the 
city would receive a percentage 
of any money generated by the 
sale of up-graded materials by 
the MRF. 

What makes this program at- 
tractive to industry, Schall said, 
is the combined waste output of 


the five communities. The 
reason, he added, is that industry 
can count on a steady stream of 
high-quality used materials with 
a regional project as opposed to 
shaky sources from individual 
communities. 


Even if the MRFs do not make 
a profit, Schall said the city will 
save money because it will not be 
charged for the hauling fees. 

The MRFs would be built by 
the state at an estimated cost of 
$2 million each. If Newton joins 
the regional project, it would be 
the second such program in the 
state. 

Members of the Public 
Facilities Committee last night 
said they were concerned about 
the location of the MRF site. 
Schall, however, said it is unlike- 
ly the state will select any site in 
Newton, because there is no 


suitable state-owned land in the 
city that could be used. 


Another aldermanie concern 
focused on the city’s plan to use 
one man per truck. According to 
Schall, each truck would haul 10 
tons of waste on collection days, 
which will come once a week if 
the plan is approved. Under the 
one-man-per-truck plan, truck 
drivers would have to pick up and 
dump into the trucks 10 tons of 
waste. 

Some residents attending the 
meeting were skeptical that the 
collection boxes were big enough 
to handle all the waste. In addi- 
tion, some also complained that 
the boxes are not covered. 


Schall answered by saying the 
boxes were designed after 
thorough study.

Last week, the Board of 
Aldermen voted to send the 
allocation request back to com- 
mittee pending an explanation 
from Building Commissioner 
James Cameron about the pro- 
posed contract’s warranty 
clause. 

At that time, Alderman George 
Mansfield, chairman of the 
facilities committee, wanted to 
know if the city should approve 
the repairs without a warranty 
from Owens-Corning, the com- 
pany providing the roofing 
materials. 

Cameron explained the con- 
tract should not include a war- 
ranty because it would not pro- 
vide adequate coverage. 

“The warranty would be 
restrictive,” he said. “It would 
only provide for a limited liabili- 
ty. Also, the city would bear the 
burden of proof to show that any 
damage was the fault of the 
manufacturer.” 


The warranty, he said, would 
cost $12,000 and last 20 years. 

Another question raised during 
last week's board meeting dealt 
with whether the bidder would be 
certified by Owens-Corning. 
Cameron explained that if Simp- 
son Gumpertz Heger Inc. (SGH) 
— the roof consulting firm hired 
by the city to make recommenda- 
tions on the bid specifications — 
approved the successful bidder, 
there would be no real need to 
have that company certified by 
Owens-Corning. 

“We spent all this money to 
hire SGH,” he said, ‘I think we 
have to trust their judgment.” 

Cameron said SGH will 
monitor the construction of the 
new roof to avoid faulty 
workmanship and ensure the roof 
will last. 

School Department Director of 
Support Services Roy Cornelius 
stressed the urgency of a timely 
approval. 

“We want to start construction 
on the roof this fall,” he said. “If 
we don’t, there will be even more 
damage and there will be no one 
responsible but the city for pay- 
ing for that damage.” 

The allocation will face a board 
vote Oct. 6.

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Controversy over 
school roof repairs

NEWTON — The city’s plan to 
repair the Newton North High 
School roof has become mired in 
controversy, even though the 
Public Facilities Committee 
Monday night earmarked 
$664,000 for the project 





Bids for the project were open- 
ed Friday, before funds needed to 
seal the contract had been ap- 
propriated. The apparent low 
bidder was Galego Roofing 
Systems Inc., of Middleboro 


The firm offered a base bid of 
$402,478 more than $150,000 
less than the city’s estimated 
price tag of $565,000. 











Although bidding specifica- 
tions were sent to 19 different 
firms, only Galego responded in 
time, Two other companies sub- 
mitted late bids and could not be 
considered. 


Because less than three valid 
offers were made, Building Com- 
missioner James Cameron can 
either accept the Galego price or 
rebid the entire project, ac- 
cording to Purchasing Agent 
Blair Kanbar, 


But Alderman George 
Mansfield, chairman of the 
Public Facilities Committee, 
said Galego’s bid creates more 
questions than answers about the 
Newton North roof project. 

“Why was there only one bid? 
Why it so low? Why wasn’t 
the city’s cost estimate closer to 





the bid? Is the contractor cer- 
tified to do the work? Those are 
just some of the questions I 
have,’ Mansfield said yesterday 


Another question — whether to 
purchase a construction warran- 
ty for the roofing contract — was 
answered last night when 
Cameron told the facilities com- 
mittee a warranty would not pro- 
vide adequate coverage 


“The warranty would be 
restrictive,’ Cameron said. “It 
would only provide for a limited 
liability.” 





The Board of Aldermen seem- 
ed prepared to approve $680,000 
to pay for the roof repair project 
last week until it learned the city 
already had put the work out to 
bid. 


Aldermen also were troubled 
by the fact that the bid specifica- 
tions do not require a certified 
roofing contractor for the job. 

The school’s roofs are 14 years 
old and have been partially 
replaced since leaks were first 


discovered nine years ago. 





The roof repair saga is almost 
guaranteed to generate further 
criticism of the multi-million 
dollar facility, which has been 
the subject of controversy since it 
was first built 





In the last 10 years alone, the 
school has had problems with its 
heating system, gymnasium, 
swimming pool, stairway hand- 
railings, as well as with asbestos 
contamination.

NEWTON — If it were not for the 
trumpets, flutes and drums they carried, the 
black-suited members of the Newton North 
Wind Ensemble would have seemed like any 
other commuters boarding the two MBTA 
buses early Saturday morning.

Median test period continues 
in Woodcliff Road—Rt. 9 area

NEWTON — The Traffic Com- 
mission plans to keep the tem- 
porary median on Route 9 at 
Woodcliff Road effective a while 
longer to conduct further studies. 
Road construction in the area 
over the summer could have 
distorted their traffic flow counts 
during the arranged 45-day trial 
period, according to city Traffic 
engineer Roy LaMotte. 

The trial period officially 
should have ended this week, but 
LaMotte recommended Tuesday 
that the barrier ‘‘remain in effect 
until next month's commission 
meeting.” 

Newton Highlands residents, 
hoping to settle the issue of 
whether or not the median should 
become permanent, were left 
hanging for another month, 
Residents seemed overwhelm- 
ingly to want the median taken 
down because of the traffic in- 
convenience it has created, 

The temporary barrier 
rerouted traffic to Parker and 
Centre streets, Residents claim it 
was inconvenient and time con- 
suming to get from the south to 
the north side of Route 9 because 
of bottlenecking at Parker and 
Centre streets. 

Many residents at the meeting 
said they would prefer if the traf- 
fic signals at the intersection 
were upgraded and more warn- 
ing signs be installed on Route 9. 

“This intersection should have 
been upgraded years ago when it 
first came to the city and state's 
attention,"”’ resident Joan Gatto 
said, ‘The first step should be to 
upgrade the lights and install 
warning signs because drivers on 
Route 9 just don't realize in time 
there is a light at that intersec- 
tion. Closing the median should 
be the last resort. Let's explore 
the other options first.” 

The possibility of closing the 
median was brought to the com- 
mission's attention after Marcia 
Henry, a Newton Highland’s 
mother of four, was killed in a car 
accident at that intersection June 
13, 

Henry was crossing Route 9 at 
Woodcliff Road on a green light 
when a tractor trailer truck 
reportedly ran a red light on 
Route 9 and barrelled into her 
car 


According to Woodcliff Road 
resident William Nast, excessive 
speed on Route 9 is the real pro- 
blem. 

“This median closing hasn't 
changed the situation one bit. It’s 
still extremely dangerous mak- 
ing a left or right turn onto Route 
9 from Woodcliff,” he said. “The 
problem is the cars beating down 
Route 9."" 

Resident Albie Walton, who in-

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it safer,” he said, pointing out he 
was a victim of several accidents 
there. “I can even live with the 
barrier if I have to.” 

Alderman Rodney Barker, 
another Woodcliff Road resident, 
said travel convenience should 
not take precedence over safety. 

“Minor inconvenience is the 
only evidence presented against 
keeping the median closed," he 
said. “This is a question of safe- 
ty, and the only relief seems to be 
closing the median,”” 

Barker said speeding on 
Woodcliff Road has reduced 
drastically since the median was 
installed. Formerly, Woodcliff 
Road was heavily travelled by 
people trying to avoid the conges- 
tion at Parker and Centre streets 
to get from one side of town to the 
other, he said. Now, he added, it 
is a quiet residential street. 

According to Rep, Susan Schur, 
D-Newton, the state Department 
of Public Works has agreed to 
upgrade the lights and signs on 
the roads regardless of the com- 
mission's decision about the me- 
dian. 

Schur said she also has ‘‘major 
concerns” about the trial con- 
ducted by the city and state while 
Route 9 was being resurfaced. 

“I'm sure the traffic counts 
were completely distorted 
because of the construction,” she 
said. “It's unfortunate it coincid- 
ed with the barrier trial. I’m glad 
the commission has decided to 
continue the trial. I’m sure they

Every morning, Bonnie Black woke up as 
tired as sHe was the night before. As the day 
progressed, she had trouble keeping her eyes 
open. 


She sometimes fell asleep driving her car. 
She feared she might fall asleep on her job as a 
medical lab technician, perhaps during a lab 
work-up. 


Black, 55, was suffering from a form of in- 
somnia — not the garden-variety kind that 
leaves you wide-eyed at 3 a.m., but equally 
debilitating. She was unknowingly grinding her 
teeth at night, making it impossible for her to 
get necessary deep sleep. 


The solution was relatively simple — a mouth 
guard to stop the teeth grinding; a cervical 
pillow for the base of her neck to end a gurgl- 
ing breathing pattern that sometimes woke her 
up; and light medication to keep her awake 
during the day. 


About 18 percent of U.S. adults have trouble 
sleeping on more than just occasional nights. 
Of those, about 6 percent feel their problems 
are severe enough to consult a physician, ac- 
cording to statistics from the sleep disorders 
center at Scripps Clinic in San Diego. 


This unwelcome wakefulness has many 
causes — as simple as that cup of coffee at din- 
ner, as complex as a major psychological 
disorder. Sleep disorder clinics nationwide are 
only beginning to unravel the factors that can 
turn sleeping into a nightmare. 


The environment, a different time zone, 
changing shifts at work and short-term stress 
can adversely affect sleep. It’s a pain in the 
neck, but usually not permanent. 


“There may be some biological thing that’s 
wrong,” said Dr. Helio Lemmi, director of the 
neurodiagnostics department and of the sleep 
disorders clinic at Baptist Hospital in Mem- 
phis, Tenn. ‘‘It’s just the body sometimes 
faltering or slightly out of tune with the en- 
vironment ... If that’s the case, for sure within 
a month, it should be corrected as long as you 
don’t keep abusing yourself.” 


Don’t panic if you've suffered through a few 
sleepless nights. Survey your lifestyle, dietary 
habits, sleep habits, exercise and stress level. 
Then relax. 


“Don’t overreact to insomnia, particularly if 
you have a history of satisfying sleep,” said 
Dr. Kenneth Lichstein, an associate professor 
of psychology at Memphis State University who 
is not a physician but has researched sleep 
disorders. 


“View insomnia as one of the fleeting in- 
terludes in your life. If you try too hard to cor- 
rect it, you may be causing more problems 
than you have.” 


Lemmi said most people average 7.5 hours of 
sleep a night. They fall asleep within seven to 
10 minutes of hitting the pillow. They dream 
every hour and a half, and the first dream 
starts about 90 minutes into the sleep. 


But don’t worry if you don’t fit that picture. 
“Every normal person has some sleepless 
nights,’’ Lemmi said. 

There are three basic categories of insomnia. 

The first is sleep onset insomnia, or difficulty 
falling asleep. 


Lichstein said people often believe they need 
more sleep than they really do, and the stress 
of wanting to sleep and not being able to may 
cause insomnia. 


“If someone needs five to six hours of sleep, 
to start staying in bed eight hours, they're go- 
ing to be awake an hour or two every night. Be- 
ing awake in bed during the night is extremely 
frustrating," Lichstein said. 


One solution is to go to bed only when you are 
sleepy. If sleep doesn’t come, get up until you 
feel sleepy. 


The second is sleep maintenance insomnia, 
or difficulty staying asleep. 


Since the capacity for deep sleep declines 

















with age, it is fairly normal for the elderly to 
have some trouble with sleep maintenance. 


Problems staying asleep may also stem from 
unrealistic sleep goals and probably mean you 
are not getting enough deep sleep. Going to bed 
a little later and getting up a little earlier 
might provide better quality sleep despite the 
shorter time. ‘‘I think in most cases, insomnia 
is a matter of sleep values and lifestyle 
management,” Lichstein said. 


Finally there is early morning awakening in- 
somnia, or waking up too early and being 
unable to fall back asleep. This problem, which 
is seen less frequently, may also stem from 
wanting more sleep than you need, he said. 


“For an individual, the proper amount of 
sleep is that amount you sleep normally from 
night to night and wake up feeling refreshed. 
That might be four hours; it might be 10 
hours,” said Lemmi, a neurologist. ‘It's impor- 
tant that a person who is sleeping four hours 
and feeling great not worry about it.” 


To determine if you are getting enough sleep, 
Lemmi suggests a sleep exercise: ‘‘Use your 
vacation and go to bed at the preferred time 
and sleep until you wake up refreshed, and 
then take the average’’ hours of sleep over 
several days. 


‘People do have insomnia as a normal 
phenomenon, and only if it lasts a long time, 
they should seek appropriate help,"” Lemmi 
said, ‘‘The majority of patients we see with in- 
somnia have had it for years and there's no 
point in suffering. There are facilities; people 
should take advantage of them." 

















Sleeping pills no 
cure for insomniacs 


Sleeping pills should be off-limits to true insomniacs, 

Experts agree sleep medications are useless to those with 
long-standing sleep problems. They won't solve the problem, 
and can make it worse. 

“The big picture in sleep ‘meds’ is that only non-insomniacs 
should take them,” said Dr. Kenneth Lichstein, associate pro- 
fessor of psychology at Memphis State University. “If you 
have a normal healthy sleep pattern and you're going through 
accrisis in your life and you're getting bad sleep for a couple of 
days, there are sleep aids that would be very helpful. 

“But if you are looking at a sleep problem of years’ duration 
and expect it to continue for years, sleep meds are going to 
cause you a lot more problems than they’re going to take care 
of,”’ said Lichstein, who is not a physician but has done 
research into sleep disorders. 

Continued use of most prescription sleep medication can 
result in a dependence. 

“If you stay on them, they lose their effect and you have to 
take more. Or you can stop eventually and you have a rebound 
problem which is sometimes worse than the problem to begin 
with,” said Dr. Helio Lemmi, a neurologist. 

For those with temporary problems — job stress, a move, or 
a medical problem — which disturb sleep, prescription sleep 
medication may be helpful for up to a week or 10 days, Lemmi 
said, 

Over-the-counter sleep medications are basically an- 
tihistamines that, as a side effect to drying up nasal secre- 
tions, induce drowsiness, said Edward Nida, a spokesman for 
the Food and Drug Administration in Washington. 

‘They are not intended for nonstop use without the advice of 
a doctor,”’ he said, ‘If a person has a continuing problem, he 
should discuss it with a doctor.””

Catching your z's isn't always a 
breeze. 

But here are some things to con- 
sider before issuing the sandman an 
engraved invitation to your bedroom: 

* Poor sleep environment: Getting 
to sleep and staying that way can be 
difficult if your bedroom is too hot, too 
cold, too noisy or not dark enough. 
Earplugs, masks or heavy window 
shades may improve sleeping condi- 
tions. An ideal room temperature has 
not been determined, but studies show 
that temperatures above 75 degrees 
can disturb sleep. 

* Using the bedroom for non-sleep 
activities: Establishing a pattern of 
eating, reading, paying bills or sor- 
ting out the day’s events in bed can 
encourage you to associate the 
bedroom with emotions and problems 
that can make sleep impossible. 





A few tips to help end those sleepless nights 


* Diet: Consumption of stimulants 
— especially caffeine — can inhibit 
sleep depending on individual 
tolerance and amount consumed, par- 
ticularly if taken late in the day. For 
many insomniacs, even small doses, 
like one cola, can contribute to 
wakefulness, Pain can keep you 
awake, but remember that some 
over-the-counter pain relievers con- 
tain about as much caffeine as coffee. 

Too much food or too little food 
before bedtime can affect sleep. 
Foods such as milk and dairy pro- 
ducts contain L-tryptophan, which 
has been shown to induce drowsiness. 

Extreme dieting may contribute to 
fragmented sleep, a condition that 
could be eased with a late-night snack 
like cheese and crackers, 

Alcohol can help you relax, but it 
also generates frequent awakenings. 


* Exercise: Although regular, sus- 
tained exercise may promote sleep, 
very active exercise three to four 
hours before bedtime may make it 
difficult to sleep. 

* Naps: The body works on a 24- 
hour quota of deep sleep. If you 
Satisfy that quota during a nap, you 
will have mostly light sleep at night, 

* Trying too hard to sleep: Stress 
created by trying to get to sleep and 
failing can aggravate poor sleep 
habits. Go to bed only when you're 
sleepy. If you are unable to sleep, get 
up and do something else until you 
feel sleepy. Relaxation techniques, 
such as deep breathing, may help pro- 
mote drowsiness. 

Trying to make up for poor sleep 
one night by sleeping longer the next 
night is impossible. Establish a 
routine bedtime, and set the alarm for 


the same time each morning 
regardless of how much sleep you got 
during the night. This should promote 
aregular sleep/wake pattern. 


* Physical or Mental Illness: 
Physical conditions including sleep 
apnea, a serious breathing disorder 
marked by extremely loud snoring; 
bruxism, grinding of the teeth; noc- 
turnal myoclonus, unconscious 
periodic movement of the legs during 
sleep; and sleepwalking can interrupt 
sleep often without the sufferer even 
knowing about it. Certain medications 
can also contribute to insomnia 

Poor sleep patterns often are a side 
effect of mental disorders, such as 
depression, extreme anxiety and 
schizophrenia.

A good 
night 
for kids 


MISSION HILLS, Calif. 
(AP) — If your kids stay up 
after bedtime — for whatever 
reason — they may pay for it 
later in life, says a California 
sleep researcher and 
therapist. 


As many as one-third of 
America’s 40 million in- 
somniacs may have picked up 
the ailment from the bad 
habits they got from their 
parents, who themselves 
might have suffered in- 
somnia, according to Dr. 
Michael Stevenson of Holy 
Cross Hospital here. 


“Staying up after bedtime, 
watching TV in bed, not get- 
ting up at a regular time in 
the morning, can all lead to 
problems later in life,’ notes 
Stevenson, a psychologist at 
the hospital’s Sleep Disorders 
Center. 


“Children, especially 10-to- 
12-year-olds, have extremely 
strong sleep-wake cycles, so 
few if any suffer from chronic 
insomnia. But as we get 
older, those sleep-wake cycles 
become weaker. Poor sleep 
habits picked up during 
childhood can make it hard to 
fall asleep."” 


Many suffering from 
“childhood onset insomnia,"’ 
Stevenson says, may have 
undetected abnormalities in 
the systems that control 
wakefulness and sleep. 


But more often, the reason 
the child cannot sleep is emo- 
tional rather than 
physiological, he adds, ex- 
plaining: 

“Stress as a cause of in- 
somnia is just as real for 
children as for adults. It's 
very important for children to 
have good ‘sleep hygiene,’ 
Not only will it help them 
with their schoolwork, but it 
could also help them get a 
better night's rest when 
they’re adults,” 


One of the psychologist’s 
recommendations for school 
children is a positive sleeping 
environment, including a 
good bed. 


According to Marion Ar- 
tinger, an interior designer 
and consultant to ARCO 
Chemical Co., a manufac- 
turer of polyurethane 
chemicals for the bedding in- 
dustry, two types of mat- 
tresses are available for 
children — innerspring and 
all-foam, 


“When buying a foam mat- 
tress,'’ says Ms. Artinger, 
“it's important that parents 
make sure the polymer foam 
density — pure polyurethane 
with no compounds added — 
is 1,8 pounds per cubic foot or 
higher for good support and 
durability,”’ 


From Stevenson, other tips 
for parents to help their kids 
Stay off the road-to-insomnia 
include: 


* Have a regular time for 
going to bed, and a regular 
time for getting up in the 
morning, 


* Use the bedroom for 
sleeping only, with TV- 
watching, homework, 
telephoning and entertaining 
being done elsewhere in the 
house. 


* Don't send children to 
their room as punishment, 
because instead of A 
associating a bedroom with 
sleeping, a child may equate 
the bedroom with punish- 
ment, 


* Don’t let your children do 
homework just before going 
to bed, for even kids should 
have time to unwind and 
relax before going to bed 


* Provide a good sleep en- 
vironment, with proper ven- 
tilation, heating and quiet in 
addition to a good bed.

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Focus on mercury fillings

The liquid metal mercury is uniquely suited to filling 
up the tiny nooks and crannies of teeth. But it is also 
highly poisonous when swallowed, inhaled or absorbed 
through the skin ; 

Because of those dual properties, mercury now finds 
itself squarely in the center of a growing public health 
controversy. 

The substance has always been feared. British hatters 
became feebleminded when they used mercury solutions 
to help them shape felt tophats, hence the phrase “mad 
as a hatter.” Makers of Civil War caps developed fatal 
tremors. Japanese river dwellers who ate mercury- 
contaminated fish wasted away and then died. ‘ 

Now, some dentists blame mercury for ailments in 20 
percent of all people with mercury fillings, from hidden 
depression and fatigue to multiple sclerosis. An 
estimated 75 percent to 80 percent of all tooth cavities are 
filled with the mercury-containing metal. 

These dentists say mercury particles, released by 
chewing and then vaporized, can poison many parts of 
the body, including the thyroid, pituitary and adrenal 
glands, the lungs, kidney, heart, liver, brain, spleen, 
bone marrow, intestines and skeletal muscle. : 

These outspoken anti-mercury dentists are flourishing 
in California, urging people — for prices of $600 to $2,000 
— to have all their fillings pulled out and replaced with 
fillings made of plastic, porcelain or gold. 

“There is a toxic waste site in your teeth,” says dentist 
Mark S. Hulet of Apple Valley. “Mercury is a deadly 
poison.” 

Dr. Harold J. Kristal of Point Richmond says: ‘‘We see 
the insidiousness of mercury fillings. But we can’t con- 
vince the dental profession to make changes.” 

Dentists with the federal National Institute of Dental 
Research (NIDR) say there is no scientific evidence to 
support the claims.

“There is no evidence for recommending the discon-

Removing and replacing fillings helps dentists fill a 
financial hole created by the declining incidence of tooth 
decay, says the Consumers Union of the United States 
Inc., based in Mount Vernon, N.Y. Since the introduction 
of fluoridated drinking water and toothpastes 20 years 
ago, the incidence of tooth decay has fallen 50 percent. 

“Dentists are looking for more to do. There is a 
tremendous number of new dentists — roughly 500 a year 
in San Francisco — and there is a business problem,” 
said a former official of the San Francisco Dental Socie- 
ty. 

“T believe that some dentists really do believe what 
they tell their patients. The anti-mercury materials are 
written in a very convincing fashion,” said Marci 
Johnson of the California Dental Association. 

In trying to publicize this purported hazard, dentists 
who oppose mercury fillings risk jail terms, steep fines 
and revocation of their dental licenses because of con- 
duct deemed unethical or unprofessional by colleagues 
who support mercury’s use. They anger more-orthodox 
dentists, who charge that they deliberately distort or 
misinterpret data. 

The Food and Drug Administration’s fraud branch now 
sends undercover investigative squads to meetings of 
practitioners who oppose mercury and other ‘‘alter- 
native healers.” 

Many state medical licensing boards are becoming 
more aggressive in discouraging these dental practi- 
tioners. For instance, the Michigan Dental Association 
revokes a dentist’s membership for urging a patient to 
replace silver fillings because of mercury.
